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PUBLIC OR GENERAL ACTS. 



Chap. 1. — An ACT imposing Taxes for the Support of Government. 

Passed March 27, 1862. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the taxes on the 
persons and subjects in this chapter mentioned, or required by law 
to be listed or assessed, shall for the present year and thereafter be 
yearly as follows : 

Taxes on lands and lots. 

On tracts of lands and lots, with the improvements thereon, not Tax on land 
■ exempt from taxation, sixty cents on every hundred dollars value 

thereof; .iTid herein shall be included all tracts of lands and lots, what included 
* with improvements thereon, not otherwise taxed or exempt from 

taxation, of incorporated joint stock companies, savings institutions 
and insurance companies. 

On personal properly.

2. On all the personal property (excepting provisions and wool of on personal pro- 
last year’s clip ; but this section shall not be so construed as to ex- and'croSi!.^* 
elude from taxation any provisions purchased for sale by the holder 
thereof), moneys and credits, as defined in this section, including \vi, at inciudod 
all capital, personal property and moneys of incorporated joint stock what .".vJroptod 
companies (other than rail road, canal or turnpike companies), and 
all capital invested, used or employed in any manufacturing, trade 
or other business, sixty cents on every hundred dollars value thereof. 

But property otherwise taxed, and property from which any income 
to taxed is derived, or on the capital invested in any trade or busi- 
ness, in respect to which a license so taxed is issued, certificates of 
stock, moneys and personal property that constitute part of the ca- 
pital of any bank, savings institutions and insurance companies, 
whether incorporated by this or any other state, which have declared 
dividends within one year preceding the first day of February, of as 
much as six per cent, profits, shall not bo taxed under the provisions 
of this section. The word “moneys" shall be construed to include 
not only gold, silver and copper coin, but. bullion and bank notes. 

The word "credits” shall be construed to mean all bank, state or 
corporation stocks, claims or demauds owing or coming to any per- 
son, wjhether due or not, and whether payable in money or other

thing. Moneys and credits owned by any resident of this state, whe- 
ther such moneys or credits arc within or without this state, shall 
be taxed at the rate prescribed by this section. 

On free negroes. 

On free negroes 3. On every male free negro who has attained the age of twenty- 
one years, one dollar and twenty cents ; but no tax shall hereafter 
be assessed or collected on such male free negro under the act of the 
sixth of April eighteen hundred and fifty-three, establishing a colo- 
nization board. 

On while males. 

On while malm 4. On every white male inhabitant who has attained the age of 

twenty-one years, not exempted from taxation by order of the court \ 
in consequence of bodily infirmity, one dollar and twenty cents. 

On public bonds. 

On interest on 5. On the interest or profit which may have accrued, and is boI- 

pujiichunda ygat, or which may have been received by any person, or converted 
into principal so as to become an interest bearing subject, or other- 
wise appropriated, within the year next preceding the first day of 
February of each year, arising from bonds and certificates of debt 
of the Confederate States or of this or any other state or country, or 
any corporation created by this or any other state, whether the stock 
of such company be exempt from taxation or not, ten per centum. 
But such interest or profits derived from bank stock or shares of 
savings institutions and insurance companies which pay taxes thereon 
into the treasury, shall not be included herein, unless invested or 
otherwise appropriated, and if so invested or otherwise appropriated, 
the tax thereon shall be at the rate of sixty cents upon every hun- 
dred dollars value thereof. If no interest shall have been received 
within the year preceding the first day of February, then the value 
\of the principal of such bonds shall be assessed and taxed as other 
property. 

On bank dividends. 

Bank dividends 6. On the dividends declared by any bank incorporated by this 
state, the tax shall be ten per centum upon the amount thereof, to 
be paid into the treasury by the bank. If the dividend be that of a 
bank incorporated elsewhere, the tax shall bo ten per centum upon 
the amount thereof, to be assessed and collected as other taxes. 



On dividends of savings institutions, telegraph, steam boat, insu- 
rance and such like companies. 

On dividend* of 7. On the dividends declared within the year preceding the first 
«*d lMuranc* day of February, if the same bo equal to or over six per centum on 
companies jts capital, by savings institutions, telegraph, steam boat, insurance 
and such like companies, whether incorporated by this or any other 
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state, or whether operating with or without a charter, to be paid by 
such institutions and companies into the treasury, respectively, ten 
per centum. If .there be no dividend, or if such dividend be not 
equal to six per centum of such capital, then such institution and 
such company shall pay a tax on its capital at the rate of sixty cents 
on every hundred dollars of such capital ; and herein capital shall 
consist of stock subscribed, money deposited, and bonds and other 
evidences of debt held or owned by such institutions and companies. 

On dividends of companies not incorporated by this stale. 

8. On dividends of rail road or other like companies, not incor- Dividends or 
porated by this state, the tax shall be ten per centum upon the fn ™?^r»ted°b» 
amount thereof, to be listed and charged to the recipient of such th “ ,,aw 
dividends, or those entitled to receive the same. If such dividend 

be not equal to six per centum of such capital, the stock so held shall 
be listed and taxed as other property. 

On income. 

9. On the income, salary, compensation or fees received during the On income or 
year ending the first day of February of each year, in consideration **' 

of the discharge of any office or employment in the service of the 
state or of the Confederate States, or in consideration of the dis- 
charge of any office or employment in the service of any corpora- 
tion, or in the service of any company, firm or person, except where Exception 
the service is that of a minister of the gospel, one and one-half per 
centum upon so much thereof as exceeds five hundred dollars. The Tuxm of offi- 
tax on a salary payable under this section by an officer of govern- mUt” uovr'pSi 
merit receiving the same out of the treasury, shall be deducted at the 
rate chargeable on the annual salary, on the amount drawn from the 
treasury at the time the salary is audited and paid ; and fees or other 
income of Buch officer shall be listed and assessed by the commis- 
sioners as in other cases, and at the rates prescribed thereon. 

On toll bridges. 

10. On the yearly rent or annual value of toll bridges and ferries, on toil briiigoi 
other than those toll bridges and ferries exempt by their charter from an<1 fwrto * 
taxation, ten per centum. 

On collateral inheritances. 

11. On the estate of a decedent, which passes under his will or collateral in- 
by descent to any other person, or fipr any other use than to or for horitlmce ‘ 
the use of the father, mother, husbtmd, wife, brother, sister, nephew, 

niece, or lineal descendant of such decedent, there shall be a tax of 
two per centum of such estate. 

Estates passing under sequestration acts. 

12. On all estate, which, under the effect or by the provisions of sequeatration 
the sequestration act of the confederate congress, or any act amen- of co " Kr '“ 
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Tax on estates datory thereof, may legally pass, otherwise than by purchase, to any 
person, there shall be a tax of two per centum on the value thereof.

13. On every passenger transported on any rail road or canal in 
this state, one and a half mill for every mile of transportation ; and 
on all freight transported on any such rail road or canal, three- 
fourths of one per centum of the gross amount received by the com- 
pany controlling such rail road or canal, for the transportation of 
such freight, or for tolls thereon, or for privileges granted thereby, 
/ and it shall be the duty of every such company to collect for the 
anil mad and state the tax herein imposed ; and every rail road company or canal 
to^port'to'tho'' company, whether exempted from taxation by its charter or not, 
teriy 0r<inar shall hereafter report quarterly, on the fifteenth day of March, June, 
wriiat to report September and December in each year, to the auditor of public 
accounts, tho number of passengers transported, and the aggregate 
number of tnilea traveled by them within this commonwealth, and 
. the gross amount received by such company for the transportation 
of freight over such road or canal, or any part thereof, or water or 
other improvement owned or connected therewith, during the quarter 
of the year next preceding the first day of the month in which such 
when only part- report is made. Such company, whose road or canal is only in part 
within the commonwealth, shall report as aforesaid such portion only 
of such amount received for transportation of freight, ns the part of 
the said road or canal which is within this commonwealth bears to 
the whole of Buch road or canal. If the profits of such road or canal 
consist in whole or in part of tolls, the gross amount thereof shall, 
for the purpoges of this act, be construed to bo a part of the gross 
amount received for the transportation of freight. It iB the inten- 
tion of this act tp abrogate hnd annul all exemptions from taxation 
of any such company contained in its charter, during the existing 
war, and to subject such company to the uniform rate of taxation 
prescribed by law, so far as the general assembly has power to do so.

Statement of rail road officers. 

14. Such statement shall he verified by the oatl)3 of the president 
and the superintendent of transportation, or other proper officer. 
Every company failing* to make such report, shall ho fined five hun- 
dred dollars ; and any company having a subordinate board, or any 
board managing any part of its works may, by its by-laws, create 
aud enforce such penalties as wifc secure proper reports of such com- 
Tax on pawn- panics. At the time of making snch reports, snch company shall 
Tax on freight pay into the treasury the taxes imposed on passengers, freight, tolls 
To b« exempt and privileges as in this act is provided. Every such company pay- 
0I " P r ing snch taxes, shall not be assessed with any tax on its lands, 
buildings, cars, boats or other property (owned but not hired) which 
in case of failure they are authorized by law to hold or have. But if any such coin- 
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pany fail to pay such taxes at either of the times specified therefor, to pay, wiat i« 
then its lands, buildings, cars, boats and other property shall be 
immediately assessed under the direction of the auditor of public 
accounts, by any person appointed by him for the purpose, at its full 
value, and a tax shall at once be levied thereon, as on real estate 
and other property, at fifteen cents on every hundred dollars value, 
on account of each quarterly default, to he collected by any sheriff 
whom the auditor may direct; and such sheriff shall distrain and 
sell any personal property of such company and pay such taxes into 
the treasury within three months from the time when such assess- 
ment is furnished to him. 

Express companies. 

15. Every express company, in addition to the license tax on such Expretn comp* 

company, on any express business, shall make a return to the auditor ** 

of public accounts, on the fifteenth day of June and December in 

each year, of the total receipts of such company, on account of its rec<ll i> u 
operations within the state of Virginia, within the six months pre- 
ceding the first day of June and December in each year. Such iteturm to I*. •« 
returns shall be verified by the oaths of the agent and chief officers " ulh 
of such company, at its principal office or offices in the state, in the 
manner and according to tho fornj prescribed by the said auditor, 
whether collected within or without the state. Such express com- Tax on rocotpta 
pany shall pay on the total receipts so reported, a tax of one and a " 
half per centum, except for the transportation of bank notes for Exception 
brokers and for non-residents, for which the tax shall be one-fourth • 

of one per centum upon the amount of bank notes transported ; and Penalty for fan 
for failure to make such report or pay such tax, a penalty of not less report pair M 
than one thousand dollars nor more than five thousand dollars, shall 
be imposed upon the company so failing, to he recovered as other 
penalties are ; and to be paid into the general treasury in lieu of a » 
tax : provided, however, that no express oompany, through any of its 
agents, shall transact any business appertaining to the business of a 
broker, unless it be for the commonwealth. Such principal officer 
shall require from the several agents employed by such company, a 
report of their transaction, on oath, which report, so sworn to, shall 
accompany the report of the chief officer to the auditor of public 
accounts. 

On suits. 

16. When any original suit, ejectment, attachment (other than on original mitt 
a summons to a suggestion sued out under the provisions of the ele- 
venth section of chapter one hundred and eighty-eight of the Code), 

or other action is commenced in a circuit, county or corporation court, 
there shall be a tax of one dollar; if it he an appeal, writ of error or Appnnln, 
supersedeas in a circuit court, there shall be a tax of two dollars ; jf 
it be an appeal, writ of error or supersedeas in a district court, five 
dollars ; and if in a court of appeals, five dollars.

On seals, 

17. When the seal of a court, of a notary public, or the seal of 
the state is annexed to any paper, except in those cases exempted 
by law, the taxes shall be as follows : For the seal of the state, three 
dollars; for any other seal, one dollar and fifty cents; and herein 
shall be included a tax on a scroll annexed to a paper in lieu of an 
official seal. But this section shall not apply to seals of courts af- 
fixed to bonds of any county executed for money raised to aid in 
equipping soldiers of such counties, or to aid in the support of the. 
families of such soldiers ; nor shall the tax provided in this section 
apply to any seal of a court affixed to any papers required in order 
to receive the arrearages of pay or allowances due to a deceased sol- 
dier, either from this state or the Confederate States. 

On wills and administrations. 

18. On the probate of every will or grant of administration, there 
shall be a tax of one dollar and fifty cents. 

Deeds. 

19. On every deed admitted to record, whether the same has been 
recorded before or not, and on every contract relating to real estate, 
whether it he a deed or not, which is admitted to record, there shall 
be a tax of one dollar and fifty cents. 

Taxes on lank corporations. 

20. On every law incorporating or chartering or rechartering any 
bank with a capital not exceeding two hundred thousand dollars, 
there shall ho a tax of seventy-five dollars ; with a capital of over 
two hundred thousand dollars and not exceeding four hundred thou- 
sand dollars, there shall be a tax of one hundred and fifty dollars ; 
with a capital of over four hundred thousand dollars and not exceed- 
ing six hundred thousand dollars, there shall be a tax of two hun- 
dred and twenty-five dollars ; with a capital of over six hundred thou- 
sand dollars and not exceeding eight hundred thousand dollars, there 
shall be a tax of three hundred dollars ; and with a capital of over 
eight hundred thousand dollars, there shall be a tax of three hundred 
and seventy-five dollars. 

Taxes on manufacturing companies. 

21. On every law incorporating or rechartcring any oil, iron, coal 
or manufacturing company, if the maximum capital is one hundred 
thousand dollars or less, there shall be a tax of seventy-five dollars ; 
qnd^if it exceed that amount, there shall be a tax of one hundred 
and fifty dollars. 
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Taxes on gas light and other companies. 

22. On every taw for the incorporation of any canal, rail road, Ga, light w.<i 
insurance, gas light, express or telegraph company, if the maximum 0< “ ““P™ 10 * 
capital is one hnndrcd thousand dollars or less, there shall be a tax 

of seventy-five dollars ; and if it exceed that amount, there shall be 
a tax of ono hundred and fifty dollars : provided, that the tax im- 
posed by this section shall not apply to the Virginia canal company. i 

Tax on savings institutions. 

23. On every law chartering, renewing or extending the charter of Having, iMtltu- 
any savings institution, if the maximum capital is one hundred thou- tK ’“ s 

sand dollars or less, there shall be a tax of seventy-five dollars each ; 
and if it exceed that amount, there shall be a tax of one hundred * 
and fifty dollars. 

Tax on private corporations. 

24. On every law chartering, renewing or extending the charter of private eorpo- 
any private corporation, other than those herein before mentioned, Exception, 
and other than acts for the incorporation of a college, academy, semi- 
nary of learning, or literary or charitable institution or cemetery, if 

the maximum capital is one hundred thousand dollars or less, there 
shall be a tax of Beventy-five dollars ; and if it exceed that amount, 
there shall be a tax of one hundred and fifty dollars. 

Unorganized companies, how taxed. 

25. All the acts of assembly creating or continuing corporations, Tax on private 
mentioned in the twentieth, twenty-first,' twenty-second, twenty-third 

and twenty-fourth sections of thiB act, which, since the third day 0 f created 
April eighteen hundred and sixty-one, have not been organized by 
accepting the charter granted to the corporators and paid the taxes 
thereon according to the provisions of the act entitled an act 
imposing taxes for the support of government, passed April third, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-one, shall hereafter, upon being organ- 
ized, or upon accepting the charter, return a statement, verified by 
the oath of the president or other proper officer, to the auditor of 
public accounts, showing the amount of the capital of the company 
or corporation of which he is president, on or before the first day of 
July eighteen hundred and sixty-two, and those corporators omitting 
so to accept the charter and to return by that time, and afterwards 
accepting, shall, on or before the first day of July in the year next 
after Buch acceptance, make such report, and at the same time pay 
into the treasury the amount of tax imposed by this act.

On Licenses. 

. Ordinaries. 

26. The taxes on licenses shall he as follows : ' 

On a license to keep an ordinary or house of public entertainment, 
sixty dollars ; and if the yearly value of such house and furniture, 
whether rented or kept by the proprietor, exceed one hundred dol- 
lars, and is less than two hundred dollars, the tax shall be seventy- 
five dollars; and if the yearly value thereof exceed two hundred 
dollars, there shall be added to the last mentioned sum, twenty per 
cent, on so much thereof as exceeds two hundred dollars ; and if the 
license grants the privilege of retailing ardent spirits, porter, ale or 
beer, to be drank elsewhere than at such ordinary, there shall be 
added to said license a tax of seventy-five dollars in addition to the 
amount otherwise imposed ; and if the business be continued, there 
shall also be a tax of one and ono-half per centum upon the amount 
of such sales for the preceding year, in addition to the specific tax. 
But the privilege to sell ardent spirits hereby authorized, shall not 
be construed to authorize the sale of any other thing under cover of 
a license to keep an ordinary, and any sales not authorized at such 
ordinary shall be deemed to be sales made by the ordinary keeper 
without license. 

Private entertainments. 

27. On a liccnso to keep a house of private entertainment or a 
private boarding house, ten dollars. If the yearly value thereof and 
furniture exceed one hundred dollars, there shall be added to the 
last mentioned sum fifteen per cent, on so much thereof as exceeds 
one hundred dollars. But no house shall be deemed a private 
boarding house with less than five boarders. 

Cook shops and eating houses. 

28. On every license to keep a cook shop or eating house, twenty- 
five dollars ; and in addition thereto, twenty-five per cent, on so 
much of the yearly value thereof as exceeds one hundred dollars. 

Bowling alleys. 

29. On every license permitting a bowling alley or saloon to be 
kept for a year, seventy-five dollars ; but if there is more than one 
such alley kept in any one room, twenty-five dollars each shall be 
charged for the excess over one. 

Billiard tables. 

30. On every license permitting a billiard table to be kept for a 
year, one hundred and fifty dollars ; but if there is more than one 
such table kept in any one room, seventy-five dollars each shall bo 
charged for the excess over one table. 
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Bagatelle tablet. 

31. On every license permitting a bagatelle or other like table to Bagatelle table* 
be kept for one year or any less time, thirty dollars for the first, and 

if more than one, fifteen dollars for each additional tabic. 

Livery stables. 

32. On every license to a keeper of a livery stable, one dollar and Livery stable* 
fifty cents for each stall thereof ; and herein shall bo included as 

stalls, such space as may be necessary for a horse to stand, and in 
which a horse is or may be kept at livery otherwise than for the pur- 
pose of feeding horses by one day only; and no exemption from this 
license shall bo allowed to any person in consequence of such person 
being licensed to keep* an ordinary or house of private entertain- 
ment, if any horses be kept, fed or hired for compensation by the 
proprietor thereof, except that no tax shall be required on such stalls 
as are kept exclusively and used for horses belonging to travelers or 
guests stopping at such house. 

License to distill ardent spirits from fruit, Sfc. 

33. On every license to distill ardent spirits from fruit, vegetables, nntnicrle* 
Byrups, molasses, sugarcane or sugars, the tax shall be thirty dollars ; ' lttlf " rii,t ' llll ‘* 
if such distillery has been in operation for the preceding year or any 

part thereof, there shall bo an additional tax of ten cents per gallon 
on the quantity of liquor manufactured at such distillery for the year 
next preceding or for any part thereof : provided, that thirty-three ’ 
gallons of brandy shall be exempt from the operation of this tax, 
when made by the owner for his own use. A license for the busi- 
ness authorizing this section shall be obtained as other licenses are 
obtained, and with like penalties for a failure to obtain the same, 
notwithstanding the exemption provided for in the act passed March 
the 30th, I860, entitled an act making regulations concerning licenses. 

Licenses to rectify ardent spirits. 

34. On every license to rectify ardent spirits, if the machinery be Ratifying *r- 

propelled by steam power, the tax Bhall bo one hundred and fifty T '”* ,pint * 
dollars, and if the machinery be not so propelled, the tax shall be 
seventy-five dollars ; if such establishment has been in operation for Additional tax 
the preceding year or any part thereof, and the same shall be eon- If c<mtln,18,1 
tinued in operation, there shall be an additional tax of twenty cents / 

per gallon on the quantity rectified and sold in the next preceding 

year. 

Merchants, 

35. On every license to a merchant or mercantile firm, where a Merchant'* >po 
specific tax is to bo paid, ninety dollars ; but if the capital employed ciflc tai

used, whether borrowed or not, and goods purchased on credit by 
said merchant or firm, be shown by affidavit to be less than five 
hundred dollars, the tax to be paid shall be fifteen dollars ; but noth- 
ing contained in this section shall be construed to authorize any 
such person to sell wine, ardent spirits, or a mixture thereof ; and 
when the tax is in proportion to the sales, if the taxable sales shall 
be under one thousand dollars, the tax shall be thirty dollars ; if one 
thousand and under fifteen hundred dollars, thirty-six dollars ; if fif- 
teen hundred dollars and under twenty-five hundred dollars, forty- 
eight dollars ; if twenty-five hundred dollars and under five thousand 
dollars, seventy-two dollars ; if five thousand dollars and under ten 
thousand dollars, one hundred and fourteen dollars ; if ten thousand 
and under fifteen thousand dollars, one hundred and forty-four dol- 
lars ; if fifteen thousaud dollars and under twenty thousand dollars, 
one hundred and sixty-eight dollars ; if twenty thousand dollars and 
under thirty thousaud dollars, two hundred and ten dollars ; if thirty 
thousand dollars and under fifty thousand dollars, three hundred and 
twelve dollars ; and if over fifty thousand dollars, fifteen dollars for 
every ten thousand dollars excess over the said sum of fifty thousand 
dollars. If any merchant is about to close out and discontinue his 
business, he may sell the same by auction, but under no other cir- 
cumstances shall he sell by auction unless he obtain a license as 
auctioneer.

but said sales shall not be estimated in ascertaining the amount of a 
merchant’s license.

other trades ami 37. Merchant tailors, lumber merchants, dealers in -coal or wood, 
merchants shall obtain licenses as merchants and be assessed apd taxed thereon 
as other merchants are by the preceding sections of this act, and 
shall be subject to like penalties for conducting such business without 
a merchant’s license, except that any captain or other person having 
the command or control of any vessel, shall not be required to take 
out a license to sell wood by retail from such vessel. 
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Commission merchants. 

38. The tax on every license to a commission merchant, forward- Oonunlnioa 
ing merchant, tobacco auctioneer or ship broker, shall be sixty dol- hacca aucl’ion- 
lars each, for commencing business ; and if to continue such business broker** 8hlp 
after the same has been carried on for one year, the tax on such 

license shall be three per centum on the amount of commissions re- 
ceived ; and this tax shall be in addition to such tax as may be im- 
posed on a license to such merchant or firm, to sell goods, wares or 
( merchandise. All goods consigned to any such commission mer- 
chant, forwarding merchant or tobacco auctioneer, whether such 
goods be agricultural productions of other articles exempted in the 
hands of the producer or owner from taxation, shall be included as 
subjects of taxation under the provisions of this section. 

Auctioneers. 

39. On every license to an auctioneer or vendue master commenc- Auctioneer*' 
ing business, thirty-eight dollars; and if the place of business be in in town* "

Quack medicines.

ditional fee for admission be charged, in lieu of a return check autho- 
rizing the holder to re-enter without charge, shall be construed to re- 
quire an additional license therefor. 

Manufacturers of porter , ale and beer. 

53. On every license to manufacture porter, ale and boor, or 
either, seventy-five dollars. 

Sale of porter, ale and beer.

54. On every license to sell porter, ale or beer, by wholesale or re- 
tail, thirty dollars ; and if the business be continued for more than 
one year, an additional tax of one and one-half per centum on the 
amount of sales of the previous year. But if the license be to retail, 
to be drank where sold, it shall be granted upon the certificate of 
the county or corporation court, in every respect as certificates are 
granted to ordinary keepers and merchants to retail ardent spirits. 

Brokers. 

55. On every license to a broker, one thonsand dollars, unless he 
deals exclusively in stocks ; then the tax shall be three hundred and 
seventy-five dollars. A broker shall have the right to sell stocks at 
auction or otherwise ; and any person who may sell stocks on com- 
mission, shall be regarded as a stock broker. 

Insurance companies. 

56. On every license to an agent or sub-agent of any insurance 
company not chartered by this state, thirty-eight dollars ; and in ad- 
dition thereto, a tax of one and one-half per cent, on the whole 
amount of premiums received and assessments collected by such 
agent or sub-agent or company, within the state, as prescribed by 
law. 

Physicians and others. 

57. On every license to a physician, surgeon or dontist, eight dol- 
lars each ; and on every license to an attorney at law, eight dollars. 
If the yearly income derived from the practice of any such callings 
or professions during the year next preceding the time of obtaining 
such license shall exceed five hundred dollars, there shall be an ad-

person shall confer on him the privilege of practicing such profession 
in any part of the commonwealth.

called, if in a city or incorporated town of less than five thousand 
inhabitants, thirty dollars ; if more than five thousand inhabitants, 
sixty dollars; if elsewhere, fifteen dollars. And if the yearly income 
derived from the practice of said art exceed five hundred dollars in 
any' county, city or town, an additional tux of one and onc-hulf per 
centum on such excess for the year next preceding the time of ob- 
taining such license ; and such tax shall be imposed, whether an ar- 
tist perform in a gsllery or not. If more than one be engaged in the 
joint exercise of such prof ssion or performance in the same gallery, 
the tax shall not be imposed upon each artist, but upon the gallery. 

Horses brought into the state. 

59. On every license to sell horses, mules, asses and jennets which Hnrm, mnlw, 
are brought into this state for sale, fifteen dollars in each county ; ^ 

and the act making general regulations concerning licenses, shall be 
so far modified that the certificate for obtaining such licenses may 
designate the county or corporation as the place of sale ; and horses 
so brought into the state, as often as they are sold, uud the principal 
object of the sale is for profit, although previously sold in this state, 
shall sul ject the person so Belling to the tax hereby imposed. 

Horses, mules, S/r. sold for profit. 

60. On every license to sell for others, on commission or for profit, selling on on- 
horses, mules, asses, jennets, cattle, sheep and hogs, or either of Sn£», n *« r *”* 
them, thirty dollars ; and the Bale may be made under such license 

in any county or corporation.

Carriages, buggies and other vehicles. 

61. On every license to sell carriages, buggies, barouches, gigs, earring*. and 
wagons, and such like vehicles, manufactured out of this state, mMufaotnrS 
seventy-five dollars in each county or corporation. If the business ODlof ‘kens* 
be continued after the same has been carried on for a year, the tax 

shall be on the amount of sales, in addition to the specific tax, as on 
merchants’ licenses. But this section shall not be so construed as to 
exempt persons from taxation who may put together the principal 
parts of such vehicles as may be manufactured out of this state. 

Slaves bought or sold for profit. 

62. On every license to buy or sell slaves on commission or for staves bought

General Provisions. 

Tax on corporations. 

No private act of assembly on which a tax is imposed, shall 
be published, nor any copy thereof furnished to any person, until 
the party asking and requiring the same shall have paid into the 
treasury of the commonwealth the taxes prescribed by law ; and it 
shall be the duty of the keeper of the rolls to publish, with the acts 
of assembly of each session, all acts upon which the tax prescribed 
by law has been paid into the treasury since the last publication 
thereof.

Passed March 31, 1862. 

Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the thirty-ninth 
chapter of the Code of Virginia shall he amended and re-enaeted so 
as to read as follows : 

Banks to declare 1. Eveiy bank of circulation incorporated by this state shall, in 
June and December of .each year, by resolution, either declare a 
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dividend of profits arising out of the operations of said banlt for the When and for 
six months ending on the first day of June and December, or deter- wh, * t P* 1 ** 1 
mine their inability to do so ; and if a dividend be declared, the said 
bank shall cause a tax to be retained from the dividend on which it 
is payable. ' . 

2. Immediately after the said dividend is declared, the cashier of c««hierto report 
said bank shall certify on oath to the auditor of public accounts the <i!tor " " ° 
amount of such dividend, and the amount of tax payable on account dr 'lami^ropor?

and sixty-two, and all other moneys not otherwise appropriated by

the various bonds guaranteed by the commonwealth. 

Proviso. 2. Provided, however, that nothing herein contained shall be con- 

strued as authorizing the governor to pay any interest as herein pro- 
vided, to any corporation created by the laws of Virginia, which is 
located in a disloyal portion of the commonwealth, or the executive 
officers of which corporation shall be disloyal to. Virginia. 

Commonceuwat 3. This act shall be in force from its passage. 



Chap 14. — An ACT to authorize the transfer of certain Bonds of the State 
held in trust by the Government of the United States for certain Indian 
Tribes, and providing for the payment of Interest thereon. 

Passed January 97, 1869. 

Preamble Whereas it is represented to the general assembly, by the secre- 

tary of the treasury of the Confederate States, that the secretary of 
the interior of tho United States government holds in trust for tho 
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Choctaw trihe of Indians the sum of four hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars of the registered bonds of this state, upon which one year’s 
interest is now due: and it is further represented, that in the war 
now pending between the governments of the United States, and of 
the Confederate States, the said tribe of Indians have united them- 
selves with the confederate government, and that government having 
assumed the “protectorate of the several nations and tribes of In- 
dians occupying the territory west of Arkansas and Missouri, south 
of Kansas, north of Texas and east of Texas and New Mexico,’’ 
embracing the country inhabited by the said tribe of Choctaws ; and 
the said secretary of tlie treasury having applied to this general 
assembly for the payment of the said interest now due, and to be- 
come due hereafter : Therefore, 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the second auditor Tr*n«fer, how 
be and he is hereby required to transfer on the books of his office 

the said sum of four hundred and fifty thousand dollars, standing in 
the name of the secretary of the interior of the United States, to the 
secretary of the treasury of the Confederate States, to bo held by • 
said secretary in trust for said tribe of Choctaw Indians, as provided 
by the treaty entered into by the authorities of said confederate- 
government and of said tribe of Choctaw Indians ; and thereupon 
the certificates of the registered bonds of this commonwealth, held by 
the said secretary of the interior of the United States, shall be 
deemed to be canceled and b* void, and all' payment of any interest 
due thereon, or' to become due hereafter, shall be illegal. And it OHific*t«j,how 
shall be the duty of the said auditor to issue like certificates of the 
registered debt of this state for the full amount so held by the said 
secretary of the interior of the United States, to the said secretary 
of the treasury of the Confederate States, to be held by him in trust 
for said Choctaw tribe of Indians, the said certificates of debt bear- 
ing date on the first day of January 7 eighteen hundred and sixty-one: 
and the commissioners of the sinking fund oT the state shall direct interest, how 
the said auditor to pay to said secretary of thb treasury the semi- p “ d 
annual interest which was due on the first of July last, and on the 
first of January of the present year, to be disbursed according to 
the trust reposed in him ; and thereafter to pay the principal and 
interest which may bectffio due on said certificates of debt as is now 
or may be hereafter prescribed for the payment of interest on the 
state debt. • .. 

2. This act shall bo in force so soon as the proper authorities of Commenosowot 
the Confederate States Bhall file with the second auditor an obliga- 
tion, approved by the commissioners of the sinking fund, to inflem- 

nify the commonwealth against any loss or liability inourred by reason 
of this act.

Chap. 15. — An ACT proscribing Penalties against Illegal Assessments and 

Collection of Taxes. 

Passed March 28, 1862. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that if any person hold- 
ing any office or appointment under any usurped government, claim- 
ing to he established within the limits of this state, separate from the 
existing government, assess or collect taxes, or seize or convert pro- 
perty to the payment of such taxes or other claim, under such govern- 
ment, such person, so collecting such taxes or other claim, shall be 
liable to the person from whom such taxes or claim shall be collected, 
for ten times the amount of such taxes or claim ; to be recovered, 
upon motion, before any court of record in this commonwealth, upon 
ten days’ notice of such motion. In addition to the penalty incurred 
by any such collector, any person injured may recover from any such 
assessor, or other person making any such claim, by action, any con- 
sequential damages resulting from the seizure or sale of property or 
enforcement of the payment of such, taxes. If the remedies hereby 
given shall prove unavailing, by reason of the insolvency of any per- 
son against whom judgment may have been rendered, any person 
who has held office, or who may be bolding any office or appointment 
under such government, shall he liablo therefor, upon like motion 
and proof of the insolvency aforesaid : hut this remedy shall not he 
given to any one who has been instrumental in establishing such 
usurped government, or who has held any office or appointment 
under it, or professes allegiance or fidelity to it, or to the govern- 
ment of the United States. 

2. This act shall be in forco from its passage.

Chap. 16. — An ACT to enforeo payment- of Balances duo from Commis- 
sioners of Forfeited and Delinquent Lunds. 

Posted Mareh S5, 1882. 

Whi re a?, by the tenth section of an act-entitled an act to amend 
an act entitled an act to amend and explain the laws concerning 
western land titles, and for other purposes, passed March fifteenth, 
eighteen hundred, and thirty-eight, provision was made for enforcing 
the payment into the treasury of all balances in the hands of com- 
missioners of forfeited and delinquent lands ; which provision is 
deemed insufficient to secure the rights of tbo commonwealth : 

'Therefore, 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that in all cases of the 
failure of a commissioner to pay into the treasury the amount 
appearing by tho clerk’s certificates required by said act to be in his 
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hands, or which from said certificates ought to he in his hands, the 
auditor of public accounts shall proceed, in the circuit court of the 
city of Richmond, by motion, upon thirty days' notice, against such NoUco 
commissioner and his securities, jointly or severally, in the same 
manner and to the same extent, in all respects, as he may now pro- 
ceed against a sheriff for his default in paying the taxes assessed by 
virtue of the thirty-fifth chapter of the Code of Virginia, edition of 
eighteen hundred and sixty. In all such proceedings, the amount of Amount, how 
the sales made by such commissioner (after deducting all amounts “* c,rtllincd 
allowed him by the court under whose' order the sales were made, 
for commissions and expenses attending the survey and sale of such 
lands, and all payments made thereon) shall be deemed to be the 
amount of money in the bands of such commissioner; but the right Ro»em»uon to 
is reserved to any such commissioner, or his securities, to show, upon commlsliioner 
the trial of said cause, that be is not liable for the amount of his 
sales, after making .the deductions aforesaid. 

2. Where personal notice cannot be given, the auditor of public Notice, how 
accounts may give notice, by publication, of the time and place of glT6n 

the motion to be made by him against such commissioner and his 
securities ; which publication shall be for thirty days, in some news- 
paper published in the city of Richmond. Upon the trial of said 
cause, the auditor of public accounts Bhall file an accurate account 
of the amount wherewith such commissioner is chargeable, under 
the provisions of this act ; to be ascertained from the certificates of 
the clerk who certified said sales. The judgment against the prin- judgment, for 
cipal remaining in default, shall be for the amount appearing by the " hat amoullt 
auditor’s account to be chargeable against him, with interest thereon, 
at the rate of twelve per centum per annum, together with fifteen 
per centum damages thereon ; but the securities shall not be charge- 
able with any greater rate of interest than six per centum per annum, 
without damages. 

3. The act passed the twelfth of March eighteen hundred and Act of tact r»- 
sixty-one, entitled an act to enforce payment of balances due from pea,8d 
commissioners of forfeited and delinquent lands, is- hereby repealed. 

4. This act shall be in force from its passage. Commencement 



Chap. 17. — An ACT authorizing the Auditor of Public Accounts to sus- 
pend the institution of Legal Proceedings against Sheriffs in certain 
counties. 

Posted March 27, J862. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that in addition to the power of anditor 
powers and duties required of the auditor of publio accounts, by the c«.um^ nd P ™ 
(Ordinance of the convention, passed June twenty-eighth, eighteen 
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hundred and sixty-one, entitled an ordinance for the relief of sheriffs 
of certain counties, the said auditor is hereby authorised, in his dis- 
cretion, to snspend the institution of any legal proceedings against 
the sheriffs of the counties referred to in said ordinance, that may he 
invaded and occnpiod by the army of the TTnitcd States, for their ' 
failure to account for the revenue of their respective counties for the 
present year, and for any future year that the same may be occupied 
by the forces of the enemy. 

2. This act shall be in force from its passage. 



Ciiai*. 18. — An ACT providing for the collection of Toxes and other public 

Dues in the hands of defaulting disloyal Officers, and in the hands of other 

persons disloyal to the State. 

Panned March 25, 1862. 

Whereas it is represented to the general assembly, that the banka 
incorporated by this state, located in northwestern Virginia, have 
failed to make report of the taxes, dividends and bonus due to the 
state, and that many officers of this commonwealth, charged with 
the collection of taxes, hate failed to account to the treasury thereof 
for their collections ; but upon the contrary, the said hanks and col- 
lecting officers have acknowledged allegiance to an usurped govern- 
ment claiming to be established within the limits of this state, with- 
out authority of the legislature thereof, and have paid such dividends, 
bonus and taxes into the treasury of such usurped government, in 
contempt of the laws of this state, and in violation of official duty 
and good faith : And whereas the said usurped government has ap- 
pointed other collectors in counties and corporations where the regu- 
larly elected officers refused to collect and account to such govern- 
ment, who have proceeded to collect taxes, to the great oppression of 
the loyal people of this commonwealth : To provide a remedy for the 
speedy collection of all suoh public dues, and to guard against any 
injustice, 

1. Be it therefore enacted by the general assembly, that in addi- 
tion to the remedies now provided by law for the recovery of taxes 
and other pnhlic dues in case any hank, sheriff, clerk, notary public 
or other collecting officer shall fail to report or pay the amount justly 
chargeable to such hank or collecting officer, in ease of a hank, on 
or before the fifteenth day of January and the fifteenth day of July 
in each year ; and in case of collecting officers, within the time or 
times prescribed by law, the auditor of pnblio accounts may file ia 
the office of the circuit court of the city of Richmond, with the clerk 
thereof, an accurate account of the amount with which such hank or 
collecting officer may he chargeable on account of any dividends. 
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profits or bonus, whether the same be payable to the commonwealth 
proper, or any of the departments of the commonwealth, on account 
of the literary fund, fund for internal improvement, or on account of 
the bonus on the capital of sueh bnuk, or on account of any taxes ; 
and thereupon, such clerk shall enter up a judgment against such Jadgmsut, how 
bank, in its corporate capacity, and against such officer and his sure- *“ 
ties, jointly or separately, or any one or more of them, for the 
amount of such account, with interest thereon, at the rate of twelve iniereit, 
per centnm per annum, from the fifteenth day of January and the Time of comp*- 
fifteenth day of July, in case of a bank, on account of their Bcmi- <ati<m 
annual dividends, tax and bonus ; nnd in case of a collecting officer, 
from the time payment iB required by law to be made ; subject to , 

Bueh abatement of interest as is now authorized by law. In addition 
to the interest to be included in such judgment, there shall be damages, 
at the rate of fifteen per centum, on the ariiounl of sueh judgment, to 
be included therein. If the reports from banks, clerks and notaries Ba»li of occonnt 
public and the commissioners’ books shall not have been received at 
the office of the auditor of public accounts, so as to prove the in- 
debtedness of such hank or collecting officer, the said auditor, in case 
the books of commissioners and retnrps of licenses have been re- 
ceived, without showing a delivery to the collector, shall assume, as 
the basis of his account, that the books of the commissioners of the 
revenue nnd the -lists of licenses were delivered to the collecting 
officers within the time required by law; and if reports, books and 
liBts of licenses have not been received at the office of the auditor of 
public accounts within the time required therefor, the said auditor 
shall assume, as the basis of his account, the money appearing due 
from the last preceding assessments and from the last preceding re- 
ports : and the said auditor shall file an account, from such assess- 
ments and ‘reports, against such bank, sheriff or other officer as he 
is satisfied was engaged in the collection of taxes ; and the fact that 
any person was engaged in the collection of taxes, shall render him 
and his securities, if he has any, liable to a judgment ; to be re- 
covered in the same manner as against a sheriff or other collector, 
and to like interest and damages. 

2. A lien shall exist on all the estate, real and personal, of any umof jodg- 
corporation or person liable to the judgment in this act authorized, menl 
from the timo the taxes and other claims for which judgment is au- 
thorized, are payable into the treasury, or, as the case may he, from 

the time the auditor is authorized to assume that the taxes and othfer 
claims are payable; nnd such lien shall exist, whether the judgment 
shall be docketed in the county where the property' is or not. 

3. Any person aggrieved by any such judgment, may apply to umiutioafor 
the circuit court of the city of Richmond within five years after such reTer 
judgment shall be entered np, or within two years after the time 

peace between the Confederate States and the United States shall be 
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made and declared, to act aside such judgment ; and for good cause, 
the said court may set aside said judgment, and proceed to try the 
cause upon its merits, and affirm the judgment already entered, or 
render such other judgment as the said court may consider right, in 
pursuance of the provisions of this act, making all the assumptions 
in favor of the commonwealth which the auditor of public accounts 
is authorized to make in Cling the accounts aforesaid. 

Proviso 4. Provided, that this act shall not bo construed to extend to any 

officer loyal to the commonwealth, who, by reason of his loyalty, has 
been ousted from or hindered in the exercise of his office by said 
usurped government, or by the public enemy, and who has not re- 
cognized said usurped government, by voluntary payment thereto, 
or otherwise. 

Commencement 5. This act shall be in force from its passage. 



Chap. 19. — An ACT for ascertaining and enrolling the Military Force of 
'the Commonwealth. 

Passed February 8, 1862. 

Ro!l«, how oh- I. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that immediately after 
the passage of this act, the . governor shall procure from the com- 
mandants of the several regiments, battalions and detachments of 
the Virginia volunteers, complete rolls of the several companies now 
• in service, to bo returned forthwith to the adjutant general of the 
Soquirementa state, designating tile name, ago and residence of each .volunteer, 
the time of his enlistment, and when his term of service will expire, 
and the company and regiment to which he belongs. 

Who enrolled 2. It shall be the duty of the governor to cause all. the male citi- 
zens of the commonwealth, between the ages of eighteen and forty- 
five, not now in the active volunteer service, to be enrolled as soon 
Exempts as niay he after the passage of this act, designating all exempts, and 
the cause of such exemption, including all refugees from districts in 
possession of the enemy, and designating such of them as have been 
in service,. and the term of such service; and in all the tide water 
counties the enrollment shall also specify all sailors and watermen ; 
Powers of go- and he is hereby authorized to prescribe Buch regulations, in addition 
™ nlOT . to or in lieu of those now established by law, as will enable him 
• promptly and efficiently to perform the duty hereby imposed upon 
him ; and to that end, he may require the services of the' commis- 
sioners of the revenue and sheriffs or sergeants of the several 
counties, cities and towns, or such other officers as to him shall seem 
expedient and necessary. In making such enrollment, it shall b» 
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the duty of the governor to ascertain and state the time, if any, for 
which any of the militia shall have been in the service of the Con- 
federate States or of the state of Virginia, during the existing war. 

3. If any person liable to military duty shall fail to have his name wh»t, in case of 
enrolled by the officer appointed for that purpose, for ten days after I™ 10 curo11 
the notice or proclamation requiring such enrollment shall have been 

posted or published at two or more public places in his ward or ma- 
gisterial district, he shall, unless there be a sufficient excuse for such 
failure, be enrolled or drafted among the first levies to be drawn 
from such county or corporation. 

4. If any officer shall fail to perform any duty required of him by p„naitie« ou 
the governor under this act, he Bhall be subject to a fine of not less l ' fa '-' r8 
than twenty dollars nor more than two hundred dollars. 

5. The officers enrolling the militia under this act shall be entitled Compensation to 
to a compensation, to be fixed by the governor, not exceeding ten officcr ' 
cents for each person enrolled; and the claims for such compensa- 
tion shall be paid on the certificate of the governor. 

6. This act shall be in force from its passage. Commencement 



Chap. 20. — An ACT to raise Troops to meet the Requisition on Virginia 
by the President of the Confederate States. 

Passed February 10, 1862. 

Whereas the president of the Confederate States has ascertained Preamble 
the military quota of Virginia for the existing war to be sixty-five 
thousand eight hundred and forty-two men, and has made a requisi- 
tion upon the governor for a portion thereof ; and it is the purpose of 
this act to apportion the said requisition ratably among the several 
counties, cities and towns of the commonwealth, according to the 
white population thereof, and promptly to raise the same : 

1. Be it therefore enacted by the general assembly, that as soon Number of roi- 
as may be after lift possnge of this act, the governor shall ascertain nic« to t»rab»« 
what number of men will be sufficient to raise the number of each* 0100 
volunteer company now in the confederate service from this state to 

the number of one hundred men, rank and file. He shall thereupon 
apportion the same among the several counties, cities and towns of 
the commonwealth, ascertaining the number to be furnished by each, 
upon the basis of its white population, after crediting to each the 
number of its resident citizens engaged as volunteers in the service 
of the Confederate States. 

2. Having ascertained the quotas to be furnished by tire several Proclamation 
counties, cities and towns as aforesaid, he shall make proclamation 
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thereof, and shall call for volunteers to fill such quotas. Every such 
volunteer shall report himself to the adjutant geueral by a day to be 
named in said proclamation, for enrollment in such company, con- 
taining less than one hundred men, as the Baid volunteer shall elect. 
After deducting from the number apportioned as aforesaid to each 
county, city and town the number of its volunteers under this call, 
the remainder shall constitute the number to be drafted therefrom; 
and thereupon the governor shall proceed without delay to cause the 
quotas so remaining due from the several counties, cities and towns 
to be drafted by lot from their enrolled militia, and to be assigned to 
their proper companies. 

3. If the number drafted from any county, city or town be required 
to fill the ranks of companies from such county, city or town, to the 
number aforesaid, they shall be mustered into the service in such 
company, and as far as practicable, the drafted levies from any 
county, city or town shall be assigned to companies from such 
county, city or town, or from counties, cities or towns nearest 
thereto. 



Ro-enlletment 4. At least thirty days before the day on which the term of ser- 
vice of each volunteer company now in the field shall expire, the 
governor shall cause such company to be mustered for re-enlistment 
by the officer commanding the same, who shall submit to each volun- 
RoU of company teer the question whether he will re-enlist or not, and shall make out 
an accurate company roll, designating therein the name, age and 
residence of each volunteer who shall decline to re-enlist, the time 
his term of servioe shall expire, and the company and regiment to 
which he belongs, and return the same forthwith to the adjutant 
general ; and thereupon the governor shall cause to be drafted, by 
lot, upon the principles and in the proportions prescribed in the fore- 
going sections of this act, from the enrolled militia of the respective 
counties, cities aud towns of this commonwealth, a number of men 
equal to the number of those so refusing to re-enlist, including as a 
part of the militia of the several counties, cities and towns in w'kich 
they reside, the volunteers so refusing to re-enlist.

5. Any draft under the provisions of this act offal 1 , so far ns prac- 
ticable, not only be apportioned among the counties, citieB and towns 
of the state (not in the possession of the public enemy, or iu which 
from any cause a draft cannot be enforced), so as to give to each fair 
credit for the number of men theretofore furnished ; but the same 
principle, so far as may be practicable, shall be extended to the 
apportionment among company districts in every county, city and 
town.

6. Artillery companies, whether heretofore or hereafter organized, 
may be equipped as light batteries of six pieces each, containing not 
more than one hundred aud fifty men, rank and file : aud whenever 
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any such company shall contain not less than one hundred and 
twenty men, rank and file, it shall he entitled to an additional second 
lieutenant, to be elected by the company and commissioned by the 
governor: and in any artillery oompany heretofore organized and 
accepted by the governor, he shall be authorized to commission the 
officers thereof of corresponding rank and grade with the same arm 
of the service in the Confederate States; and to effect this objeat, he 
may recall the commissions now held by the officers thereof, and issue 
in their stead commissions as of the same date, conferring the proper 
rank and grade. 

7. On the day on which the term of Bervicc of any volunteer com- Whodncharged 
pany shall expire, the men refusing to re-enlist and not drafted for 

service, shall be discharged ; and thereupon the other members of the 
company, the volunteers re-enlisting, with the complement furnished 
by voluntary enlistment and by draft, shall proceed forthwith to 
reorganize the company and elect its officers. The commissioned Companion, how 
officers shall be commissioned by the governor. The commissions 0 f reargi * nlI “ d 
those elected to the same office shall be of the same date with their 
former commissions, and those not re-elected may retire from the o*wri not ro " 
service, and their names shall he reported for enrollment with those 
refusing to re-enlist, and their commissions shall be vacated. 

8. Whenever a majority of the companies composing any regi- Field 
ment or battalion shall be reorganized under the provisions of the 
preceding sections, the commissions of the field officers of such regi- 
ment or battalion shall be vacated, and as soon thereafter as may he, 
the commissioned company officers shall elect for a regiment one 
colonel, lieutenant colonel and major; and for a battalion, one major. 

9. Except in the cases mentioned in the sixth section of this act. Company offl- 
there shall be for each company a captain and throe lieutenants, who 

shall be elected by tho company and commissioned by the governor. ' 

10. Tho term of service of all persons drafted or volunteering Term of «orvi«» 
under the provisions of this act, shall be three years, deducting 
therefrom the term of their previous service, during the existing 

war; nor shall any volunteer declining to re-enlist, who may be 
drafted under this act, be ordered to duty for the period of forty 
days from the expiration of his previous term of service, unless in 
tho opinion of the governor the public exigences shall imperatively 
demand his services. And the general assembly recommend that a Furlough 
furlough of at least sixty days bo granted to all volunteers who may 
re-enlist, at such time as the public exigences may allow. 

11. Any person who may volunteer or be drafted under the pro- 8ub«titate«, 
visions of this act, may, at any time before he shall be mustered into 1 ” >w furDblhw * 
the service of the Confederate States, furnish an able bodied man, 

well clothed, who shall bo accepted as his substitute ; but the person 
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furnishing such substitute shall perform ordinary militia duty during 
the substitute’s absence. Should such substitute, while thus engaged 
for another, be drafted, or called on to perforin his own tour of duty, 
the person furnishing him shall be required to take his place, or to 
furnish another substitute on the game terms. No person (whether 
heretofore exempted or not by colonels of militia or others, on ac- 
count of physical disability) who maybe drafted under this act, shall 
be discharged from service by reason of such exemption ; nor shall 
any discharges be granted by reason of alleged physical disability, 
unless the person claiming exemption be examined, and the disability 
certified to by the officers, and in the manner prescribed for obtaining 
similar discharges for men now in service. 

12. Whenever the governor shall be required to fill up companies 
under this act, he shall be authorized to accept volunteers in lieu of 
drafting. . 

13. This act shall be in force from its passage. 



Chap. 21. — An ACT to authorize the Governor to organize and call out cer- 
tain Military Forces for the defence of the State. 

Passed March 7, 1862. 

1 . Be it enacted by the general assembly, that in addition to the 
duties prescribed in the act passed February eighth, eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-two, entitled an act for ascertaining and enrolling the 
military force of tlio commonwealth, the governor shall require the 
enrolling officers in the cities of Richmond, Norfolk, Portsmouth, Pe- 
tersburg, Fredericksburg and Lynchburg, and in such of the towns of 
the commonwealth as he shall designate, to enroll separately all the 
white male inhabitants of the same, and within one mile of the city 
of Richmond, on the north side of James river, and within a half 
mile of the other cities and towns aforesaid, between the ageB of six- 
teen and eighteen years, and between the ages of forty-five and fifty- 
five years, including in such enrollment all white male persons be- 
tween the ages aforesaid, who may be sojourning in' said cities and 
towns, and who may, by reason of the existing war, be refugees from 
their residences in this state, and are not elsewhere enrolled under 
the provisions of the said act of the eighth February eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-two; and the enrolling officers of said cities and towns 
shall enroll all persons who are required to be enrolled under this 
section. 

2. The persons directed to be enrolled under said act of eighth 
February eighteen hundred and sixty-two, shall constitute the first 
military class, and those directed to be enrolled under this act shall 
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constitute the second military class ; and the governor shall have 
power to call into active service the whole or any portion of both or 
either of said classes, whenever in his opinion it may be necessary 
to the public defence ; but nothing in this act shall be construed to

Elec- 
tions shall be held for company and field officers, and all other officers 
shall he appointed as now prescribed by law, on March fifteenth, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-two, or as soon thereafter as may be ;

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the governor be 
and he is hereby authorized to have repaired, mounted and equipped, 
with caissons and appropriate accoutrements, so as to be ready for 
service, such artillery pieces as may be in possession of the state, 
and to cause to be restored to the state any state arms in the bands 
Bmal) arms to h« of individuals, withheld from the publio service; and to purchase 
shot gnns, rifles and other small arms, in this state, and to have them 
repaired and pat in order for service as soon as practicable, and to 
purchase accoutrements and ammunition, or procure the making 
thereof.

Passed February 18, 1862. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the second section Code amended 
of tho twenty-second chapter of the Code be amended and re-enacted 
so as to read as follows : 

“§ 2. The following persons only shall be exempt from the per- Who oxompted 
formance of all military duties, to wit: Tho vice-president of the 
Confederate States ; the officers, judicial and executive, of tho go- 
vernment of the Confederate States; the members of both houses of 
congress, and the clerk of each house; all custom house officers; the 
lieutenant governor, and all the members of the general assembly, 
during tho term for which they were elected or appointed; the secre- 
tary of the commonwealth and his clerks ; the clerks of the honse of 
delegates and senate ; the judges of the court of appeals and circnit 
courts; the clerk of each of said courts, and of eaoh county and cor- 
poration court ; judge of hustings court ; the sheriff of each county, 
and the sergeant and the collector of taxes of each corporation haring 
a hustings court, and the commissioners of the revenue; the attorney . 
general, the treasurer, two auditors, register of the land office, super- 
intendent of the penitentiary, and their clerks and assistants ; every 
minister of the gospel licensed to preach according to the rules of his 
sect; superintendents of the public hospitals, lunatic asylums, and the 
regular nurses aiid attendants therein, and the teachers employed in 
the institution for tho deaf and dumb and blind; one physician to 
each two thousand population, to be selected by the hoard herein 
after constituted ; the president, the general superintendent and two 
local superintendents of the southern telegraph companies, in no case 
to exceed four persons ; the president and superintendent of "trans- 
portation of each rail road company; the president, secretary and 
chief collector of each canal company. No one shall be exempt 
from draft by reason of his being an agent of a commissary or assis- 
tant commissary, or quartermaster or assistant quartermaster, .whe- 
ther said commissary or assistant commissary, or quartermaster or 
assistant quartermaster be in the service of the Confederate States 
or of tiiis state, or by reason of his holding any office or commission 
in tho militia; and whenever any militia officer is drafted for actual 
service, his commission shall be vacated.”

military deities, and providing the mode of exemption- 

Passed Starch 11, WS. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the true meaning Act of Fob. it 
■of tho act passed February eighteenth, ene thousand eight hundred constniod 
■and sixty-two, entitled an act amending and re-enacting the second 

section of chapter twenty-two of the Code of Virginia, respecting 
persons exempt from all military duties, and providing the mode of 
■exemption, sc far as the powers conferred upon boards of exemp- 
tion are concerned, is, that said boards of exemption shall have 
jurisdiction of the causes of exemption specially set forth in said 
act, and of no ethers, and shall pass on no case of exemption until 
the person claiming exemption has been drafted for actnal service. 

2. That in every ease where a discharge is granted by a board of Di*ch«rgc, how

Poised March 29, 1862. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly of Virginia, that when- 
ever, upon application for exemption to the board of exemption, it 
shall appear to said board that the party applying for said exemption 
is bona fide prevented from bearing arms, by the tenets of the church 
to which said applicant belongs, and did actually belong at the pas- 
sage of this act, and further, that said applicant has paid to the 
sheriff of the county or collector of taxes for the city or town in 
which said applicant resides, the sum of fivo hundred dollars, and in 
addition thereto, the farther sum of two per cent, of the assessed 
value of said applicant’s taxable property, then the said board, on 
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tlio presentation of the receipt of said officers for said moneys, and 
after the said applicant shall hare taken an oath or affirmation that 
he will sustain the confederate government, and will not in any way 
give aid and comfort to the enemy of the said confederate govern- 
ment, then the said board shall exempt said applicant-: provided, Proviio 
that whenever such party may be nnable, or shall fail to pay the 
eaid sum of five hundred dollars, and the tax of two per centum on 
their property, he shall he employed (when liable to militia duty) 
in the capacity of teamster, or in such other character as the service 
may need, which does not require the actual hearing of arms : and 
provided further, that the persons so exempted do surrender to the 
board of exemption all arms which they may own, to be held subject 
to the order of the governor, for the public use. 

2. The sheriffs and collectors aforesaid shall account for all moneys Amounts, how 
received under this act, as they now account for license taxes. 

3. Said board of exemptions shall certify to the auditor of publio Duty of board 
accounts lists of the persons so exempted, and copies of the sheriffs’ 

or collectors’ receipts for such commutation money, in order that the 
auditor may charge the officer with the amount so collected : pro- rrovUo 
vided the sheriff’s commission shall be only two per cent, upon the 
amount paid under this act.

Chap. 26. — An ACT to authorize the organization of ten or more Companies 
of Rangers. 

Passed March 27, 1*62. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, .that the governor of companies of 
this commonwealth be and he is hereby authorized to commission ran eer« or scouts 
ten or more captains, and not exceeding twenty, and twenty or more 
lieutenants, and not exceeding forty, citizens of the countieB in this 
commonwealth now in the possession of the enemy ; with authority 
to raise ten or more companies, and not exceeding twenty, of one hun- 
dred men each, to be composed exclusively of men whose homes are 
in the districts overrun by the public enemy, within the limits of 
said counties, who shall enlist for twelve months in the service of 
this commonwealth, to act as rangers and scouts on our exposed 
frontier near the lines of the enemy, and in that part of the state 
overrun by the armies of the enemy, with the view of cutting off their 
marauding and foraging parties, and giving protection to the loyal 
citizens of the state. Whenever either of said captains and two of Companies, how 
said lieutenants, to be commissioned first and second lieutenants, organized 
shall enlist seventy-five men, they shall be organized into a com- 
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pany, and the captain shall make report thereof, with a list or en- 
rollment of his men, with the names of four sergeants and four cor- 
porals (to he appointed by him), to the adjutant general, who shall 
furnish the said company with such arms and ammunition as can 
be procured. When four of said companies shall be organised, the 
officers thereof shall elect a major ; when six shall be organized, the 
officers thereof shall elect a lieutenant colonel; when ten shall be 
v organized, the officers thereof shall elect a eolonej. The officers so 

elected shall be commissioned by the governor as major, lieutenant 
Pay colonel and colonel of said rangers and scouts. And the said offi- 

cers and privates shall receive the same pay as is allowed to the pri- 
vates and officers of the infantry by the Confederate States, from (he 
return of the list and enrollment of said company to the adjutant 
general, and the time they shall be armed and equipped for and en- 
gage in active service.

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the adjutant general List* to be made 
be required to take such steps as may be necessary, to procure a cor- 
rect and accurate list of the names of all the volunteer forces of the 

state of Virginia, which have been mustered into the service of the 
Confederate .States sindb the commencement of tho present war with 
the United States, and all the forces which may hereafter be mustered 
into said service, giving the names, ages, residence, and dates of 
being mustered into service of each of the officers, non-commissioned 
officers and privates of each company together, in the order in yvliicli 
it was mustered into service, and that he have the same recorded in 
the books of his office.

Ciiap. 29. — An ACT to empower the Governor to hare made out and filed 
in the State Department coipplete Lists of Virginia Forces. 

Panted February 7, 1883. 

Whereas it is the intention of this state to preserve for future Preamble 
reference, and to hand down to the latest posterity, the names of the 
valiant men who have rushed forward in the field to fight for southern 
independence ; Therefore, 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the governor be Lints, how to be 
and be is hereby authorized and empowered to have made out com- 
plete and accurate lists of all tbe forces of Virginia, showing the 
time of service of,each company, and whether they have voluntarily 
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enlisted, or been drafted, who have been or may hereafter be in the 
field in defence of this state or Confederate States, and to have the 
same filed in the state department.

Chap. 30. — An ACT to organize a Regiment of Pikemen for the Confede- 
» rato Service. 



Passed March 28, 1862. 
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1 . Be it enacted by the general assembly, that Captain John Scott, 
Confederate States infantry, a citizen of Fanqnier county, Virginia, 
be and he is hereby authorized to enlist a regiment of not less than 
six hundred nor more than twelve hnndred men, rank and file, to be 
armed with pikes and other weapons ; and as soon ns the minimum 
is enlisted, the governor shall commission the said Scott colonel of 
the said regiment ; and thereupon tho lieutenant colonel, major and 
company officers shall be elected and commissioned in like manner 
as the like officers are elected and commissioned under tho act of the 
tenth of February one thousand eight hundred and sixty-two, en- 
titled an act to raise troops to meet the requisition on Virginia by 
the president of the Confederate States : provided, however, that to 
fill this regiment, volunteers may be enlisted from tho forces now in 
the confederate service and furnished from this state, hot not until 
their present term shall have expired, unless sooner released by the 
president of the Confederate States: and provided also, that this 
regiment, as soon eb enlisted and organized, shall be tendered to the 
president, to constitute so much of the quota of this state, under the 
said act of the tenth of February one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-two.

— An ACT to constitute a Corps more effectually to collect the 
Arms of tl* State and Confederate States, not in actual service. 

• Pawed February 12, 1662. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the governor of Am,,, how to i» 
the commonwealth he and he Is hereby authorized and requested to ” 
require the sheriffs and sergeants of the several counties and corpo- 
rations forthwith to collect all the muskets, pistols, sabres and other 

arms belonging to the state of Virginia or the Confederate States, 
now in the hands of persons within their respective counties or cor- 
porations. not in actual service, and to transmit the same to the 
adjutant general of the commonwealth : provided this act shall not 
apply to such arms as have been recently furnished to the ruilitiu of 
any county, city or town for public defence, by order of the governor. 

2. For such services the said sheriff or sergeant shall be entitled Compenaation to 
to a compensation of twenty-five cents for each musket, rifle, sabre iVting* r ° 
or pair of pistols so collected lind transmitted ; to be paid out of the 

treasury of the commonwealth, upon the production of the adjutant 
general's receipt for the said arms, with an order of the governor 
endorsed thereon. 

B. When required by the governor to proceed under this act, it Notice, how 
shall be the duty of the several sheriffs and sergeants so called npon, glve " 
to give public notice within their respective counties or corporations, 
requiring all persons having in their possession any of the arms re- 
ferred to, forthwith to produce and deliver the same to such sheriffs 
or sergeants : and if any person having such arms in his possession 
shall fail to produce and deliver the same within twenty days from 
the day of the publication of said notice, he shall he liable to a fine 
of ten dollars for every such musket, rifle, sabre or pair of pistols ; 
to be recovered before any justice of the peace : and if the person 
thus in default, without sufficient excuse therefor, be liable to military 
doty, he shall be forthwith drafted into the servieo for the war.

Chap. 32. — An ACT amthoriziug Marvland Volunteers, who r«-en]Si in tho- 
Troops of Virginia, to be transferred to Maryland Segiments. 

Pawed March 7, 1862. 

Whereas it is represented to this general assembly, that many of 
the citizens of Maryland now serving with the troops of Virginia, are 
desirous of re-enlisting in the army of the Confederate States, but at 
tbe same time are anxious to organize themselves together inter regi- 
ments : And whereas, fry re-enlisting into organizations to which they 
are at present attached, they continue their connection therewith, and 
are prevented from associating themselves together as they desire s 
Therefore, 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly of Virginia, that any 
citizen of Maryland, who shall re-enlist in the troops of Virginia, 
under the provisions of the act of the provisional congress of the 
Confederate States, approved December eleventh, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-one, and the act of the general assembly of Virginia, passed 
February tenth, eighteen hundred and sixty-two, shall, upon the expi- 
ration of tho present term of his enlistment, if he desire it, be trans- 
ferred to the first Maryland regiment in the provisional army of the- 
Confederate States, or any other regiment of Marylanders which may 
be organized. 

2. This act shall be hi force from its passage. 



Chap. 33. — An ACT to authorize the reorganization of tbe Cnlpepes 
Minute Men, and the Cnlpeper Rifles. 

Pawed March 13. 18® 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that whenever, prior to 
the fifteenth day of March eighteen hundred and sixty-two, as many 
as thirty-five members of either of the volunteer companies from 
the county of Culpeper, called the Culpeper minute men, and the 
Cnlpeper rifles, whose terms of service recently expired, shall report 
themselves to the adjutant general for enrollment as volunteers in 
such company for three years, or for the war, subject to a credit for 
the period of service already rendered during the existing war, such 
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eompany shall thereupon, for all the purposes of the act passed 
February tenth, eighteen hundred and sixty-two, entitled an act to 
raise troops to meet the requisition on Virginia by the president of 
the Confederate States, be proceeded with and be regarded as if it 
were a company now in the confederate service from this state. 



2. That the governor Bhall designate the day on which the mem- wtra compa ny 
hers of such company or companies, after the number of the same ,ob ' rtor * ani ‘ w * 
has been Taised to one hundred men, rank and fils, shall proceed to 
reorganize the eompany and elect its officers.

Chap. 31. — An ACT to reorganize the 8to r enteenth and Twenty-eighth, 

Brigades Virginia Militia. 

Passed March IS, 1809. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the county of Wise Connty of wi»» 
shall he attached to the seventeenth brigade Virginia militia ; and brigade 

one hnndrcd and seventy-seventh regiment in tfio county of Russell brigado 4 ° 28111 
to the twenty-eighth brigade, and that the officers of the one hundred 
and seventy-seventh regiment shall be trained at Aston’s store in 
Russell county.

Chap. 35. — An ACT to amend an Ordinance of the Convention to provide 
for the Organization of the Provisional Army for ths State of Virginia. 

Passed March 19, 1882. 

Bo it enacted by the general assembly, that the ordinance of the Ordinance 
convention entitled an ordinance to provide for the organization of “ n U ,nd ' <l 
the provisional army for the state of Virginia, passed April twenty- 
seventh, eighteen hundred and sixty-one, be amended and re-enacted 
so as to read as follows : 

1. There shall be organized a provisional army for the state of Provisional 
Virginia, as the exigences of the service may require ; which army 
shall consist of a major general, of fonr brigadier generals, two regi- °® cer,of 
nients of artillery, eight regiments of infantry, one regiment of rifle- 
men and one regiment of cavalry. Each regiment of artillery shall 
consist of one colonel, one lieutenant eolouel, one major, one adju- 
tant, one sergeant major, one quartermaster sergeant, and ten com- 
panies; and each company shall consist of one captain, one first lieu- Companies. 

officers of 
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tenant, two second lieutenants, five sergeants, four corporals, two ar- 
tificers, two musicians and one hundred privates. Each regiment of 
infantry shall consist of one colonel, one lieutenant colonel, one ma- 
jor, one adjutant, one sergeant mqjor, one quartermaster sergeant, 
two principal musicians and ten companies; and each company shall 
consist of one captain, one first lieutenant, two second lieutenants, 
five sergeants, four oorporals, two musicians and ninety privates. 
The regiment of cavalry shall consist of one colonel, one lieutenant 
colonel, one major, one adjutant (who shall be a lieutenant), one 
sergeant major, one quartermaster sergeant, one chief musician, two 
chief buglers and ten companies ; and each company shall consist of 
one captain, one first lieutenant, two second lieutenants (exclusive 
of the lieutenant who is to be the adjutant of the regiment), five ser- 
geants (one of whom shall act as quartermaster sergeant to the com- 
pany), four corporals, two buglers, one farrier, one blacksmith and 
ninety privates. The regiment of riflemen shall consist of one colo- 
nel, one lieutenant colonel, %ne major, one adjutant, one sergeant 
major, one quartermaster sergeant, two principal musicians and ten 
companies; aud each company shall consist of one captain, one first 
lieutenant, two seeond lieutenants, five sergeants, four corporals, two 
musicians and ninety privates : provided, that the governor is not 
authorized hereby to-raise any more companies or battalions of troops 
for the provisional army, or to keep any of^fcrs of the same in pay, 
unless they have been assigned to duty, and are actually employed in 
the service. 



General and fids 2. The general and field officers shall be appointed by the go ver- 
ified h °" ° P nor, by and with the advice of the senate; and the governor shall 
commission the same. The governor shall appoint the company offi- 
cers ; but no officer shall be commissioned until the requisite com- 
mand is raised. In the recess of the senate, appointments of such 
officers may be made and vacancies supplied by the governor ; but 
tho appointments shall be subject to ratification or rejection by the 
senate, at its next session ; and the commissions of officers rejected 
shall be void. 

Aid de camps 3. The major general Bball he entitled to two aids do camp, who 
shall have the pay of a captain of cavalry. Each brigadier general 
shall be entitled to one aid, with the same rank aud pay. To each 
regiment there shall be an adjutant, to be appointed from among the 
subalterns, by the commanding officer of the regiment. 

The non-commissioned officers, musicians, artificers, farriers, 
blacksmiths and privates of the provisional army shall be enlisted for 
three years, unless sooner discharged, and the regulations for their 
enlistment shall he prescribed by the governor.

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Chap. 36. — An ACT for the relief of the Indigent Soldier* who have been 
or may lie disabled in the military service of the State, and the Widows or 
Minor Children of Soldiers, who have died or may hereafter die in the 
service. 

Passed March 10, 1863. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the county courts Allowance, how 
and the councils or boards of trustees of any city or town be autho- 
rized to make an allowance, for a period not exceeding one year, for 

the support of tho indigent soldiers who have been disabled or may 
hereafter be disabled in the military service of the state, and tho 
widows or minor children of soldiers who have died, or may here- 
after die in the service. 

2. Such allowance shall be chargeable on the county, city or town. How chargeable

Chap. 37. — An ACT to amend arid re-enact an Ordinance of the Convention 
entitled an Ordinance concerning the Office of Adjutant, passed June 28, 

1861. 

Passed March 29, 1662. 

Be it enacted by tho general assembly, that the ordinance of the Ordinance 
convention entitled an ordinance concerning the office of adjutant, ‘ uuellded 
be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

1. Tho commandant of a regiment or battalion of volunteers or who may bo 
militia in actual service may appoint any white male person over 
eighteen years of age to aet as adjutant, who shall be commissioned 

as such by the governor, with the rank of a first lieutenant, and re- 
ceive the pay allowed adjutants in'the confederate service. 

2. This act shall bo in force from its passnge. Commencement 
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Chap. 38. — An ACT to amend section 27 of chapter 24 of the Code (new 
edition), providing for a Clerk in the Adjutant General’s Offico. 

Passed February 21, 1862. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the twenty-seventh 
section of chapter twenty-four of the Code (new edition) shall be 
amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

“ § 27. The adjutant general shall receive for his services two thou- 
sand dollars, payable quarterly, as other salaries are paid, and to 
commence and be computed from the first day of January eighteen 
hundred and sixty. He shall appoint one clerk in his office, who 
shall receive a salary of twelve hundred dollars per annnm, to com- 
mence on and be computed from the first day of January eighteen 
hundred and sixty-two ; to be paid at the same times and in the 
game manner as other salaries are paid. He shall reside at or near, 
and Bhall keep his office at the seat of government ; but when the 
public service shall render it expedient, the governor may direct him 
to remove with his office to any other place within the state.”

Chap. 39. — An ACT to authorize County and Corporation Courts to certify 
Insolvent Muster Fines in certain cases. 

Passed January 30, 1862. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that during the exist- 
ence of the present war between the Confederate States and the 
federal government, it shall be lawful for the sheriff of any county 
or corporation, in which from any cause the officers have been or 
may hereafter be unable to hold courts of inquiry, to return delin- 
quent lists of muster fines to the county or corporation court of such 
county or corporation; and upon the court being satisfied of the 
insolvency of the persons fined, it shall certify a list thereof, in the 
same manner in which regimental oourts are required to certify such 
lists ; and the same shall be allowed by the auditor of public acoounts, 
and passed to the credit of such sheriff. 

2. This act shall be in force from its passage. 



Chap. 40. — An ACT exempting from taxation the Seal of Courts attached 
to papers or records for the recovery of the Wages or other Dues of de- 
ceased Soldiers, and to refund the Tax heretofore paid. 

Pasted February 5, 1862. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that hereafter no state 
tax shall be imposed upon the seal of the court, w'here the said seal 
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is required in the authentication of any paper or record necessary to 
the recovery of the wages or other dues of deceased soldiers, due to 
them as soldiers; nor shall such 'tax be imposed upon the grant of 
administration on the estate of any such decedent. 

2. Be it further enacted, that the clerk of any county, corporation When reftmied 
or circuit court, to whom such tax has heretofore been paid, and not 

by him paid into the treasury, be authorized to refund the same to 
the legal representatives of said deceased soldier.

Chap. 41. — An ACT to organize a Military Contingent Fund. 

Passed March 15, 1662. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that there shall be set Military contin- 
apart, during the present war, a sum of money in the treasury to be f ”“ d 
called the “ Military contingent fund out of which shall be paid all 
expenses attending the execution of the military laws, which are not 
otherwise provided tor, or for which no special appropriations may 

have been or may be made, or any other military expenses which the 
government may deem necessary and proper. No payment shall be 
made out of the fund, except upon the written order of the governor, 
directed to the auditor of public accounts.

Chap. 42. — An Act to amend and re-enact an Ordinance to provide for 
the enrollment and employment of Free Negroes' In the public service, 
passed by the Convention July 1st, 1861. 

Passed February 12, ISfla.

Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the ordinance of the ordinance 
convention, passed July first, eighteen hundred and sixty-one, en- ““ cn,, * d 
titled an ordinance to provide for the enrollment and employment of 
free negroes in the public service, be amended and re-enacted so as 
to read as follows : 

1. The county and corporation courts which have not enrolled, Free negroen, 
•hall enroll, as soon as practicable, all able bodied male free negroes how ' nro)le<1 
between the ages of eighteen and fifty, residing within their respec- 
tive jurisdictions at the date of this act ; which said enrollment shall 
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be deposited in the clerks’ offices of the counties and corporations 
aforesaid, nnd a copy thereof transmitted by the clerk of each county 
or corporation court to the adjutant general of the state within five 
days after the same shall have been received by them. 

Requisition, how 2. That upon the requisition of the commanding officer of any 
post or department of the state or confederate forces for labor in 
erecting batteries, entrenchments or other necessities of the military 
service, addressed to the presiding justice of any county, or mayor 
or senior alderman of any corporation as aforesaid, he Bhall proceed 
forthwith to summon two other justices to assemble at the clerk’s 
office as aforesaid ; and any three justices shall constitute a board to 
carry out the purposes of this act. 



Draft, how made 3. The said board, or a majority thereof, shall proceed to select 
from said list or enrollment such number of laborers as in their judg- 
ment may be proper and expedient, having reference to the condi* 
tion and circumstances of the parties, and shall require the sheriff, 
sergeant or any constable to notify the free negroes thus selected to 
assemble at such time and place as may be agreed upon between

or constable failing to comply with any of the requisitions of this act, 
shall be subject to a penalty of not less than fifty nor more than one- 
hundred dollars ; to be recovered as in the case of other penalties. 



Freo nogroog 4. That all free negroes thus detailed and appearing at the place 
^acrvtce* 1 pub of rendezvous, shall bo received into the public service (under such 
officers as may be detailed by the commandant as aforesaid to receive 
them) as laborers, on condition that they bo entitled to such compen- 
sation, rations, quarters and medical attendance as may be allowed 
other labor of similar character employed in the public service, and 
that they shall not be detained at any one time for a longer period 
than one hundred and eighty days, without their consent : provided, 
that the pay, rations and allowances provided for in this act shall be 
payable by the authorities of the Confederate States only, unless the 
services provided for in the act shall be rendered exclusively for the 
state, under the authority of an officer of the state.

Free neurwB 6. Such free negroes shall, whilst engaged in the public service as ■ 
ciuor war' *' aforesaid, be subject to the rules and articles of war ; which shall be 
fully explained to them by the officers aforesaid. 
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T. The county and corporation courts are authorized to accept and Volnntwr free 
enroll as volunteers all snch able bodied free negroes as may offer ° w 

themselves for snch service as is herein before provided for ; and in 
case of any requisition for labor from any county or corporation, no 
draft shall be made until the list of volunteers shall be exhausted. 

And no requisition for slave labor from any such county or corpora- 
tion shall be made till the free negroes, enrolled according to the first 
section of this act, shall be received into tho public service as afore- 
said.

Passed March 13, 1863. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that any free negro who Free negroes, 
has been or may be hereafter arrested by authority of any military mmcd'e^an'or 
officer of tho Confederate States,, shall, upon the warrant of commit- poorhon ‘.” 
meut of snch officer, or any other military officer of the Confederate 

States, be received into his jail by the jailor of any county or corpo^ 
ration, and by him safely kept, according to the warrant of . commit- 
ment, until discharged by dne process of law ; or snch military officer 
may, upon a like warrant of commitment, require the overseers of 
the poor of any county, city or town to receive and keep such free 
negro until discharged as aforesaid. 

2. The jailor or overseers of the poor shall, for the support of Duty of jailor 
any snch prisoner, be paid by the Confederate States, and for a fail- thfpoor™*'™ 
nre of duty as to any snch prisoner, shall bo liable to the Confederate

tation of Freight and Travel through the Cities of Richmond and Peters- 
burg. 

Passed February 1. 1€®2. • 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the Richmond, 
Fredericksburg and Potomac rail road company and the Richmond 
and Petersburg rail road company, or either of them, is hereby au- 
thorised to extend their roads, or either of them, through the city of 
Richmond, so as to oonnect with each other ; and that the Richmond 
and Petersburg rail road company and the Petersburg rail road com- 
pany, or either of them, is hereby authorized to extend their roads, 
or either of them, through the city of Petersburg, so as to connect 
with each other, and to use such connections for all their purposes of 
transportation in like manner as the rest of their road : provided, 
however, that in making said connections, or either of them, they 
shall not interfere with or nse the line of the connections heretofore 
made by authority of the commander in chief of the confederate 
forces in this state, without his consent thereto : and provided far- 
ther, that the government of the Confederate States and the state of 
Virginia shall be authorized to use said connections, made by said 
companies, in the transportation of troops, monitions of war, and all 
military supplies, in the same manner and upon the terms prescribed 
for the use of the rail roads of said companies, or cither of them, as 
now established, or as may be hereafter prescribed by law. 

2. Be it further enacted, that in order to enable the said com- 
panies to make the extensions of their roads herein provided for, it 
shall not he necessary to obtain the assent of either of the cities 
herein mentioned, to cany out the ejects and provisions of this act, 

.but they are hereby authorized immediately to enter upon and occupy 
any real property, public or private, which may be needed to make 
said extensions, any law heretofore passed to the contrary notwith- 
standing, and to have the same condemned. The amount of any 
damages for entering upon and occupying any real property, to be 
ascertained as now provided for by law with regard to corporations 
generally : provided, however, that no dwelling house shall be taken 
for the purposes aforesaid, without the consent of the owner thereof. 

As soon as a route is located for either of the connections authorized 
by this act, through either of the said cities, notice thereof shall be 
given by the company making it, to the common council of such oily, 
who, if they object to such location, may apply, within ten days 
thereafter, to the board of public works to change the same ; and 
said board, if requested by the common council, shall cause surveys 
to be made to ascertain the practicability of making said connection 
by a route outside the limits of said city ; and if, upon each surveys 
and other evidence, the beard shall be of opinion that a suitable con- 
nection can be made without passing through the city, then said con- 
nectien shall be made outside the limits thereof ; but if the board 
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shall be of opinion that said connection ought to be made through 
the city, they shall cause the same to be located by such route as in 
their judgment will answer the purpose and cause the least injury to 
said city : provided, that before said connection shall be made through present conra- 
the city of Petersburg, the company proposing to make it shall obtain imT^how'abau- 
the consent of the confederate government to abandon the connec- doBed 
tion now existing through said city as soon as the one hereby autho- 
rized is completed, and when completed such existing connection 
shall be no longer used : provided, further, that the connections Proviso 
through the said cities of Richmond and Petersburg shall be located 
with a grade sufficient for the transportation by steam of freight and 
passengers, and be opened for trade and travel simultaneously ; and 
a failure t$ use or operate one of said connections, shall render it

Chap. 45. — An ACT releasing a Lien to the Richmond and Petersburg Rail 
Road Company. 

Pained March 27, 1862. 

Whereas, by an act passed on the thirtieth of March eighteen preamble 
hundred and thirty-eight, entitled an act concerning the Richmond 
and Petersburg rail road, the board of public works was authorized 
to loan, on behalf of the commonwealth, to said company, the sum of 
one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, and the company was re- 
quired to execute a mortgage upon its property and tolls to secure 
the payment of the principal and interest of said loan : And whereas, 
by an act passed on the twenty-fifth of March eighteen hundred and 
forty-three, entitled an act converting into stock the state’s loan to 
sundry rail road companies, and for other purposes, the said com- 
pany was authorized to increase its capital to the amount of the loan 
aforesaid, and the board of public works was authorized to subscribe 
on the part of the state for the said increased capital, and to take in 
exchange therefor, stock of the company to an amonnt equal to the 
principal of the debt, thus liquidating the principal, and leaving only 
the interest and the dividend which was then dne to be paid, but the 
mortgage was retained to secure the payment of said interest and 
dividend : And whereas, by an act passed on the twenty-eighth of 
5 
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February eighteen hundred and forty-six, entitled an act for the re- 
lief of the Richmond and Petersburg rail road company, the said 
company was authorized to issue bonds hearing interest, in lieu of 
dividends in money ; which bonds were issued : And whereas, by an 
act passed on the ninth of March eighteen hundred and fifty, en- 
titled an act in relation to the Richmond and Petersburg rail road, 
the said company was exonerated fr«n the payment of dividends to 
the state until dividends were declared alike to the state and to other 
stockholders, and the collection of the dividend bonds then due was 
suspended during the pleasure of the legislature, hut the mortgage 
which has been given by the company was retained t > secure the , 
payment of the whol ■ of the said debt and interest: And whereas 
the company, as now appears by the books of the second auditor, 
has paid the full amount due for said dividend hoods, principal and 
interest, and thus the original loan has been repaid, the interest 
thereon ha< been satisfied, and the dividend bonds have also been 
paid, and there is no reason for the continuance of the lien upon the 
property of the ooinpany herein before mentioned, and it is there- 
fore proper that the same be released : Therefore, 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the fourth section 
of the act entitled an act in relation to t’le Richmond and Peters- 
burg rail road, passed March ninth, eighteen hundred and fifty, re- 
quiring said lien to bo retained, shall be and the same is hereby re- 
pealed ; and the lien of the commonwealth upon said rail road, for 
the debt and interest therein mentioned, Bhall be r nd is hereby re- 
leased, and the said company exonerated from all claim of the com- 
monwealth therefor. 

2. This act shall be in force from its passage. 



Chap. 46. — An ACT to authorize an alteration in the Line of the South Side 
Rail Road. 

Passed January 20, 1863. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that it shall be lawful 
for the South side rail road company to change the line of their road, 
from some point of divergence at or near Rice’s depot in the county 
of Prince Edward, to some point at or near the town of Farmville in 
said county : provided, that said alteration shall first be authorized 
by a vote of the stockholders of the said company, in general meet- 
ing. 

2 . This act shall be in force from its passage. 
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Chap. 47. — An ACT to pro-ride for the Construction of a Rail Road Con- 
nection between the Orange and Alexandria and Manassas Gap Rail Roads 
and the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac Rail Road. 

Passed February 19, 1863. 

Whereas it is of gre^ importance to the military defence and to Preamble 
the internal commerce of the state, that a rail road connection be 
constructed between the junction of the Orange and Alexandria and 
the Manassas gap rail roads and the existing rail road from Rich-

Every such bond shall mention on what 
occasion the same^was taken, and shall he made payable at six 
months from the day of sale. The bond shall be returned to the 
office of the court from which the execution issued, and the clerk 
shall endorse thereon the date of its return.

after the expiration of ninety days from the passage of this act, pay

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all sums less than five dollars, and redeem all notes of five dollars, 
either in specie or in its own hotes of less denomination than five 
dollars, unless said hank or branch shall have issued and have in cir- 
culation notes of the denomination hereby authorized, to the amount 
herein before specified ; and every bank or branch failing to pay in Forfeiture 
specie or in small notes as aforesaid, shall pay to the person demand- 
ing suclj payment or redemption, the sum of fifty dollars for each 
offence. The notes hereby authorized to be issued may be signed 
by such officer or officers of said banks as may be designated for 
that purpose by the board of directors ; and any of said banks which 
may have preserved notes of less denomination than five dollars, 
heretofore issued under anthority'of law, shall he at liberty to circu- 
late the same, so that their issue shall not exceed the amount autho- 
rized by this act.

3. Be it further enacted, that the lawfully constituted authorities Delegated power 
of the city of Richmond be and they arc hereby authorized to issue m 0 nd y ° f Rlch 
as currency, notes of a less denomination than one dollar, to an Amount 
amount not exceeding five hundred thousand dollars ; and the autho- 
rities of all the other cities, and the towns of the commonwealth con- 
taining a populat ion of two thousand, and of the towns of Leesburg, Delegated power 
Lewisburg and Warrenton, are hereby authorized to issue notes as 10 ” rlam tow " 
currency, of a like denomination, to an amount double the amount 

of state tax assessed on property, real and personal, within such city 
or town for one year, taking therefor the average of the last pre- 
ceding three years ; and the notes issued as aforesaid shall be receiv- 
able in payment of all dues to the corporation issuing them ; and the 
banks of the commonwealth are hereby authorized to receive and 
pay out the same. 

4. Be it further enacted, that the several cities, towns and counties 
of this commonwealth be and they arc hereby authorized to issue as 
currency notes or bills of and under the denomination of one dollar, 
in sums equal to the amounts they may have respectively authorized 
to be appropriated, and which has been actually appropriated by 
them, for arming and equipping of their volunteers and supporting 
the families of those who are indigent and in service ; but the amount 
authorized by this section to be issued by any city or town shall not 
be in addition to the amouut authorized by the next preceding section. 

5. Bo it further enacted, that for the purpose of redeeming the 
notes issued by the counties, cities and towns of the commonwealth, 
under the provisions of this act, the courts , of such counties, cities * 
and towns as may issue such notes, are required at their annual levy 
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courts to levy upon the subjects of taxation mentioned in the fifth 
section of chapter fifty-three of Code of Virginia of eighteen hundred 
and sixty, an amount sufficient to redeem thirty-three and a third 
per cent, of tho amount of snch notes in circulation at the time of

1. He it enacted by the general assembly, that all forfeitures and 
penalties incurred before the passage of this act, under chapter sixty 
of the Code of Virginia, and the sixteenth, seventeenth, eighteenth 
and nineteenth sections of chapter one hundred and ninety-eight of 
the said Code, by any corporation, chartered company, county or 
savings bank, and the officers, agents and authorities thereof, acting 
for said parties, and by the sheriff of any county, and all rights of 
action given by the' acts aforesaid against the said parties and per- 
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lone for a violation of said acts, be and the same are hereby released : 
provided, however, that none of said parties or persons shall have Proviso 
the benefit of this act, who shall, after the passage thereof, issne any 
note, bill or other writing, with the intent that the same shall be 
circulated as currency, or shall otherwise deal, trade or carry on 
bnsiness as a bank of circulation, contrary to law ; or shall fail for 
ninety days to call in the notes, bills or other writings issued by

And if 
any of said corporations, chartered companies or counties fail, for 
the time herein prescribed, to call in the notes, bills or other writings 
issued as aforesaid, or to redeem the same, when presented for re- 
demption, in the manner aforesaid, the attorney general, upon infor- 
mation of such failure, shall proceed to enforce the forfeitures and 
penalties aforesaid ; but this proviso shall not be applicable to such 
of said corporations, chartered companies or counties as have been or 
shall be authorized to issue such notes, bills or other writing, if they 
shall confine their said issues within the limits prescribed by law. 

2. The act entitled an act to prevent the circulation of small 
notes, passed the third day of March eighteen hundred and fifty-four, 
ib hereby repealed, so far as the sarno is in conflict with this act. 

3. Provided, however, that this act shall not enure to the benefit Proviso 
of any chartered company, corporation, savings bank or individual 

who may have been indicted or presented in any court of this com- 
monwealth for a violation of the provisions of said chapter sixty of 
the Code, and of the sixteenth, seventeenth, eighteenth and nine- 
teenth sections of chapter one hundred and ninety-eight of the said 
Code, until the company, corporation, bank or' individual against 
whom such prosecution is pending, shall have paid into court all the 
costs incurred by the commonwealth in sueh prosecution, and the 
fees of the officers of the court in such cases.

Chap. 69. — An ACT to authorize the Banks of this Commonwealth to issue 
Notes of the denomination of One and Two Dollars. 

Passed January 24, 1862. 

1 . Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the several banks Denomination 
of this commonwealth be authorized and required to issue notes of nlsued h ° w 
the denomination of one and two dollars, to an amount not exceed- Limitation 
ing five per cent, of their respective capitals, which notes may be 
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signed by such officer or officers of said banks respectively, as may 
be designated for that purpose by the board of directors ; and they 
are hereby prohibited, under the penalty of fifty dollars for each of- 
fence, to pay out the notes of any unauthorized corporations or in- 
dividuals; and any of said banks which may have preserved the 
notes of the denomination of one and two dollars, heretofore issued 
under authority of law, shall be at liberty to circulate the same, so 
that their issue shall not exceed the amount authorized by this act. 

2. The banks whose issues are based upon a pledge of state stock, 
may dispense with the signatures of the treasurer, and issue such 
small notes in the same way as the other banks ; but no such banks 
shall be hereby authorized to issue an amount of circulation larger 
than is now allowed by law. 

3. That all laws now in force prohibiting the receiving or passing 
of bank notes under the denomination of five dollars, aro hereby 
suspended as to notes issued by the banks of Virginia, under this 
act, during the time this act shall remain in force. 

4. This act shall be in force from its passage. 



Chap. 70. — An ACT to amend and re-enact section 1, chapter 57, Acts 1861. 

Passed March 1, 1862. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that section first, chap- 
ter fifty-seven, acts eighteen hundred and sixty-one, be amended and 
re-enacted so as to read os follows : 

“§ 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that so much of all 
or any acts ns now may subject any bank or banking corporation 
incorporated by the laws of this commonwealth, now in operation, or 
which may lie put in operation whilst this act is in force, to the for- 
feiture of its charter, or to any other penalty, for failing or refusing to 
pay or redeem its notes or debts in specie, .shall be and the same are 
hereby suspended until the first day of March eighteen hundred and 
sixty-three, and until otherwise provided by the general assembly of 
Virginia ; and if any such bank or banking corporation shall have 
forfeited its charter by failing or refusing to pay in specie any notes 
or other debts due from such bank, the forfeiture thereby incurred 
shall be remitted, and the charter of snch bank, with all the rights 
and powers thereby conferred, except such portions thereof as are 
herein before suspended, shall bo and the same is hereby declared to

71.— An ACT to amend and reenact the 63d Ordinance of the Con- 
vention, authorizing Banks to change their Places of Business. 

Passed March 31, 1802. 

1. Be it enacted bythegenernl assembly, that the sixty-third ordi 
nance of the convention of Virginia, entitled an ordinance authoriz 
ing banks to change their places of business, be amended and re 
enacted so as to read as follows : 

“That whenever the president and directors of any bank, or of 
any branch of any bank, shall consider the domicil of the bank un- 
safe, or that access thereto is interrupted by reason of the public 
enemy, and shall so enter on their minutes and appoint some other 
place for the custody of its books and effects and the transaction of 
its business, it shall be lawful for the board to remove thereto, and 
thereat to exercise its corporate rights, until the danger bo over, 
when it shall return to its original domicil; and. bills of exchange, 
checks and negotiable notes, payable at the domicil of such bank, 
shall be held and treated as payable at the bank in the place to 
which it is removed. The president and directors shall cause notice 
to be given of the removal of such bank, by advertisement and other 
means likely to make the fact public; and that whenever the domicil Proviso 
of any such bank or branch bank has been so changed, and the quo- 
rum of the board of directors shall fail to accompany such bank or 
branch bank to its new domicil (any one or more of such directors, 
or in case there be none present), the cashier, and such of the officers 
of the bank or branch bank as may be with him, shall have the 
power of a board of directors to transact its business and provide 
for its safety by further removals, whenever they shall consider such 
new domicil unsafe, that access thereto is interrupted ; and the busi- 
ness transacted at such new domicil shall be as valid as if transacted 
at its original place of business. That when any city or town Proviso 
wherein a bank oi; branch bank is located shall be occupied, invested, 
or access thereto interrupted by the enemy, the parties to negotiable 
notes, bills and checks, payable in such city or town, shall remain 
bound after the maturity of such notes, bills and checks, without 
demand, protest or notice, os if the requirements of law iu that be- 
half had bequ complied with.” 

2. Be it further enacted, that all the provisions of this act, in re- Savings banka 
lation to banks and the branches thereof, shall apply to savings banks comp’Ss^" 
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and insurance. companies, as far as they maybe applicable: and that 
the president and directors of said institutions shall haTe the saute 
powers, ciercisc the same rights, and be subject to like provisions, 
and their acts and proceedings have the same validity, as are pro- 
vided in the brat section in relation to hanks and their branches.

Chap. 72. — An ACT to amend and re-enact the 61st section of chapter 38 
of the Code of 1860, being the first section of an act entitled an act to 
prevent the Circulation of Small Notes, passed March 3d, 1854.

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the first seetion of 
an aet, entitled an act to prevent the circulation of Bmatl notes, 
passed March third, eighteen hundred and fifty-four, he amended and 
re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

“§ 1. That it shall he the duty of commissioners of the revenue 
and courts, to whom application shall he made for license, to require 
from each and every person who shall apply for license, an oath that 
lie will not pay out, within the limits of this commonwealth, notes of 
auy denomination, issued by banks, corporations or individuals, with- 
out authority of law. And it shall be the duty of every commissioner 
of the revenue and court, to whom such application shall be made, 
to withhold the license until the oath aforesaid shall be taken.”

Chap. 73. — An ACT concerning Bank Directors. 

Passed March 13, 1862. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that during the con- 
tinuance of the present war, whensoever two or more directors of 
any hank, and whenever one or more of any branch hank of this 
commonwealth, shall he absent in the military service of the state, 
from the place where such branch or bank respectively may be 
situated, the business of such branch or bank may be conducted by 
three directors of any such bank or branch, in all respects as if the 
number now required were present. And any hank of circulation 
in this commonwealth, in which the state is not a stockholder, may, 
by a vote of the stockholders thereof, in general meeting, fix the 
whole number of directors for such bank, so that the same he not 
less than five nor more than nine.

Chap. 74. — An ACT authorizing the Recovery of Money stolen from the 
Exchange Bank of Virginia at Weston. 

Passed March 14, 1862. 

Whereas, by an ordinance of the convention of Virginia, number Preamble 
seventy-three, entitled an ordinance concerning the Northwestern 
lunatic asylum and the West Liberty academy in Ohio county, passed 
June twenty-eighth, eighteen hundred and sixty-one, the work on 
said asylum was directed to be suspended until the general assembly 
should otherwise provide ; that no further money should he drawn 
from the treasury on that account; and any surplus of the moneys 
theretofore drawn, after paying for work done, should he returned 
into the treasury : And whereas it is represented that four days after 
the time of the passage of said ordinance, an armed -military force, 
as public enemieB, entered the vaults of the Exchange Bank of Vir- 
ginia at Weston, where the said money was deposited, and robbed 
the said hank of about twenty-seven thousand dollars of its specie, 
on account of the money deposited there by the treasurer of said 
asylum, by order of its hoard of directors, to the credit of said 
asylum : And whereas it is also represented that the said military ex- 
pedition operated under and in pursuance of orders from an usurped 
authority claiming to be a government established within the limits 
of Virginia, without authority of the legislature : And whereas it is 
represented that the said money, after being so abstracted, was de- 
posited in one or more of the banks of tb% commonwealth, located 
in the city of Wheeling, whoso officers were co-operating with and 
professing allegiance to said usurped government, and bad notice of 
the robbery and ownership of said money, and have become liable 
therefor ; and to afford a speedy remedy to reolaim said money, and 
thereby enable the treasurer of said asylum to comply with the said 
ordinance of said convention : Therefore, 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that Jonathan M. Ben- 
nett, the treasurer of said asylum, may demand and have of any 
bank wherein the said money was so deposited, having notice of the 
ownership thereof, and of any person who at the common law would- 
be liable therefor, the full amount of money so deposited in any such 
bank, or for which any other person may be liable as aforesaid, to- 
gether with interest thereon at the rate of six per centum per an- 
num from the time said deposit was made, or suoh other liability may 
have accrued, and such damages as may bo equal to the reasonable 
costs of collecting the Baid money, and such additional damages as 
may be equal to the rate of exchange between currency and specie, 
which existed in Virginia, at the capital thereof, at any time within 
the year eighteen hundred and sixty-one, after the said robbery. 

2. The proceedings for the recovery of said money may be brought General provt- 
in any court in this commonwealth, by motion, upon such’ regulations l,10I “ .

Chap. 75. — An ACT to eoffvert the Branch of the Northwestern Bank of 
Virginia at Jeffersonville into a Separate and Independent Bank. 

Passed March 13, 1663. 

Whereas the armed occupation of northwestern Virginia, by law- 
less enemies of this state, has entirely destroyed all business inter- 
course and relations between the Northwestern Bank of Virginia at 
Wheeling and its branch at Jeffersonville, to the great detriment of 
the state and loyal stockholders, and it seems proper under the cir- 
cumstances to dissolve the connection heretofore subsisting between 
said bank and its branch at Jeffersonville, nnd of authorizing the 
latter to transact bnsiness as a separate and independent corpora- 
tion : 

1. Be it therefore enacted by the general assembly, that the 
branch of the Northwestern Bank of Virginia at Jeffersonville be 
and the same is hereby constituted, created and ♦incorporated a se- 
parate, distinct and independent bank, under the corporate name of 
Graziers Bank of Virginia; and all the power, control, direction, 
supervision, relation and connection of said Northwestern Bank of 
Virginia over and with the said branch at Jeffersonville, are hereby 
dissolved, abrogated and annulled. 

2. All the assets held by said branch (embracing all bills and 
notes discotfbted, whether the same be in suit, protested, due or ma- 
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turing, all judgments, balances due on accounts current, all money, 
either in coin or currency, all evidences of debt or other securities, 
all real estate, and every right and interest) are absolutely vested in 
the said Graziers Bank of Virginia ; and in every case where suit 
has been instituted in the name of the Northwestern Bank of Vir- 
ginia for the recovery of money or other thing, to which said branch 
is entitled, the suit so brought shall be prosecuted in the name of 
the Northwestern Bank of Virginia, for the use and benefit of said 
Graziers Bank of Virginia ; and in every case where suit shall here- 
after be instituted for the recovery of money or other thing belong- 
ing to said branch, the suit shall be in the name of said Graziers 
Bank of Virginia. 

3. The said Graziers Bank of Virginia is subject to all the liabili- Liabilities 
tics of the said branch, except so far as the said liabilities are modi- 
fied by the following sections of this act. 

4. The said Graziers Bank of Virginia shall in no event be re- Proviso 
quired to account to the said Northwestern Bank of Virginia for any 
portion of the net profits or contingent fund of the said branch, nor 

to contribute to the payment of, or pay out of the assets of said 
branch, or otherwise, to any stockholder, billholder or creditor of tho 
said Northwestern Bank, any sum or sums of money which any such 
stockholtter, billholder or creditor may be entitled to demand and 
have of said Northwestern Bank of Virginia. 

5. At any time within three months from the passage of this act. Limitations 
any loyal holder of stock in the Northwestern Bank of Virginia, 

whose stock in said bank was purchased through the said branch, or 
whose dividends have usually heretofore been'eredited to him at said 
branch, may return and assign to said Graziers Bank of Virginia 
such stock, and demand and receive in lieu thereof a certificate for 
a like number of shares of stock in the said Graziers Bank of Vir- 
ginia. 

6. As Boon as may be after tho expiration of the said three Proviso 
months from tho passage of this act, the governor of the state shall 
cause certificates of the stock held by the state in the "Said North- 
western Bank of Virginia, for an amount equal to the balance of the 
capital stock of said branch, not exchanged under the previous sec- 
tion, to be in like manner returned and assigned to said Graziers 
Bank of Virginia, for a like number of shares of the stock thereof. 

7. Tho Graziers Bank of Virginia, hereby established, shall be Redemption 

required to redeem, from loyal citizens of the Confederate States of 
America, in notes of its own issue, all such notes of said ns 

may be in their possession at the passage of this act : pro™Btl the Proviso 
same be presented in six months after notice of this provision shall 
have been published for one month in some weekly newspaper pnb- 
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lishcd in the oity of Richmond : and provided further, the amount 
offered for redemption shall not exceed one hundred and eighty 
thousand dollars. 



Proviso 8. The legislature reserves the power to provide, after the termi- 

nation of the war with the United States, the extent, mode and time 
of redemption by said Graziers Bank of Virginia, of any .outstanding 
notes of said branch, with which, according to the principles of equity, 

Special deposit justice and right, it is chargeable. But as it is represented to this 
general assembly that the said branch has a special deposit of twenty- 
four thousand dollars in gold with the said Northwestern Bnnk of 
Virginia, heretofore made by said branch to meet the redemption of 
its notes : and ub notes payable at said branch may have been issued 
by the said Northwestern Bank of Virginia, which have not been 
reported to said branch, nor charged to said Northwestern Bank of 
Virginia, and which it would be evidently unjust to require the said 
branch to redeem, it is hereby expressly provided and enacted, that

Whereas it is represented to the general assembly, that by agree- Preamble 
ment between the directors of the Bank of Pittsylvania and certain 
subscribers to the capital stock thereof, state securities, Virginia, 
and others of the Confederate States, to the amount of fifty thousand 
dollars, were received by said directors in payment of the shares of 
said subscribers to said capital stock, undWr certain stipulations with 
said subscribers in regard to the redemption of said stock : And for 
greater certainty as to the right of said bank to hold and regard Baid 
stock os part of its capital paid in ; 

1. Be it therefore enacted by the general assembly, that the said Legalising act* 
payment so received by the said directors, under said agreement and ° f airtltor “ 
stipulations as aforesaid, shall be held and deemed a legal and valid

Chap. 77. — An ACT to prevent certain violations of the Sabbath. 

Passed March* 12, 1862. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that if a free person Hunting. Ac. 
shall hunt, range after or shoot any game or wild fowl on Sunday, ii™Ddny °” 
he shall be fined not less than five nor more than twenty dollars, and 

such offence shall moreover be deemed a breach of good behavior. 

2. The proceeding to recover the said fine may be according to Fine*, how re- 
the provisions of the forty-third chapter of the Code of Virginia, 1 

and it shall moreover be the duty of any justice, upon affidavit being 
made before him of the violation of this law, forthwith to issue his 
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warrant for the apprehension of the offender. Any justice before 
whom such offender may bo brought, shall proceed as soon as prac- 
ticable to enquire into the case, and if it appear on the proof that 
the person charged has violated this law, such justice may impose 
such fine upon him, or may recognize him, with security, to appear 
at the next term of the county or corporation court, as he may de- 
termine, to answer for the said offence and to satisfy the judgment 
which may be rendered against him therefor. 

3. Any person convicted of the above offence shall, in addition to 
the fine imposed upon him, be required by such court or justice to 
give a recognizance, with good security, for his good behaviosJor one 
year ; or if he fail to give such security, be committed to jail for 
thirty days, unless it be sooner given.

suck county belongs, and any judge of the state, if there be no 
judge of such circuit, or he shall refuse, or he unable to act, shall he 
empowered to cause all persons charged with felony in such county 
or corporation, to be bought before him, by warrant directed to any 
officer in the commonwealth, to be by him executed, and to commit 
him for examination before an examining court of some county or 
corporation not in the possession of the enemy, or threatened with 
invasion, the most convenient to that where the offence shall have 
been committed. * 

2. The said examining court shall proceed in the cases of all 
snch persons in like manner as if the offence had been committed in t 
the connty or corporation wherein the said examining court Bhall be, 

and may remand any such persou for trial in the circuit court of said 
oounty or corporation, and the said circuit court and its officers shall 
proceed therein in the same manner as in other cases remanded for 
trial in the said circuit court under existing laws.

“When the court of any county shall fail to meet for the trans- courts, juriadie- 
action of business, or the people thereof or any of them shall be tlon ° r 
prevented from attending thereupon by reason of the public enemy, 
the court of the county next thereto, where such obstruction does 
not exist, and tho clerk thereof, or the circuit court of the city of 
Richmond and the clerk thereof, shall have jurisdiction of all mat- 
ters, and authority to do and perform all acts which, as the law now 
is, are referable to the court or to the clerk of the county so ob- 
structed.”

Chap. 83. — An ACT to protect Loyal Citizens whose property may be sold 
by Officers under illegal process. 

Passed March 5, 18G2. 

Whereas it is represented to the general assembly of Virginia, Preamble 
that certain persons have established, since tho adoption of the ordi- 
nance withdrawing the state of Virginia from the government of the 
United States, a usurped government within the limits of Virginia, 
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separate from the existing government, and that certain persons are 
holding the offices of sheriffs, clerks, constables and justices of the 
peace, nnder -color of authority from such usurped government, or 
under elections by its authority, or have otherwise recognized its 
authority by taking an oath to support such usurped government, or 
otherwise adhering to or supporting its authority: And whereas levies 
and sales of property have been made, bf virtue of executions and 
other process issued by such clerks and justices, and the same sold by 
such sheriffs and constables, to the great prejudice of good and loyal 
citizens of Virginia : And whereas other like execution and process 
may be issued by such clerks and justices, and other sales of property 
may hereafter be made by virtue thereof, by such sheriffs and con- 
stables, to the like great prejudice of good and loyal citizens of 
Virginia : 



Penalty for 1. Be it therefore enacted by the general assembly, that any such 
tauing process or j u6 jj ce w ]j 0 raa y have issued, or may hereafter issue, any 

such execution or other process, by virtue of which property may 
have been or may bo hereafter Bold, and any person for whose benefit 
such sale may have been or may be hereafter made, and any such 
sheriff or constable who haB made such sale, or may hereafter make 
such sale, and the sureties of any such clerk, sheriff or constable, 
and any or all purchasers of property bo heretofore or hereafter sold, 
and the personal representatives of such person, officer or purchaser, 
shall be jointly and severally liable to any citizen of Virginia, loyal 
to the existing and tme government thereof, and to the government 
of the Confederate States, whose property has been or may hereafter 
Penalty on she- be so illegally sold, or to his personal representatives, for double the 
or cons a e va | ne Q f 8UO h p r0 p e rty, with interest thereon at the rate of six per 
centum per annum from the time of the seizure or sale of such pro- 
jndgoM-nt, Low perty : and judgment may be obtained therefor in any court of record 
in this commonwealth, against such clerks, sheriffs, constables and 
justices as may have issued such executions or other process and 
Sureties liable executed the same, and the sureties of such clerks, sheriffs and con- 
stables and beneficiaries, or purchaser or purchasers, or any one or 
more of them, upon motion in such court, upon ten days’ previous 
personal notice, or upon thirty days’ notico published in any news- 
paper published in Richmond city, or any other newspaper published 
in this state. But in no case shall there be more than one satisfac- 
tion for the same money or thing. 



Right* of loyal 2. The remedy hereby given shall not prejudice the right of such 
tected* pr ° loyal citizen from taking possession of or otherwise recovering pos- 
session of such property, or any part thereof ; or if such possession 
should be obtained, the right of such loyal citizen to the benefit of 
such liability imposed by this act shall nof be prejudiced thereby ;

shall not be impaired by reason of the recovery of the possession of 
the property so sold.

5. For such sales made before the passage of this act, the persons Property, how

charged of the liability under this act ; otherwise, upon their failure 
to do so, the liability shall exist.

Chap. 84. — An ACT to prevent the unnecessary Consumption of Grain 

by Distillers and other Manufacturers of Spirituous and Malt Liquors. 

Pasted March 12, 1«B. 

1. Be it enacted by tfre general assembly, that it shall not be Dumiation pro- 
lawful for any person hereafter to make or cause to be made any 

whisky, or other spirituous or malt liquors, out of any com, wheat, 
rye or other grain ; and any person so offending shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined 
for every offence not less than one hundred debars nor more than Penalties 
five thousand dollars, and be subject to imprisonment in the county 
jail not exceeding twelve months, at the discretion of the court. 

2. Be it further enacted, that every day which any distillery, or want constitute 
any other machine, implement or structure for the manufacture 0 f 5e P‘ u ' a,e 
spirits shall, in violation of the foregoing section, be in operation, 

shall be taken and held to be a separate offence within the meaning 
of this act 

3. Bo it further enacted, that in addition to the penalty prescribed Distillery and 
by the first seotion of this act for a violation of its provisions, the Low Mtlei 
distillery or other machine and implements used therewith for the 
purpose of making liquor, in violation of this act, shall be forfeited 

to the commonwealth ; and it shall be the duty of the court, in pro- 
nouncing judgment upon any conviction under this act, to add the 
judgment of forfeiture, and to order the sheriff to make sale of such 
distillery or other machine and implements, by such execution as 
issues for the commonwealth in other cases. And it shall be the 
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duty of the sheriff to pay the proceeds' of such sale into the treasury 
of the commonwealth, after deducting to himself five per cent, 
commission. 



4. Be it further enacted, that as soon os any person may be pre- 
sented or indicted for any violation of the provisions of this act, the 
court of any county or corporation in which said proceeding is hod, 
shall immediately issue an order to the sergeant or sheriff of such 
county or corporation, directing him, unless within ten days there- 
Bood, how given after the defendant shall enter into bond with sufficient security, in 
the penalty of one thousand dollars, conditioned to answer the judg- 
ment of the court, and also to have forthcoming, when required by 
when liquor, law, any property alleged to be forfeited under this act, then at once 
he. to bo teued ^ ge j ze an( j take possession of the spirituous and malt liquors, grain, 
distilling machine and other implements used or employed in making 
liquor in violation of this act, and the grain, the distilling of which 
is hereby prohibited, and hold the same subject to the judgment of 
said court as herein provided.

5. Be it further enacted, that all corn, wheat or other grain pur- 
chased or obtained for the manufacture of liquor, in violation of the 
provisions of the first section of this act, shall be forfeited to the com- 
monwealth. And it shall be the doty of all sheriffs, constables, com- 
missioners of the revenue and other officers of the commonwealth, to 
make diligent enquiry into all violations of this act, and report the 
same promptly to the attorney for the commonwealth or any justice 
of the peace of the county in which the offence may be committed. 
If any officer shall fail to perform the duties required of him by this 
act, be shall be fined at the discretion of a jury for each neglect or 
failure, not less than ten nor more than five hundred dollars. 



6. And be *it further enacted, after snoh presentment shall have 
been made, if the defendant should continue to operate his distillery, 
it shall be the duty of the sheriff or sergeant to seize and take pos- 
session of the grain, distillery and liqnors, unless he shall enter into 
bond in the penalty of one thousand dollars, with the clerk of the 
court in which said presentment is depending, conditioned that be 
will cease the distillation of corn, wheat, rye or other grain. 



Prowcntiong, 7. All prosecutions under this act shall be tried at the first term 
of the court in which they may be instituted, unless good cause be 
shown for a continuance. 



Commencement 8. This act shall he in force within ten days from and after its 
passage, and continue in operation during the present war. 
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Chap 85. — An ACT to amend and reenact tlie act entitled an act providing 

for the employment of Negro Convict* on the Public Work*, passed April 

7th, 1858. 

Passed December 6, 1061. 

Be it enacted, that the act entitled an act providing for the em- Act of ions 
ployment of negro convicts on the public works, passed April seventh, 
eighteen hundred and fifty-eight, be so amended as to read as follows : 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the governor of this when free ne- 
commonwealth shall at his discretion employ upon the public works lu^ldon p&blie 
owned wholly or in part by the commonwealth, all or any free negroes works 
heretofore or who may hereafter be sentenced to confinement in the 
penitentiary, during the whole or any portion of the term for which 

they may be so sentenced, or cause the same to be hired to the pro- 
prietor of any iron workB engaged in making iron to be used in 
manufacturing cannon or other munitiohs of war for the use of the 
commonwealth of Virginia or of the confederate government, or any 
salt works or any other company engaged in the manufacture of iron, 
or any internal improvement company. 

2. That the governor of the commonwealth shall, at his discretion, Slaves sen- 
likewise employ upon the said public works, all or any slaves who be employed 
have been heretofore sentenced by the court, to sale and transporta- 
tion beyond the limits of the United States, or who may hereafter be 
sentenced by the court to sale and transportation beyond the limits 

of the Confederate States, or who have been or may hereafter be 
convicted of an offence, the punishment of which has boon or may 
be commuted by the governor to sale and transportation ; or cause iron works 
the same to be hired to the proprietor of any iron works engaged in 
making iron to be used in manufacturing cannon or other munitions 
of war, for the use of the commonwealth of Virginia or of the con- 
federate government ; or any salt works, or any other company en- 
gaged in the manufacture of iron, or any internal improvement 
company. 

3. That the said convicts shall be employed upon the Baid works Rules to be pro 
and in said iron works or other works, upon such terms and under governo'r 7 th ° 
such rules and regulations as the governor may prescribe, in order to 

promote the efficient direction of their labor to insure their safe keep- 
ing : provided, that in every case they shall be so employed, without 
any expense to the commonwealth for transporting them to and from 
work, or for maintenance, supervising and guarding them, except 
that when employed on a work owned wholly by the, commonwealth, 
such expenses may be paid out of any funds applicable to the con- 
struction or repair of Buch work. 

4. This act shall be in force from its passage. Commoncemont 
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Chap. 86. — An ACT to prevent tbe Escape of Slaves in Tido Water 
Counties. 

Passed March 31, 18G2. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the county courts 
of all the tide water counties shall have power, upon the application 
of any three freeholders of their respective counties, to adopt such 
measures as in their opinion may be necessary to prevent the escape 
of slaves in boats to the public enemy : and for this purpose may 
direct all boats to bo removed from the water and secured in some 
safe place ; and when necessary may order the said boats to be de- 
stroyed, after having them valued by three discreet and disinterested 
citizens. Tbe value of said boats, upon proper proof exhibited, Bhall 
be paid to the owners thereof, out of the county levy : provided, that 
before any proceedings by the county courts under this act, all the 
justices of the peace of Baid counties respectively shall be duly sum- 
moned for that purpose, and a majority shall be present. 

2. This act shall he in force from its passage. 



Chap. 87. — An ACT providing for Annual Sessions of the General Assembly. 

Passed March 27, 1662. 

WhereaB annual instead of biennial sessions of the legislature are 
ordained by the amended constitution of Virginia, proposed by the 
late convention, and ratification of said constitution at the late elec- 
tion may be ascertained and proclaimed by the governor, whereby 
legislation may become necessary : Therefore, 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the first section of 
the act passed the fifth of April eighteen hundred and fifty-three, 
entitled an act to amend the first section of chapter fifteen of the 
Code of Virginia, fixing the time and place for the meeting of the 
general assembly, be so amended and re-enacted as to read as fol- 
lows: 

“The general assembly shall meet on the first Monday in De- 
cember in the year eighteen hundred and sixty-two, and every year 
thereafter. It shall sit at the capitol in the city of Richmond, but 
may, daring a session, or at the end thereof, adjourn to meet at any 
other place.” 

2. When the governor, in pursuance of the schedule to the 
amended constitution and form of government for this common- 
wealth, proposed aud submitted by the late convention of Virginia 
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to the voters for ratification or rejection, shall ascertain the resnlt of 
the votes to be a majority in favor of ratification, and shall proclaim 
said amended constitution as ratified and adopted, and not till then, 
this act shall be in force. 



Chap. 88. — An ACT to authorize Vacancies to be filled pro tempore'in cer- 
tain Offices, after the Ratification of the Amended Constitution. 

* Passed March 87, 1862. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that in the event of the Vacancies in 
ratification of the constitution proposed by the late convention of stable, &c. how 
Virginia, and the proclamation of the result by the governor, if any fillc<1 
vacancy exist or occur in the offioe of constable, surveyor, commis- 
sioner of the revenue or overseer of the poor, in any county or cor- 
poration, it shall be lawful for the court of the county or corporation 

to fill such vacancy, pro tempore, by the appointment of a suitable 
person. Such per^pn shall give bond and surety, and qualify for his 
office according to existing laws, and shall thereupon be entitled to 
all the rights and be subject to all the duties and liabilities incident 
to the office. The person appointed under this act may be super- 
seded in office by appointment under such laws as the general assem- 
bly may hereafter enact. 

2. Be it farther enacted, that in the event specified in the fore- clerk and attor. 
going section, if any vacancy exist or occur in the office of clerk, or m,m wealth 
attorney for the commonwealth, it shall be lawful for the court of 

the county or corporation, if the vacancy be of an office of the county 
or corporation court ; and for the circuit court, or the judge thereof 
in vacation, if the vacancy be of an office of the circuit court, within 
the terms of the said amended constitution, to fill such vacancy, pro 
tempore, by the appointment of a suitable person, who shall be re- 
movable and be superseded in office by appointment under such laws 
as the general assembly may hereafter enact. Such person appointed 
under this act, shall give bond and surety, and qualjfy for his office 
according to existing laws, and shall thereupon be entitled to all the 
rights and be subject to all the duties and liabilities incident to the 
office. * 

3. This act shall be in force from and after the proclamation of Commencement 
the governor announcing the ratification or adoption of the amended 
constitution, and not till then. 
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Chap. 89. — An ACT to Abolish the Office of Superintendent of Weight* 
and Measures, and transfer the duties of that office to the Register of the 
Land Office. 

Passed March 31, 1862. 

Office of nyxjr- 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the office of super- 
weights and intendent of weights and measures be and the same is hereby 
nscasures nbo- abolished ; and that the duties required of the superintendent shall 
be transferred to and performed by the register of the land office for 
the time being, without additional compensation.

2. This act shall take effect from the first day of April one thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixty-two. 



Chap. 90. — An ACT authorizing the erection of a Gallery in the Hall now 
occupied by the Confederate Statos Congress. 

Passed March 31, 1882. *

1. Bo it enacted by the general assembly, that James Lyons, 
Wyndham Robertson, John 0. Steger and Thomas H. Wynne, or a 
majority of them, be and they are hereby appointed commissioners 
to contract for the erection of a gallery in the hall now occupied by 
the house of representatives of the Confederate States, and to cut a 
door in the wall at the foot of the steps now leading from the clerk’s 
office of that house, so that persons can ascend into said gallery from 
the hall in which the statue of Washington is, or to ent a door else- 
where, if they should deem proper. 



Cost, how paid 2. When the said work shall be completed, the said commissioners 
shall certify the cost of the same to the auditor of public accounts, 
who shall therenpon draw his warrant upon the treasury for the same, 
out of any money in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 



Commencement 3. This act phall be in force from its passage. 



CnAP. 91. — An ACT changing tho Lines of Pulaski and Wytho Counties. 

Passed March 10, 1603. 

County lines 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that so much of the 
changed line that divides the county of Pulaski from the county of Wythe, 

where the said line intersects with the Beoond corner of Joshua A. 

Holmes’ land, described as two white oaks on a ridge, shall be and 
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the same is hereby changed, so that the dwelling house and planta- 
tion of the said Joshua A. Holmes shall be included within the 
county of Pulaski. 

2. This act shall be in force from its passage. Commencement 



Chap. 92. — An ACT requiring the Penitentiary Storekeeper to make Quar- 
terly Reports to the Board ot Directors. 

Panned March 10, 1808. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the penitentiary Quarterly state- 
storekeeper shall be and he is hereby required to render to the board Sado* h ° W 

of directors of the penitentiary quarterly statements of the transac- 
tions of the entire subjects over which he has control, the first quar- 
ter commencing on the first day of April eighteen hundred and sixty- 
two; and in cose of his failure to do so for ten days after the end of 
each quarter, ho shall forfeit his entire commissions for each quarter 
in which he shall fail to make such statement. 

2. This act shall be in foroe from its passage. Commencement 
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Chap. 93. — An ACT to amend an act entitled an act amending the Charter 

of tho Town of Danville, passed March 4th, 1654, and incorporating into 

one the subsequent acts amendatory thereof. 

Passed March 7, 1862. 

1. Be it enacted by thfe general assembly, that the territory com- Charter 
prehonded and included in the following boundaries, viz : Beginning corporate limits 
at a point on Dan river, directly opposite a spring caflcd Lynn’s 

spring, on the canal; thence, by said spring, in a direct line, to the 
northwest comer of tho public burying ground; thence, along the 
western line of said burying ground, to the southwest comer of the 
same; thence, in a direct line, to the southwest corner of William 
T. Sutherlin's lot, including the same, and following the line of the 
said lot until it reaches the southeast comer thereof; thence, in 
a direct line, to the junction of the road leading by Nathaniel T. 

Green’s with Calhoun street, leading by the house lately owned by R. 

L. Downes, and now by Thomas' Grasty ; thence, along the south- 
west side of said street, to the sonthwost comer of the said Grasty’s 
lot, in the line of the said Nathaniel T. Grepn ; thence, along the 
said Grasty’s southern line, to the rear of his lot ; thence, with the 
back line of said lot, until it roaches the northeast corner of the 
same ; thence, in a direct line, to the southern bank of Dan river, 
to a point where once stood a large poplar tree, which marked the 
northeast comer of the town ; thence, up the southern bank of the 
said river, as it meanders, to the beginning — shall continue to be the 
town of Danville : and the white inhabitants within said boundaries, 
and their successors, shall be a corporation, under the name and 
stylo of The Town of Danville ; and the fifty-fourth and fifty-sixth 
chapters of tho Code of Virginia, so far as they are consistent with 
this act, shall be applicable to said corporation and to the council of 
said town. 

2. There shall continue to be for the said corporation a court of Municipal an 
record, which shall be called “ tho court of hustings for the town of thonty 
Danville ;” and the same shall be held by the mayor and aldermen of 

said town, or any three or more of them, except where it shall be 
otherwise provided. The monthly terms of said court shall be held Time of holding 
on the Thursday before the third Monday in each month, and the C0Drtl 
quarterly terms thereof shall be in the months of March, June, Au- 
gust and November. 
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3. The jurisdiction of said court, except as to matters of polioe, 
which shall belong to the council, shall correspond with that of the 
county courts as established by law ; and the said court shall con- 
tinue to have jurisdiction, and the said mayor and aldermen shall 
continue each to have the powers of a justice of the peace, not only 
within the said corporate limits, hut also for the space of one mile 
without and around the limits of said town, in all matters arising 
within the said town or the said space of one mile, according to the 
laws of the commonwealth and the ordinances of the town, and shall 
execute the same in like manner and under like responsibilities, and 
receive the like compensation for services rendered by them in court, 
as the justices of the peace of the county courts within this common- 
wealth receive ; to he paid by said corporation : provided, however, 
that not more than three aldermen shall receive compensation for 
any one dny of such services in court, unless such court be a court of 
oyer and terminer. And the said aldermen shall classify themselves 
for services in court, in like manner as justices of the peace in coun- 
ties are classified by law ; and any presentment in said court by a 
grand jury for an offence against the said laws, committed within the 
jurisdiction of said court, may be presented in said court iu like man- 
ner, and like proceedings be had thereon as in the county court of 
Pittsylvania ; and the said court of hustings shall bear the same re- 
lation to the circuit court for the town of Danville as the county 
court of said county bears to the circuit court thereof ; and appeals 
may be taken, and writs of error, supersedeas, certiorari, and any 
other judicial writ may be sued out and prosecuted in like manner 

as is done in the county courts of the commonwealth. 

« 

4. The court of hustings shall have the sole power to settle tavern 
rates, and to license, in the manner prescribed by law, tavern keepers 
and retailers of wine, ardent spirits, or a mixture of either, within 
the limits of said town. 

5. There shall be a board, called “the council of the town of 
Danville which shall be composed of eight members, any five of 
whom Bhall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

6. There shall be held annually an election on the third Thursday 
in May, or in case of a failure from any cause to hold the election on 
that day, on such day thereafter as the council shall appoint, to elect 
a mayor, nine aldermen, eight cooncilmen, a sergeant, treasurer and 
a commissioner of the revenue for the corporation. 

7. A clerk for tho court of hustings shall bo elected every sixth 
year, and an attorney for the commonwealth in the same court, every 
fourth year, on the day on which the election shall be held for the 
officers provided for in the section immediately preceding this. 

8. In all elections for officers of the corporation, every free white 
male citizen of the commonwealth, twenty-one years of age, who 
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■hall have resided in the said town for the space of twelve months 
next immediately preceding such election, and paid the corporation 
tax of the preceding year, if he shall have been assessed with any, 
shall have the right to vote, and he eligible as a member of the 
council or of the court of hustings ; and in all other elections, those 
who are qualified to vote for members of the general assembly shall 
be permitted to vote. 

9. The said elections shall be held at the courthouse of said town, 
or at such other place in the corporation as the council shall appoint. 
The council shall in all cases cause to be published due notice of the 
time and place for holding such elections, for at least two weeks in 
one or more newspapers published in the said town, if any such 
newspaper be then in course of publication in said town. 

10. For superintending said elections, the council shall, previous 
thereto, appoint three commissioners, any two of whom may act; 
and said commissioners shall have such powers and perform such 
duties as are prescribed by the sixth section of chapter seven of the 
Code of Virginia, and shall take the oath required in the seventh 
section of said chapter, a certificate of which shall be returned to the 
derk of the council, to be preserved in his office. The second sec- 
tion of said chapter shall apply to the poll at such election. 

11. It shall be the duty of the sergeant, either by himself or 
deputy, under the superintendence and control of said commission- 
ers (after having taken the oath prescribed by the tenth section of 
the said chapter, a certificate of which shall be returned to the clerk 
of the council), to conduct the said election. He shall cause the 
polls to be publicly opened; proclaim and see recorded the votes 
admitted by the commissioners ; preserve order and remove force. 
He shall employ writers, at such rate of compensation as the council 
may direct ; and such writers shall respectively take an oath, to be 
administered by the sergeant or deputy, to record the votes faithfully 
and impartially. He shall deliver to each writer a poll book for 
those officers as to whom such writer is to record the votes, and each 
writer shall enter the name of each voter in a column to be headed 
“Names of voters;” and on a lino with such name he shall enter 
the initial letters of the name of Buch voter, or a cross mark, if the 
commissioner so direct, under the name of each person for whom he 
votes for any of said offices. The said votes shall be given as pre- 
scribed by the fourth section of the third article of the constitution ; 
but at the time the vote is given the officer shall receive from each 
voter a paper or ticket (with his name written on it), which shall 
specify the names of the persons for whom he votes, and for what 
offices. 

12. After the names of all persons qualified, who have offered to 
vote within the time prescribed by law, have been entered, the poll 
shall be concluded, and as soon thereafter as practicable the commis- 
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sioners and officers conducting the election shall examine the polls, 
strike therefrom the votes, above one, of any person who has voted 
more than once, attach to the poll a list of the votes stricken there- 
from, with the reasons therefor, and oertify the correctness of the poll 
so taken. 

13. The certificate of said officer, with the poll books, of the elec- 
tion of the clerk of the court of hustings and attorney for the com- 
monwealth, shall be delivered by them to the clerk of the hustings 
court, to be preserved in his office ; and their certificates and the 
poll books of all other elections shall be delivered to the clerk of the 
council, to be laid before that body, and preserved in his office. 

14. In all elections for clerk of the hustings court and attorney 
for the commonwealth, in case two or more persons shall have the 
highest and an equal number of votes, the officer conducting the 
elections shall decide forthwith by lot to whom the certificate shall 
be given; and he shall forthwith Bet up at the front door of the 
courthouse a notice of the result of said election. 

15. The council may decide between two or more persons having 
the highest and an equal number of votes for the same municipal of- 
fice, which of them is elected ; prescribe the manner of determining 
contested elections for such offices in cases not provided for in this 
act ; and in regard to any other question in respect to which it di- 
rects a poll to be taken, it may make such rules and regulations as it 
may deem proper. 

16. The mayor, aldermen and members of the council, who may 
be in office at the time their successors are elected, shall continue in 
office until such successors, or a legal quorum thereof, are qualified ; 
and all other persons holding office mentioned in the sixth and se- 
venth sections of this aot, shall continue in office until their succes- 
sors shall qualify. 

17. All vacancies in any of said offices, occasioned by death, re- 
signation or otherwise, shall be filled by a new election for the uncx- 
pired term thereof. To fill a vacancy in the office of the clerk of the 
court of hnstingg and attorney for the commonwealth, the writ shall 
be issued by the said court, directed to the sergeant of the corpora- 
tion, who shall hold the election under the superintendence of com- 
missioners to be appointed by the court, any two of whom may act. 
In all other cases, the writ for a new election shall be issued by the 
council, and tho election shall be held by the sergeant, under the su- 
perintendence of commissioners in like manner appointed by them. 
The said elections shall be held and conducted, and the returns made 
and contests conducted and decided in the same manner as in gene- 
ral elections of said officers. In caso of a vacancy in the office of 
clerk of the court of hustings, the court may appoint a clerk pro 
tempore. 
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18. The mayor, aldermen and members of the council, within 
one week after their election, or as soon thereafter as convenient, 
shall make oath or affirmation before the mayor, or an alderman for 
the time being, faithfully and impartially to discharge the duties of 
their respective offices, and shall take the other oaths of office pre- 
scribed by the Code of Virginia. 

19. The council shall, immediately after qualifying, or as soon 
thereafter as may be, convene, and elect a president and a clerk. 
The president shall be ops of their own body, and shall preside at 
all times when present, and in his absence the council may elect a 
president pro tempore. The clerk shall keep a faithful record of the 
proceedings of the council, and in another book, to he kept for the 
purpose, a fair copy of every ordinance, by-law and regnlation which 
may be made and adopted by the same. All ordinances, by-laws, 
rules and regulations of the council shall be signed by the president 
and attested by the clerk. 

20. The mayor shall be the chief executive officer of the corpora- 
tion ; preside in the hustings court when present ; exercise control 
and superintendence over the police officers, and administer the 
police regulations of the town. And should a vacancy in the office 
of mayor occur from any cause, its duties shall devolve on the senior 
alderman until, by a new election, such vacancy shall be filled ; and 
to determine who is the senior alderman, it is hereby declared that 
he who received the highest number of votes at the general election 
shall be so regarded ; and should two or more have received the 
highest and an equal number of votes, then it shall be decided by 
lot who is the Benior. 

21. The council shall have power to purchase, receive, lease and 
hold lands, tenements, goods and chattels, either in fee Bimple or any 
less estate therein, either for the use of the said town, or in trust for 
the benefit of any persons or associations therein ; and the same to let, 
sell, or grant or assign again ; to purchase a quantity of land, not 
exceeding fifty acres, outside of said town, for the purpose, of a ceme- 
tery, with jurisdiction over the same, for its proper use and preser- 
vation ; to erect a town hall and market house, and regulate the 
same ; a work house, jail and other buildings deemed necessary and 
convenient for the said town; to establish and organize fire com- 
panies, and purchase engines ; to regulate and graduate the streets 
and alleys of said town, and pave the same ; to have the footways or 
sidewalks of the streets paved at the expense of the owners or oc- 
cupiers of the lots or parts of lots : and in case they or any of them 
shall neglect or refuse to pave the same when required, it shall be 
lawful for the council to have the same paved, and recover the ex- 
pense thereof, for the use of the town, before the mayor or any alder- 
man of the corporation : and in all cases where a tenant shall be re- 
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quired to pave in front of the property in his or her occupation, the 
expense of pavement shall be a good offset against so much of the 
rent as he shall have paid towards such pavement. The conncif 
shall have power to open and establish new streets and alleys in the 
said town, whenever it shall thinh the public convenience require* 
it; grant or refuse licenses to auctioneers, hawkers and peddlers, 
keepers of bowling alleys, or for theatrical performances, or for any 
other public show or performance to be used or exhibited in said 
town, or in one mile thereof; to impose a tax on any snch license, in 
addition to any tax paid to the state ; and.to adopt in all such cases 
such rules and regulations as it may deem proper ; to prevent the 
practice of running horses and firing guns in said town ; to levy a ^ 
fine on those *rho create a nuisance, public or private ; to lay and 
collect taxes on the real estate in said town, in proportion to its 
value, such value to be ascertained in such manner as the council 
may prescribe : provided, that the same does not exceed one-half of 
one per eentum on each hundred dollars value ; to tax slaves in said 
town above the age of twelve years, and such other property therein 
as it may deem proper ; to tax dogs in snch manher as they may pre- 
scribe ; to tax the occupiers of houses and all free male persons in 
the town above the age of sixteen years : and in order the better to 
determine what persons are liable to taxation in said town, it is here- 
by declared that all tithable persons resident in said town on the 
first day of February shall be subject to taxation the then current 
year. The council shall also have power to appoint all officers neces- 
sary for conducting the affairs of the corporation, not otherwise pro- 
vided for in this act ; to tabe from the treasurer, and the sergeant as 
collector of the corporation taxes, bonds with security in such penal- 
ties and with such conditions as to the council may seem fit, payable 
to the town of Danville ; and to make snch by-laws, rules and regu- 
lations for the government of said town, as shall not be contrary to 
the constitution and laws of the Confederate States m of this state ; 
and to enforce the observance of all such by-laws, rules and regula- 
tions, by reasonable fines and penalties, not exceeding for any one 
offence the sum of twenty dollars, to be recovered with costs, be- 
fore the mayor or any alderman of said town ; such fines to be paid 
into the treasury of the town; and by eorporal punishment when 
other than white persons are offenders. 

22. The council may, in the name and for the use and benefit of 
said corporation, subscribe to the stock of any company incorporated 
for the purpose of constructing any improved or artificial road to the 
said town : provided the question of subscription shall have been 
first submitted to the qualified voters of said town, and two-thirds of 
the persons voting upon the said question shall hate approved the 
same. It may also contract loans and issue certificates of debt, and 
provide a sinking fund for the payment of the same ; but no loan 
contracted shall be irredeemable for a longer period than thirty-four 
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years, nor shall the oatstanding debt of the Baid corporation at any 
one time exceed the sum of seventy-five thousand dollars. 

23. The council may grant compensation, out of the funds of the Compensation 
town, to the mayor ; which shall be fixed by law, and which shall 

not be inoreased or diminished during the term for which ho is 
elected ; to commissioners of the revenue, treasurer, and to any 
other officers appointed by their own body. They shall also make 
provision for the payment of such salary to the attorney for the 
commonwealth, and such compensation for ex-officio services, to the 
clerk of the hustings court and the sergeant of the corporation, as 
the said hustings court shall deem reasonable, the same having been 
certified to them by the direction of the said court. 

24. The mayor and aldermen of the said town, when elected and r>ei«gat«i 
qualified, shall bo conservators of the peace within the jurisdiction power ' i 
prescribed by the third section of this act, and as such, exercise all 

the powers given to a conservator of the peace by chapter two hun- 
dred and one of the Code of Virginia. 

25. The collector of the taxes of said town may distrain and sell Delegated 
therefor in like manner as a sheriff may distraiu and sell for state l ’°* tr * 
taxes, and shall have in other respects like power to enforce the col- 
lection of the same ; and there shall be a lien on real estate in said 

town for the taxes assessed thereon, from the first day of February 
in each year for which it was assessed. The council may require 
real estate in the Baid town, delinquent for the non-payment of taxes, 
to be sold for the same, with interest thereon, and such per centum 
as it may prescribe for charges, and it may regulate and prescribe 
the terms on which real estate so delinquent may be redeemed. 

26. The sergeant of said corporation may appoint as many dopu- Delegated 
ties as he may think the business and duties of his office require, to p ° w,r ‘ 
be approved by the court of hustings. He shall execute and return 

all process lawfully directed to him, and shall moreover be the col- 
lector of the state revenue in said town ; and as such, shall have all 
the powers, and shall be subject to all the duties and liabilities of a 
sheriff, and bo entitled to like compensation for his services therein 
as are prescribed by the Code of Virginia. And should the said 
sergeant, as the collector of the taxes of the said corporation, fail to 
oollect and pay over the same at the time prescribed by the council 
of said town, he and hiB securities in the bond which he shall have 
given for that purpose, his and their executors and administrators, 
shall be subject to such proceedings, by metion or otherwise, before 
the court of hustings of said town, for enforcing the payment over 
of such taxes at the suit of said town, as are prescribed by the Code 
of Virginia in proceedings against sheriffs. 

27. No person Bhall be capable of holding at the same time more Proviso 
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than one of the offices enumerated or mentioned in the sixth section 
of this-aot. 

28. The corporation of the town of Danville shall have all the es- 
tates, rights, titles and privileges, all the funds, revenues and claims, 
andall the powers, capacities and immunities which were vested in, 
or conferred upon, or belonged or appertained to the corporation of 
the town of Danville, or to the mayor and commonalty of the town 
of Danville, by or under any acts of the general assembly heretofore 
passed, and not in conflict with this act. 

29. All the estates, rights, titles and privileges, and all the funds, 
Tevenucs and claims of the town shall be under the care, manage- 
ment, control and disposition of the council, and all the corporate 
capacities, franchises and immunities of the town shall be exercised 
by the same, or under its authority, unless where it is otherwise ex- 
pressly provided. 

30. All acts and parts of acts coming within the purview of this 
act, arc hereby repealed; but all rights accrued, proceedings had, 
and all claims and contracts under existing laws and ordinances now 
in foroe, shall not be affected thereby, bnt continue and remain as if 
this act had not been passed.

presence of said board, a minute whereof shall be recorded by the 
board. And thereupon the said sergeant shall have all the powers Ddoguod 
in said town, and be liable to all the liabilities of a constable of a uabluttei 
county; and may act in all civil and criminal cases within the said 
town of Union, to the same extent as a constable of a county; and 
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his bond, when approved of as aforesaid, shall be recorded by the 
board, and filed in the clerk’s offioe of the oonnty court of Monroe 
county for safe keeping, and may be pat in suit from time to time, ia 
the same manner as constables’ bonds are put in suit. Upon a fail- 
ure to collect the taxes or fines of said town, and pay the same over 
according to law, or to collect and pay over all claims placed in his 
hands for collection as a constable, the board of trustees, or other 
person aggrieved, shall have power and authority to proceed upon 
said bond, in the circuit or county courts of the county of Monroe, by 
motion or otherwise. All persons and property resident or situated 
in town on the first day of February, shall be liable to taxation for 
the current year. 

2. That each member of said board shall be a conservator of the 
peace in said town, and for one mile around the same. The presi- 
dent of the board shall be mayor of the town, and as such, shall 
take the oath of office, and the oaths prescribed by law for other offi- 
cers, before or in the presence of said board, of which a minute shall 
be made in the proceedings of the board. The mayor shall have all 
the jurisdiction of a justice of the peace in both civil and criminal 
cases, within the limits of the said town of Union, reserving to the 
parties the same right of appeal from his judgment that they have 
from the judgment of a justice. He shall also be entitled to the 
same fees for taking depositions, the acknowledgment of deeds, and 
so forth, which are allowed to justices, and may be allowed a sum for 
his services by the board, not exceeding fifty dollars per annum.

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No. 11. — Joint Resolution for the appointment of temporary Clerks in the 
Adjutant General’s Office. 

Adopted March 8, 1862. 

Resolved by the general assembly, that the adjutant general be Temporary 
authorized to employ any number of clerks temporarily, as may be 
necessary to prepare the returns of the enrollment of the militia, 
and -the reports from the camps of the volunteers in service, to pro- 
vide for a draft of the militia at the earliest possible day. 



No. 12. — Resolution authorizing the Governor to send Special Messengers 
to obtain Enrollments. 

Adopted March 4, 1862. 

Resolved, that the governor be authorized and requested to send a Enrollment of 
proper number of messengers at once to procure the enrollment of m “ llary forM ‘ 
the military forces provided for by the act of eighth February eigh- 
teen hundred and sixty-two, and that he pny said messengers such 
compensation as he may deem expedient, out of the military contin- 
gent fund. 



No. 13. — Joint Resolution concerning the Discharge ef such portion of the 
Virginia Militia as is not necessarily required by the public service. 

Adopted February 12, 1662. 

Resolved by the general assembly, that the governor <jf the com- Virginia militia 
monwealth be requested to confer with the president of the Confede- 
rate States, and endeavor to procure the discharge of such portion of 
the Virginia militia as is not necessarily required by the public ser- 
vice. 



No. 14. — Joint Resolution in relation to Discharges of Militia mustered into 
service of the Confederate Slates. 

Adopted March IS, 1862. 

Resolved by the general assembly, that the secretary of war be Militia, how 
and he is hereby requested to discharge from service such of the mi- <u * ch,r * ,,d 
litia of any county ns have been mustered into the service of the Con- 
federate States prior to and since the proclamation of the governor of 
this commonwealth, dated March tenth, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
two, whenever he is satisfied, upon the production of the same evi- 
dence as required by the hoard provided for in the act of the general 
assembly, passed February eighteenth, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
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two, that they belong to the classes which are, by joint resolutions ol 
the general assembly providing who shall bo exempt from militia 
duty, under the call of the governor, by tho proclamation aforemen- 
tioned, declared to be exempt. lint such discharge shall not be con- 
strued to exempt such persons from the operation of the act of the 
general assembly, passed February tenth, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-two. 



No. 15. — Joint Resolution to ascertain the amounts with which the several 
Corporations of the State would bo assessed under the act of Congress to 
provide a War Tax, &c. 

Adopted February 26, 1862. 

Resolved by the general assembly, that the auditor of public 
accounts shall, as early as practicable, ascertain the amounts which 
would be payable by tho several corporations of the state, under 
the act of the confederate congress to authorize the issue of treasury 
notes, and to provide a war tax for their redemption, and the amounts • 
which may be payable into the treasury by the said corporations, 
under the laws of the state ; and that he also ascertain the amount 
of taxes assessed and payable under said act of congress, by the 
several corporations of the state, exempt from state taxation ; and 
that he report the same to the general assembly. 



No. 16. — Preamble and Resolution relative to Col. William J. Willey's case. 

Adopted March 13, 1662. 

Whereas Colonel William J. Willey, while in command of the 
thirty-first regiment of Virginia volunteers, was taken prisoner by 
the enemy, and during the time he was in their hands, another per- 
son was appointed colonel, and assigned to the command of said regi- 
ment by the governor ; and a question has arisen whether Colonel 
Willey is entitled to pay while such prisoner : Therefore, 

Resolved by the general assembly, that in its opinion Colonel 
William J. Willey did not lose his right to pay, or to be restored to 
his command when released, by reason of his having been taken 
prisoner; but such pay is due from the confederate government; 
and there is no obligation on the state to pay either of said colonels. 



No. 17. — Resolution in relation to the Claims of Colonel William J. Willey. 

Adopted March 17, IMS. * 

Be it resolved by the general assembly of Virginia, that the au- 
diting board of Virginia be authorized, and they are hereby directed 
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to allow and direct the payment of each claims as Colonel William J. 
Willey now or hereafter may be entitled to as a colonel in the mili- 
tary service of the state of Virginia ; and the said auditing board 
arc hereby required to make a special report of the circumstances of 
this case to the confederate government, when they shall make report 
of the expenditures of money incurred by Virginia prior to the union 
under the provisional government, with a view to the demand of the 
payment thereof by the commonwealth of Virginia from the said 
government. 



No. 18. — Resolutions concerning Exempts, under the Proclamation of tho 
Governor of the 10th March 1862. 

Adopted March 14, 1863. 

1. Resolved by the general assembly, that it shall be the duty of Duty of board* 
the hoards of exemptions, acting nnder the act of February eighteenth, ° LX ' mpt,0 “ 
eighteen hundred and sixty-two, and any acts amendatory thereof, 

to take cognizance of all cases of exemption arising under these 
resolutions ; and that the governor shall cause one or more boards, 
with similar powers, to be organized at the several places of rendez- 
vous indicated by his proclamation of the tenth instant, by the com- 
manding officer thereof, to be composed of such persons as such 
commanding officer may designate. 

2. That the following persons shall be exempt under the said who cxenpt 
proclamation, to wit: All officers and employees of any rail road, 

canal, steam boat or telegraph company, whose services the presi- 
dent and superintendent of such company, or either of them, shall 
certify on honor to be indispensable for conducting the operations 
thereof ; also such clerks as the quartermaster general and paymas- 
ter general of Virginia shall certify, on honor, to be necessary to 
conduct the business of their respective departments; and all super- 
intendents and operatives in the paper mills of this commonwealth ; ' 

also all persons whoso services may be deemed by the board of ex- 
emptions to be indispensable in raining or manufacturing lead, iron, 
coal, salt, oakum, saltpetre, gunpowder, firearms, or other implements 
or munitions of W'ar; also, all employees in woolen and cotton mills 
and incorporated Bhoe factories, the proprietors of which arc under 
contracts to do work for the state or confederate government ; and 
all tanners and shoemakers having contracts to do work for the state 
or Confederate States government, as long as necessary to complete 
such contracts ; also, such officers of tho several bunks of circulation 
in this commonwealth, and their branches, as tho respective presi- 
dents or cashiers may certify on honor to be indispensable to the 
proper management of the business of the hanks, and may be so 
deemed by the said board of exemptions ; also, such millers, black- 
smiths and tanners, and overseers of committees of insane persons, 
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ns the said boards shall deem indispensable to the comfort of the 
community in which they may live, or who shall be in the employ- 
ment of the state or confederate government; also, one editor of 
each newspaper now being published, and such employees as the 
editor or proprietor may certify on honor to be indispensable for con- 
ducting the publication of his newspaper, so long as the same is 
regularly published at least once a week ; also, the jailor of every 
city, and such guard as the hustings court thereof may certify to bo 
indispensable to the safe custody of prisoners; and the jailor of 
Henrico county, aud such guard ns the county court thereof may 
certify to be indispensable to the safe custody of prisoners. 

3. In each apothecary store now established and doing business, 
one apothecary, in good standing, w.ho is a practical druggist, shall 
be exempt; also, the public printer, and the printer- for the state 
senate, and such employees as each may certify on honor to be in- 
dispensable to the efficient performance of the public printing; also, 
one deputy sheriff for every twelve thousand inhabitants of every 
county : provided, however, that every county having less than 
twelve thousnnd inhabitants, shall have one deputy sheriff ; and one 
deputy of every clerk of a court who may be deemed by the board 
incompetent, by reason of physical or mental disability, to discharge 
the duties of his office, or who may bo absent therefrom in the publio 
service. 

4. It shall be competent for the board of exemptions, whenever 
in their judgment it mny be indispensable for the police and conve- 
nience of the community, to exempt from the performance of mili- 
tary duty, tinder the proclamation aforesnid, overseers on the farms 
of widows and orphans, who have heretofore contracted for that ser- 
vice for the present year. 

5. That the professors of the university of Virginia and other 
incorporated colleges are hereby declared to be exempt, under the 
said proclamation. 

6. Whenever by these resolutions any class of employees or ope- 
ratives are entitled to exemption on the certificate of other persons, 
it shall not be necessary for the applicants to appear in person before 
the board, but the exemption shall be ordered by the board, on the 
production of the certificate alone. 

7. That persons claiming exemption under these resolutions, shall 
be entitled thereto so long only as the militia called out by the pro- 
clamation aforesaid may remain in service, and while such exempts 
remain in the employment by reason of which such exemption was 
allowed. 

8. Nothing in theBC resolutions shall be construed to apply to, in- 
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tcrfere with, hinder or delay the draft under the act of February 
tenth, eighteen hundred and sixty-two, to raise the quota of Virginia 
to the confederate army, or to impnir the effect of the act of Fcbru- * 
ary eighteenth, eighteen hundred and sixty-two, or any acts amenda- 
tory thereof, in relation to exempts. 



No. 19. — Joint Resolution in relation to Exemptions. 

Adopted March 13, 1863. 

Resolved by the general assembly of Virginia, that the governor Delegated au 
be authorized and required to exempt from the operation of his pro- thomy 
clamation of the eleventh instant, all persons who may be certified 
to him by the war or navy department to be necessary to the work 
of the government of tho Confederate States : provided, however, Proriw 
that no such person shall thereby be exempt from draft under the 
act of February tenth, eighteen hundred and sixty -two, or any other 
draft to fill up any future requisition, or shall thereby lose his privi- 
lege to volunteer in the state or Confederate States service. 



No. 20. — Resolution in relation to Exemptions. 

Adopted Mnrch 12, 1862. 

Resolved, that a joint committee of five of tho honse and three of Exemption from 
the senate, be appointed to enquire and report Bitch legislation in mllltil * 
regard to exemption from militia duty as may be necessary, by 
reason of thu recent proclamation of the governor calling out the 
entire militia. 



No. 21. — Joint Resolution exempting Clerics of District Courts. 

Adopted March 17, 18G3. 

Resolved by the general assembly, that the clerks of the district cierVs of <n»- 
courts of Virginia he and they are hereby declared to be severally im'pt*' 00 ”* 11 
exempt from military duty, under the proclamation of the gsvemor 
of the tenth March eighteen hundred and sixty-two ; and in cage the 
said clerks are drafted under any law to supply the quota of the 
state to the confederate government, or either of them, authority 
and directions arc hereby given that such clerk, in such case, shall 
deposit the papers and records of his office, for safe keeping, with 
the clerk of some other court of record, where snch district court is 
required by law to be held. 
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No. 22. — Joint Resolution in relation to the Exemption of Deputy 
Sheriffs, &c. 

Adopted Marti* 11, 1862. 

Cod*, chap, m, Resolved hy the gen oral assembly, that the act entitled an act 
$ ameodid amending and re-enacting the second section of chapter twenty-two 
of the Code of Virginia, respecting persons exempt from all military 
duties, and providing the mode of exemption, passed eighteenth of 
February eighteen hundred and sixty-two, was not intended and 
does not exempt from such duty any deputy of a sheriff of any 
county, or of a sergeant of any corporation, or of the clerk of any 
court, or the deputy of any other officer. 



No. 23. — Joint Resolution exempting an additional Deputy Sheriff of the 
County of Franklin. 

Adopted March 20, 1862. 

Whereas it appears that the sheriff elected for the connty of 
Franklin has farmed his office, and is himself now in the military 
service of the Confederate States : % 

Deputy ci- Be it therefore resolved by the general assembly, that the gover- 
nor of the commonwealth, if in his opinion tho interest of the state 
will thereby be promoted, may exempt from militia duty in said 
county, one deputy sheriff, in addition to the one already authorized 
by law to be exempted.

joint committee Resolved, that a joint committee, composed of three members on 
appointed the p ar t of the house of delegates, and two on tho part of the senate, 
be appointed to ascertain and report how the prisoners from this 
state, confined in the federal prison at Camp Chase, near Columbus 
in the state of Ohio, are treated, and what steps should he taken by 
the authorities of this state to render them more comfortable. 



No. 25. — Joint Resolution concerning Prisouers held at Wheeling. 

Adopted February 1, 1862. 

Treatment of Resolved by the general assembly, that the joint committee ap- 
pointed to enquire into the treatment, &.o. of prisoners now hold by 
the enemy at Camp Chase, Ohio, be instructed to enquire likewise id 
regard to prisoners held in Wheeling. 
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No. 26. — Joint Resolution in relation to Impressments.

2. Resolved, that the clerk of this house forward, without delay, a 
copy of the foregoing resolution to each of our representatives in the 
confederate congress. 



— Resolutions approving tho declarations of sentiment and purpose 
contained in certain Joint Resolutions of the Legislature of Georgia, and 
affirming and adopting the samo. 

Adopted January 8, 1862. 

1. Resolved by the senate and honse of delegates, that the decla- Approving ae- 
rations of sentiment and purpose contained in the joint resolutions of tur" of Georgia 
the legislature of Georgia, communicated this day, the sixth of 

January eighteen hundred and sixty-two, to the general assembly, 
by the governor of Virginia, are eminently just and patriotic ; should 
be cordially and approvingly responded to by every state in the 
Southern Confederacy ; and in the name and in behalf of this com- 
monwealth, we do hereby affirm and adopt the same.. 

2. Resolved, that the action of this general assembly be forthwith 
communicated to the executives of each of the other states of the 
Confederacy, together with a copy of the message of Governor 
Letcher, accompanying the resolutions of the state of Georgia, to bo 
by them laid before their respective legislatures. 



No. 28. — Joint Resolutions relative to the Jurisdiction of Virginia.

Adopted January 17, 1862. 

Whereas the publio enemy, invited by domestic foes, being in Preamble 
power within some of the counties in Virginia, where they are con- 
fiscating the property of loyal citizens, and otherwise oppressing 
them in a cruel manner : And whereas the traitors there, contem- 
plating a division of this time-honored commonwealth, with the aid 
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of this public enemy, have get up a pretended government over the 
game, which, under the force of circumgtanceg, could not be pre- 
vented by the timely gending of an adequate military force : And 
whereag the legislature desires to reagsure all loyal citizens through- 
out the commonwealth of their desire and intention to protect them : 
Therefore, 

1. Resolved, by the senate and house of delegates, that in no 
event will the state of Virginia submit to, or consent to the loss of a 
foot of her soil : That it is the firm determination of the state, and 
known to be that of the confederate government, to assert and main- 
tain the jurisdiction and sovereignty of the state of Virginia, to the 
uttermost limits of her ancient boundaries, at any and every cost. 

2. That the governor be requested to present a copy of theBO reso- 
lutions, properly certified, to the provisional congress now in session, 
and to the permanent congress, to convene on the twenty-second of 
February, for their approval. 



No. 29. — Resolution for Joint Committee to confer With Confederate Authori- 
ties, and devise measures for Defence in Western Virginia against the In- 
vasion of the Enemy. 

Adopted January 8, 1862. 

Resolved by the general assembly, that a joint committee of five 
members of the senate and seven of the house of delegates, be ap- 
pointed to confer with the confederate authorities, nnd devise co-ope- 
rative movements on the part of the state with the confederate go- 
vernment, for prompt protection to the persons and property of citi- 
zens, and the general defence in western Virginia against the inva- 
sion of the enemy. 



No. 30 — Joint Resolution requiring R. M. Nimmo to execute a new Official 
Rond, and in the event of his failure to do so, providing for his Removal 
from Office.

1. Resolved by the general assembly, that Robert M. Nimmo, as 
the general agent and storekeeper of the penitentiary, is hereby 
required to execute a new official bond, with sufficient security, be- 
fore the thirty-first day of March eighteen hundred and sixty-two ;

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No. 33.— Joint Resolution requiring tbo Auditor anti other State Officers 
and Corporations, in the event of the Ratification of the Amended Con- 
stitution , to make Annual Reports. 

Adopted March 87, 1862. 

Resolved by the general assembly of Virginia, that in the event of 
a ratification of the amended constitution proposed by the late con- 
vention of Virginia, and the governor’s proclamation announcing 
that result, it shall be the duty of the auditor of public accounts, the 
treasurer, the second auditor, and all other officers and corporations, 
instead of biennial reports, as now required by law, to innke annual 
official reports to the same person, at the same period of the year, 
and of the same character as required by such laws, except so far as 
a substitution of annual for biennial reports reqnires modification. 



No. 34. — Joint Resolution rescinding the Resolutions providing for the 
Publication of the Sketches of the Acts and Resolutions of the General 
Assembly. 

Adopted March 36, 1862 

Resolved by the general assembly, that the joint resolutions pro- 
viding for the publication of the sketches of the acts and resolutions 
of the general assembly, adopted March twenty-second, eighteen 
hundred and fifty-one, be and the same are hereby rescinded. 



No. 35. — Resolution to authorize the Joint Committee appointed to confer 
with the Lessees of the Washington and Smyth County Salt Works, to 
send a deputation to said works. 

Adopted December 80, 1861. 

The joint committee who were charged with the duty of conferring 
with the lessees of the Washington and Smyth county salt works in 
reference to the supply of salt, respectfully report, that they have 
had the subject under consideration, and have opened a correspon- 
dence with, them, asking a personal interview on the subject, and 
have received a reply, herewith filed, indicating a willingness to meet 
the committee in this city at any time they may designate. The 
committee have obtained much valuable and interesting information 
on the subject of the capacity of those works ; which will be em- 
bodied in a subsequent report. 

In view of the early recess of the general assembly, they recom- 
mend the adoption of the following resolution : 

That the joint committee he authorized to send a deputation of 
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their body to make a personal examination of the works, ascertain 
as far as practicable their capacity, the prospect for an increase in 
the supply of salt, and if deemed advisable, make a provisional con- 
tract therefor, subject to the approval and ratification of the general 
assembly.

the sessions of the general assembly, and until the congress shall 
have time to procure more 'convenient accommodations. 



No. 38. — Joint Resolution in relation to the Expenditures of the Civil and 
Military Departments. 

Adopted January 15, 1863. 

Whereas the due equipment, subsistence and comfort of our brave Preamble 
men who, far from' their homes, are daily periling health and life in 
defending onr hearths and firesides against northern outlaws and bar- 
barians, are objects of indispensable justice and necessity, enjoining 
a guarded economy upon all entrusted with the direction of the 
public expenditures, more especially of expenditures for civil ser- 
vices : 
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joint committee Resolved, that a committee of five be appointed, to act jointly with

No. 4Q. — Joint Resolution in relation to certain Coupon Bonds held by C. 

W. Purcell A, Co. and R. H. Maury & Co. 

Adopted March 31, 1S82. 

Preamble Whereas C. W. Purcell & Co. and R. H. Maury & Co., prior to 

the twenty-sixth of June eighteen hundred and sixty-one, in pur- 
suance of their lioensed privilege as brokers, were in the habit of 
purchasing the coupon bonds of the state held in the city of New 
York, causing the said bonds to be eanoeled, and in that condition, 
to avoid risk, transmitting the same to the city of Richmond, where, 
in pursuance of an arrangement with the second auditor, a new bond 
would be issued in lieu of the one so canceled and delivered to the 
said second auditor: And whereas it is represented that the said C. 
W. Purcell &. Co. and R. H. Maury & Co., about the twenty-sixth 
of June eighteen hundred and sixty-one, made several purchases of 
■ bonds in New York, which wore canceled as aforesaid, hot before 
they were delivered and converted into new stock, the convention of 
Virginia passed an ordinance suspending the payment of interest on 
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all bonds held by residents of the United States prior to the twenty- 
sixth of Juno eighteen hundred and sixty -one, which was construed 
to prohibit the conversion of certain bonds purchased and held by 
said C. W. Purcell & Co. and It. II. Maury & Co., which remain 
in their hands and subject to waste and destruction : And whereas 
the said C. W. Purcell &. Co. and R. H. Maury & Co., without at 
this time seeking to obtain the interest due on said bonds, bnt merely 
to have the evidence of the arrangement perpetuated :

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, that the twenty-third Acts of i860 
section of chapter fourth, entitled an act for the collection of taxes Hm ' " dl A 
on persons and property, passed March twenty-eighth, eighteen hun-

No. 4.—- Resolution in relation to Duration of Extra Session. 

Adopted Hay 10, 1862. 

Resolved by the general assembly, that the Interval from adjourn- Daratioa »t 
ment to the reassembling of a special session, may rightfully be ex- ,<!, * l0I, 
eluded from the computation of the period to which such session is 
limited by the constitution. 
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No. 5. — Resolutions to increase the Production of Lead and Saltpetre. 

Adopted May IS, !S(i2. 

Whereas it ig deemed of great, importance in the prosecution of 
the war, that the increase of the production of lead should be facili- 
tated by all the means necessary for that purpose : Therefore, 

1. Be it resolved by the general assembly, that the governor is 
hereby authorized to aid in tho production of the mines now in ope- 
ration in this state, by furnishing, so far as he may be able, labor, by 
hiring, or impressment, if deemed expedient by him, or by such 
other means as he may deem proper, and upon such terms with the 
owners of said mines as he may deem equitable. 

2. Be it further resolved, that the governor be authorized to con- 
tract for lead for the use of the state, in such quantities as he may 
deem expedient, bo as not to interfere with the supply to the con- 
federate government ; and he is requested to confer with the con- 
federate authorities on this subject, with a view to a concert of 
action. 

3. Be it further resolved, that the governor be requested to aid, 
by all the means necessary for that purpose, and in such manner as 
he may deem expedient, the production of saltpetre. 

4. Be it further resolved, that the governor be directed to autho- 
rize any person whom he may deem to be discreet and reliable, to 
take, for the publie use, wood, earth and other material, off of any 
lamia in this state necessary to the manufacture of saltpetre, under 
such rules and regulations as he may adopt ; and the valne of such 
wood, earth and other material is hereby made a charge on the trea- 
sury of the state. The saltpetre so mannfactnred to be for the use 
of the state, or to be disposed of to the Confederate States ; and in 
either case, the finder and manufacturer shall be paid therefor such 
price as the governor may deem reasonable. 



No. 6.— Resolution authorising the Payment of a sum of Money to L. D. 

Haymond 

Adopted May 10, 1662. 

Resolved by the general assembly, that the board of public works 
be and they are hereby directed to pay to L. D. Haymond, or Mb 
legal representatives, the sum of one hundred and sixteen dollars, 
for locating parts of the Elk river turnpike road, out of the appro- 
priation made to said road by act of assembly. 
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No. 7 . — Resolution directing the Second Auditor to issue a warrant to L. D. 

Raymond. 

Adopted May 17, 1862. 

Resolved by the general assembly, that the second auditor is Warrant to be 
directed to issue his warrant upon the treasury in favor of L. D. 

Haymond, payable out of the internal improvement fund, for the 
one hundred and sixteen dollars authorized to be paid to him by a 
joint resolution of the present session. 



No. 8. — Resolution in relation to the Defence of James and Appomattox 

Rivers. 

Adopted Hay 10, I860. 

Resolved, that the governor be and he is hereby authorized to Governor antho- 
co-operate with the confederate authorities in the obstruction and Jato witiTeon* 
defence of the James and Appomattox rivers; and with a view of J'jt!,.™” an,ho 
accomplishing that object in the most speedy and effectual manner, 
he is hereby empowered to tender to the president of the Confede- 
rate States all the power and resources of the state ; and if necessary 
to make such tender effectual, he is authorized to impress or other* 
wise procure such property and number of men as may be required 
to effect the object aforesaid. 



No. 9.— Resolution extending’ the Time for the Examination and Return of 
the Books of Commissioners of the Revenue. 

Adopted Hay 15, 1862, 

Be it resolved by the general assembly, that the auditor of public Time extended 
accounts be and he is hereby authorized, in such cases as he may be 
satisfied there has been no neglect of doty, to grant to commissioners 
of the revenno such extension of the times prescribed by law for the 
examination and return of the land and property books, as ho may 
deem just to the commissioners of the revenue, and not inconsistent 
with the public interest; and in cases of peculiar difficulty in the 
execution of their duties, the auditor, with the consent and approval 
of the governor, shall forbear to institute legal proceedings against 
commissioners of the revenue for failure to comply with the require- 
ments of law. 
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No. 10. — Preamble and Resolution authorizing the Governor to appoint a 
Commission to enquire into the Condition of the Penitentiary and into 
the best means to render the Institution productive. 

Adopted May 15, 1863. 

Whereas the penitentiary of Virginia has for many years been a 
charge upon the treasury of Virginia : And whereas it is probable 
that by a change in the laws regulating the said penitentiary, it may 
bo made self-supporting, and it is believed by many that it would, 
under proper management, be a source of revenue : And whereas 
past experience has shown that committees appointed by the legis- 
lature to examine the penitentiary (in the natnre of the case) cannot 
spare the time from other representative duties to investigate the 
whole stily ect, so as to recommend such reforms or improvements as 
might be the result of a thorough investigation into all the details of 
the laws regulating the institution, and more especially into the 
manner and details of all the various mechanical and other opera- 
tions of the convicts, the mode of purchasing and otherwise obtain- 
ing supplies of raw material, provisions, &c. ; and furthermore, the 
accommodations of the convicts, the necessity or not of enlarging 
the buildings and workshops, and of providing proper safeguards to 
prevent attempts to escape, or mutiny among the convicts : Therefore, 

Be it resolved by the general assembly of Virginia, that the go- 
vernor be empowered, at such time as in his discretion may seem 
proper, to appoint a commission of three discreet persons, whose 
duty it shall be to investigate the entire subject of the penitentiary, 
in its details ; the laws regulating the same ; its interior manage- 
ment ; mode of obtaining supplies ; and any and every thing con- 
nected with the penitentiary system, which in their judgments may 
conduoe to the prosperity of the institution, and report to the next 
meeting of the legislature. 



No. 11. — Joint Resolution in relation to the Destruction of Canceled Coupon 
Bonds and Treasury Notes. 

Adopted May 14, 1862. 

Resolved by the general assembly of Virginia, that the treasurer 
of this commonwealth be instructed to destroy such coupon bonds 
and treasury notes in his office as have been canceled, and aro now 
registered by law. 
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No. 12. — Resolution for the Destruction of certain Coupon Bonds. 

Adopted May IS, 1862. 

Resolved by the general assembly, that the treasurer and the se- Co ipon bonds 
cond auditor be authorised and required to cause to he destroyed any t0 b< <,e,,n>y ®* 
canceled coupon bonds that may have been guaranteed by the state, 
of which a register has been kept. 



No. 13. — Preamble and Resolutions in respect to the Nature and Conduct of 
the pending War. 

Adopted May 9, 1862. 

The general assembly of Virginia, now convened in extraordinary preamble 
session, deem this a fit occasion briefly to review the nature and con- 
duct of the pending war,, and solemnly to reaffirm the sentiments 
which animate them, and those principles of civil liberty which the 
people of this state and of the Confederate States have maintained 
from the commencement of the contest, and which, with the blessing 
of God, they will oontinue to maintain with unshaken constancy to 
its close. 

For more than a year the government and people of the north 
have waged a cruel, nnjust and unrelenting war against us. They 
deny to us the inalienable right of self-government, in defence of 
which, in the war of the revolution of seventeen hundred and seventy- 
Bix, they pledged their lives, their fortunes and their sacred honor. 

With professed regard for the rights of man, they have at different 
periods sympathized with the Greeks, tho Poles, the Irish, the Hun- 
garians, the South American states, and all others who have at any 
time sought by force to dissolve their subsisting political ties, and to 
establish a separate nationality ; yet they deny to those whom they 
call their brethren, the right, which clearly belongs to them ns sove- 
reign states, to withdraw peaceably from their union, and to govern > 
themselves ; which right the people of the Confederate States have 
declared their solemn purpose to exercise, with a unanimity without 
a parallel in the history of civil revolutions. 

In prosecuting the war they have violated without scruple the con- 
stitution which they profess to defend. They have suspended by 
executive proclamation and Without law, the writ of habeas corpus ; 
imprisoned, without legal warrant or military necessity, thonsands of 
respectable citizens of both sexes ; violated their obligations to the 
state of Maryland, and their solemn compact in the compromise re- 
solutions of eighteen hundred and fifty, by abolishing slavery in the 
district of Columbia. They have trampled on private rights, by 
14 
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depredating npon private property, and now meditate, by a whole- 
sale act of legal robbery, the confiscation of the property of nearly 
every citizen of the southern states. 

Professing to be the peoaliar friends of the black race, they have 
destroyed their peace and happiness ; seducing them by false pro- 
mises from the kind care and protection of their hereditary owners, 
and having foond them burdensome to their benevolence, have cru- 
elly cast '• ' m off by thousands, without protection or support, to 
starve and die. The civilized world cannot fail to contrast the acts 
of these pretenders .with their professions, and to sec, in their seem- 
ingly anxious desire to uphold the constitution, their true motives — 
the greed of avarice and the lust of power. 

Be it resolved, as the solemn and deliberate sense of the general 
assembly of Virginia : 

1. That the separation between the north and south is final and 
eternal ; that it was declared by the people of the Confederate States, 
each acting for itself, with unexampled unanimity; and whatever 
reverence for the Union may have lingered for a time in some minds, 
has been entirely dissipated by the cruel, rapacious and atrocious 
oonduct of our enemies. 

2. That we have full confidence in our gallant armies now in the 
field, which have achieved many glorious victories, and never sus- 
tained a disgraceful defeat; yet should the tide of battle turn against 
us, we will not be discouraged, but summoning new energy to meet 
the exigencies, struggle on until, with the blessing of God, wo shall 
conquer an honorable peace, and finally establish our independence. 

3. That ordinary coast defences cannot be expected to withstand 
the powerful armaments of modern naval warfare; and whilst the 
fall of New Orleans is to be regretted as a calamity, it is no cause for 
despondency. Iu the language of our own Washington ou a similar 
occasion, “We should never despair. If new difficulties arise, we 
must only put forth new exertions, and proportion our efforts to the 
exigency of the times.” 

4. That in defence of our liberties, we solemnly pledge, for our- 
selves and our constituents, to the government of the Confederate 
States, our whole resources, public and private, and deliberately de- 
clare to our enemies and to the world, that we will never submit, 
under any circumstances, to a reunion with the north, nor abandon 
this contest so long as a hostile foot rests upon oar soil. 
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No. 14. — Resolution in relation to Partisan Service. 

Adopted May 17, 1863. 

Whereas this general assembly places a high estimate upon the Premnbio 
value of the ranger or partisan service, in prosecuting the present 
war to a successful issue, and regards it as perfectly legitimate ; and 
it being understood that a federal commander on the northern border 
of Virginia has intimated his purpose, if such service be not discon- 
tinued, to lay waste, by fire, the portions of our territory at present 
under his power : • . 

Resolved by the general assembly, that in its opinion the policy of Policy to t* 
employing such rangers or partisans ought to be carried out ener- carrlod ° n ' 
getically both by tho authorities of this state and of the Confederate 
States, and without the slightest regard to Buch threats. 



No. 15. — Resolution establishing a Board of Manufactures. 

Adopted May 14, 1862. 

Resolved by the general assembly, that the auditor of public Board or mono- 
accounts, the second auditor and tho general agent and storekeeper fncUlri!! ' 
of the penitentiary be constituted a board of manufactures, and 
charged with the duty of reporting to the next session of the general 
assembly upon the following points : 

1st. The present condition of manufactures in the Btate of ita dotio 
Virginia. 

2d. Such plans as may seem to them proper for promoting the Authority of 
manufacture, production or increased production of articles of prime board 
necessity or of general utility. Said board to have authority to call 
for information and require reports from any officer in this state. 



No. 16. — Resolution as to the Defence of the City of Richmond. 

Adopted May 14, 1863. 

1 . Resolved by the general assembly of Virginia, that the general Capital of state 
assembly hereby express its desire that the capital of the state bo *° b ” defelld<,d 
defended to the last extremity, if snch defence is in accordance with 
the views of the president of the Confederate States; and that the OertrncUoa at 
president be assured that whatever destruction and loss of property prop ' r,T 
of the state or individuals shall thereby result, will be cheerfully 
submitted to.

No. 17. — Resolution ns to the Distribution of the Acts of the General 
Assembly.

Secretary of Resolved, that the secretary of the commonwealth be authorized 
to have unbound to cause unbound copies of all acts and resolutions of the general 
•*c P 'dt«°ribnted assembly, passed at the session of eighteen hundred and sixty-one 
and two, to he circulated as prescribed by law, if circumstances 
should not permit the distribution of bound copies of the same at an 
early day, and that he take the same course in relation to the acts 
and resolutions of the present session. 



No. 18. — Resolution relative to the Publication of tho Constitution and 
Schedule and Ordinances of the third Session of the Convention. 

Adopted AprU 1, ISO!. 

‘Constitution mid Resolved by the general assembly, that the public printer cause to 
jointed* l ° b ' b® printed and published with the acts of the late session, the con- 
i stitntion and schedule submitted by the late convention to a vote of 

the people, if the same shall be declared by the governor to have 
been adopted, and the ordinances of the third session of tho con- 
vention. 



No. 19. — Resolution in relation to tho care, custody and maintenance of 
Prisoners confined in the Jail of the City of Richmond. 

Adopted May 19, 1863. 

Maintenance of Resolved by the general assembly, that the governor he and is 
tn7m”"f Kich Kl1 hCTel, y authorized, in conjunction with the judge of the hustings 
conrt, to take snch order in fespect to the care, cnBtody and main- 
tenance of persons confined in the jail of the city of Richmond, as 
circumstances may render expedient, and pay any necessary expen- 
diture occasioned thereby, out of any contingent fund under his con- 
trol : hut prisoners charged with, or convicted of violation of any or- 
dinances of the city, shall be supported, removed or maintained at 
the expense of tho city, should any expense be incurred in and abont 
them, under this resolution. 
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No. 20. — Resolution to provide for the care and comfort of the Inmates of 
the Lunatic Asylum at Williamsburg. 

Adopted May 17, 1862. 

Whereas the hospital of the insane at Williamsburg has fallen into Preamble 
the possession of the enemy, and the general assembly cannot but 
feel solicitude for its unfortunate inmates, who are incapable of 
taking care of themselres, or of making known their wants and suf- 
ferings, and who are or may be deprived of the caro and control of 
their natural friends and guardians :

Resolved by the general assembly, that the governor be authorized Governor to ap- 
to appoint one or more persons to visit (through the intervention, if ^mthosptua' *° 
necessary, of the proper military authorities) the hospital, if per- 
mitted by the enemy, and upon their report, to adopt such measures 
as may be in his power for the preservation of the institution and the 
care aud comfort of its patients, and to use for that purpose the funds 
appropriated for the institution, or if required, the contingent fund. 



No. 21. — Joint Resolution concerning an Address to the People and our 

Soldiers. 

Adopted May 16, 1862. 

Resolved by the’ general assembly, that the joint committee on the committee to 
state of the country be instructed to prepare an address to the peo- pr< * p “ re add "'“ i 
pie and our soldiers, and submit it to the general assembly, for its 
approval. 



No. 22. — Resolution as to the Lessees of the Washington and Smyth Salt 

Works. 

Adopted April 1. 1868. 

Whereas the general assembly having failed, at its recent session, preamble 
to pass a law to carry into effect the contract entered into between 
the lessees of the Smyth and Washington salt works and the joint 
committee of the general assembly, for tho sale to the state of four 
hundred thousand bushels of salt : Therefore, 

Be it resolved by the general assembly, that the lessees aforesaid Les««a n-iriuwi i 
be released from the obligations of said contract. fronl COBtr “ l 
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No. 23. — Resolutions in relation to Confederate Money, 

Adopted May 19, 1699. 

1. Resolved by the general assembly of Virginia, that it is the 
sacred and patriotic dnty of every good citizen of the Confederate 
States, not under duress of the enemy, to receive in his business 
transactions the notes of the Confederate States. To refuse to 
receive them, must depreciate their credit, and will tend to deprive 
the confederate government of the means of defending our liberty 
and independence; and such conduct cannot be too strongly de- 
nounced, as most effectually affording aid and comfort to the public 
enemy. 

2. Resolved, that the confederate stock should be guaranteed by 
the several states of the Confederacy, according to their respective 
confederate proportions, and that congress be requested to bring the 
subject to the attention of the legislatures of the several states. 
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No. 89. — An ORDINANCE to amend an Ordinance for the Apportionment of Representa- 
tion in the Congress of the Confederate States. 

Fused November SO, 1861. 

Be it ordained, that the ordinance, entitled an ordinance for the apportionment 
of representation in the congress of the Confederate States, be and the same- is 
hereby amended so that the third section thereof shall read os follows: Norfolk 
city, Norfolk county, Princess Anne, Nansemond, Isle of Wight, Southampton, 
Sussex, Surry, Greenesville and the city of Portsmouth shall be the second district. 



No. 90. — An ORDINANCE authorizing Officers in the service of the Stato to accept Com- 
missions from the Government of the Confederate States. 

Passed November 23, 1861. 

Be it ordained, that during the existing war officers of the volunteers and militia 
shall be eligible to scats in the general assembly, and that any person holding 
office in this comr'onwealtb, may hold any military appointment under the con- 
federate government during the war without vacating such office. 

Be it further ordained, that Colonel Henry Hill, the paymaster of the Virginia 
forces, be and he is hereby authorized to accept a commission in the army of the 
Confederate States, without vacating his commission as paymaster of the Virginia 
forces. 

Be it ordained, that so much of section 2, chapter 12 of the Code of Virginia, 
as forbids an officer under the government of Virginia from holding office or ap- 
pointment under the government of the Confederate States of America, be and 
the same is hereby declared to be inoperative as to such officers of this common- 
wealth as have been or may be driven from their homes, deprived of their offices, 
and the means of supporting themselves and their families, until the close of 
the war. 

This ordinance shall he in force from its passage. 



No. 91. — An ORDINANCE relative to the Proceedings against Judges. 

P a«ied November 30, 186L 

Be it ordained, that in any proceeding against a judge, under the seventeenth 
section of the sixth article of the constitution of this commonwealth, if it shall 
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from any cause be impossible to give notice by personal service of process on 
such judge, that the general assembly may cause notice to be given by publica- 
tion, once a week for four successive weeks, in one of the newspapers published 
at tlj«e capital of the state, in which publication the causes alleged for his removal 
shall be stated ; which publication shall be equivalent to personal service of the 
notice. 



No. 92. — An ORDINANCE for the trial of persons offending against the laws of the Com- 
monwealth, in Counties in possession of the Common Enemy. 

Pasted November 30, 1861. 

1. Be it ordained, that offenders against the criminal laws of this common- 
wealth, when the offence shall have been committed in a county in the possession 
of the public enemy, or is threatened witli invasion, whereby the laws cannot be 
safely or conveniently administered therein, may be prosecuted, tried and pun- 
ished in any other convenient county ; and no question of jurisdiction as to the 
place of trial shall be sustained by the court : provided, however, that the venue 
may be changed in such as in other cases. 

2. Be it further ordained, that when any soldier is charged with any offence 
against the criminal laws, he may be arrested not only by any officer now autho- 
rized by law to make such arrest, but by any officer of the army, and may be 
carried before any justice of the peace of the commonwealth, whether in or out of 
his county, with the charge and evidence against the accused ; and such justice is 
hereby authorized to hear such case ; and if in bis opinion the accused should be 
further tried, he shall also decide to what county he will send him for trial. Such 
justice shall have power and it shall he ills duty to bind the witnesses in a recogni- 
zance for their appearance in court to testify, and in default of such recognizance, 
to commit them to jail for safe keeping. 

3. Be it further ordained, that daring the present war rape committed upon a 
white woman shall be punished with death. 



No. 93. — An ORDINANCE for Reorganizing the Militia. 

Passed November 29, 1861. 

Be it ordnined, that all persons subject to military duty in this commonwealth 
shall he classed as follows : All over twenty-one years of age and under thirty-one 
years of age, shall constitute the active class : all the rest shall constitute the 
reserve. __ 

Regimental and company districts. 

2. The governor shall forthwith cause the regimental and company districts to 
be rearranged by uniting two districts in one, and by such changes of boundary 
as may be necessary to equalize them. Tho said rearrangement of company dis- 
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tricts shall be made by the regimental boards as at present organized, each board 
acting for its present district, or in case of their absence, inability, refusal or failure 
to act, by such other persons as the governor shall appoint. After the active regi- 
ments and battalions are organized, battalion and company districts shall only be 
altered by the boards of officers of those regiments and battalions. 

Divisions and brigades. 

3. The governor may rearrange the divisions and brigades of the militia so as 
to make them conform to the change of organization herein after prescribed. 

Enrollment. 

4. The governor, so soon as the company and regimental districts are rearranged 
as above directed, shall canse a company of the active class and one of the reserve 
to be enrolled in each company district. The enrollment shall be made by the 
commandants of companies under the present organization, acting together for the 
enlarged company districts, or in ease of their absence, inability, refusal or failure 
to act, by such persons as the governor may appoint, who shall be allowed there- 
for such compensation as is allowed by law for the registration of voters. The 
form of the enrollment shall be as at present prescribed by law, with the addition of 
columns, giving the ages of the persons enrolled t^id the expiration of the term of 
service of such of them as are serving as volunteers ; and it shall specify that the 
company is of the active class or the reserve, as the case may be. In all counties 
situated within the ebb and flow of the tide, the enrollment shall also specify all 
seamen and mariners. In time of war commandants of regiments may cause en- 
rollments to be made whenever recruits are needed for their respective commands. 
Notices requiring enrollment shall bo posted at three or more places of public re- 
sort in each company district not less than thirty dayB before the organization of a 
company. Persons subject to service under this ordinance belonging to districts 
occupied by the enemy, may be enrolled and called into service under temporary 
regulations to be prescribed by the governor of the commonwealth, in his discretion. 

. , I 

Organization. 

5. The militia of the state shall continue to be organized into divisions, brigades, 
regiments, battalions and companies, but the organization of each class shall be 
distinct and separate from that of the other class. In each company district the 
governor shall cause to be organized two companies, one of the active class and 
one of the reserve ; and in each regimental and battalion district, where there is 
a battalion district not comprised within a regimental district, he shall cause to be 
organized two regiments or battalions, one of the active class and one of the re- 
serve, and he shall thdta organize brigades and divisions of the active class and 
brigades and divisions of the reserve, assigning not less than four regiments to a 
brigade, and not less than two brigades to a division. The governor may distri- 
bute the militia as infantry, cavalry, and light and heavy artillery, at his discretion, 
not exceeding, however, the proportion of one battery of artillery and one troop 
of cavalry to each regiment of infantry. He may organize the artillery and cavalry 
into regiments and battalions, and he may assign men to the cavalry and artillery 
service without confining a troop or company to one company district. No officer. 
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non-commissioned officer or private, assigned to cavalry or artillery service, shal 
be required to furnish his own horse. The governor shall cause the regiments of 
infantry, cavalry and artillery to be numbered, assigning the same number to the 
active regiment, and the reserve regiment of infantry in tho same regimental dis- 
trict, and distinguishing them as active or reserve regiments. 

Coast defence. 

6. The governor may assign all enrolled seamen and mariners to tho defence of 
tho coast and rivers of the commonwealth, and may require them to serve afloat 
or on Bhore, but their term of service shall not differ from that of the class to which 
they belong. He may organize them as infantry or artillery or as seamen and ma- 
rines for service afloat ; and in the latter organization he shall follow as nearly os 
practicable that of the Confederate States navy, and may appoint and commission the 
officers necessary under the said organization : and when the militia arc organized for 
service afloat, and actually serve in that manner, without being accepted and paid 
by the Confederate States, their rate of pay received from this commonwealth shall 
be the same as that allowed in the Confederate States navy. It shall be compe- 
tent for the governor to officer the said marine force in whole or in part with such 
officers of tho Confederate States navy as may be permitted by the confederate 
government to enter the said service. Instead of enrolling and organizing seamen 
and mariners with the militia, ^ie governor may cause a separate enrollment and 
organization to be made of all such persons resident in the commonwealth, whether 
of military age or not, for a term of service not exceeding three years ; and they 
shall be excused from all other military duty. 

Officers. 

7. General and field officers of the militia and volunteers shall be appointed by 
the governor. The reserve shall have no general officers, but shall serve under 
the general officers of the active class. In time of war, however, the governor 
may refrain from making appointments of general officers, or from calling them 
into Service, and may permit the troops to servo under general officers appointed 
by the president of the Confederate States, but without prejudice to the constitu- 
tional rights of this commonwealth. Volunteer companies at the time of their 
organization shall elect a captain and one first and two second lieutenants, or two 
first and one second lieutenant, as in corresponding arms of the confederate army, 
who shall be commissioned by the governor. Vacancies among commissioned 
officers of volunteers and militia companies, occurring before and after they have 
been mustered into the service, shall be filled as heretofore. The company officers 
of the militia shall be of the same grade as those of the volunteers. Appoint- 
ments of generals and field officers shall be submitted to the senate for confirmation 
at its next session. Such appointments shall coutinue valid until rejected. Each 
commandant of a regiment or battalion shall appoint his adjutant and sergeant 
major. So soon as the enrollment in two company districts in the same regimental 
or battalion district is complete for either the active or the reserve class, the go- 
vernor shall appoint the colonel of the regiment or the major ofythe battalion 
containing the said two enrolled companies; and the colonel or major so appointed 
shall order the election of company officers as the enrollment of the companies in 
his regiment or battalion shall be completed, and shall organize forthwith his regi- 
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ment or battalion, and report the game to the governor. Bnt no colonel or major 
of cavalry or artillery shall be appointed until all the companies in his regiment or 
battalion shall be organized, and orders for the election of company officers of 
cavalry and artillery shall issue from the adjutant general. Officers whose appoint- 
ments are to be submitted to the senate for confirmation shall not be commissioned 
until their appointments are confirmed, bnt in the mean while shall be deemed 
commissioned. No general or field officer of the militia shall be mustered into 
service with less than the following number of non-commissioned officers and pri- 
vates in his command: A major general, 4,000; a brigadier general, 2,000; a 
colonel or lieutenant colonel, 500; a major, 250. Where a company in actual 
service shall have for three months continuously less than fifty non-commissioned 
officers and privates, it shall be incorporated with other companies in the same 
regiment or battalion, and the commissions of the officers Shall be revoked. If 
there be two or more companies in the same regiment or battalion, with less than 
the said number of non-commissioned officers and privates, they shall be consoli- 
dated; the commissions of the officers shall be revoked, and the requisite number 
be re-eleoted. 

Musters' and training. 

8. Musters and trainings of the reserve shall continue as heretofore. Those for 
the active class shall be prescribed by this governor. He may furnish camp equi- 
page to the active class, or such portion of them as may be ordered into encamp- 
ments for military exercises, and to the reserve when mustered into service. 

Calling the militia into service. 

9. When the militia are needed for active service, the governor shall first call out 
the active class, or such portion of it as may be necessary, unless the exjgenoy is 
such as to require both the active class and the reserve ; but he need not call out 
the entire active class before calling out any portion of the reserve. In all cases 
where the reserve is ealled out, it shall be relieved as speedily as possible by the 
aetive class. j - 

Term of service. 

10. The term of service of the reserve shall be as heretofore ; that of the active 
class shall be as follows: All under 26 years of age, three years; and the rest two 
years. Service as a volunteer, as well heretofore as hereafter, shall be estimated 
as service in the active class, but shall not shorten the aggregate service which 
would otherwise have been due from such volunteer. But if such volunteer be in 
service at the time of the passage of this ordinance, and shall serve continuously ( 
two years, no further service shall be required from him in the active class, and 
he shall be deemed in the reserve. If the term of service due from a member of 
the active class be not rendered continuously, he may again be called out for the 
remainder of the term, but not longer. 

Volunteers. 

11. The organization of the volunteers shall remain A heretofore. When the 
term of service for which a volunteer has been mustered in is about to expire, and 

i 
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the militia company in which he has been or ought to be enrolled is mastered in, 
er about to be mustered into service, he shall have the option of volunteering for 
one year more, or of being mustered into the service with the militia company of 
which he is a member. If he prefer to be discharged from the volunteer service, 
he shall receive his discharge, and the fact of such discharge shall of itself be 
deemed a mustering into service as a member of the militia company to which be 
belongs, if such company be in service. In either case, such furlough shall be 
granted to him as the public safety permits, but it shall specify the company of 
which he is a member. A volunteer may elect, at any time before the expiration 
of his term of service, to re-enter the volunteer service, and thereupon his fur- 
lough may be granted if the public safety permits it. 

Furloughs, absences and failures to enroll. 

12. All persons, whether volunteers or militia, who overstay their time after a 
furlough or leave of absence, or who shall absent themselves from their company 
without permission, or foil to enroll themselves in the militia company in whioh 
they should be enrolled, for thirty days after notice requiring enrollment to be 
made has been posted at three places of^puhlic resort in the company district, 
shall, in addition to such other punishment as the law may inflict, have their term 
of service lengthened three days for every day they have overstayed their furlough 
or leave of absence, absented themselves without permission, or failed to enroll, 
unless they Bhow good cause before a court of enquiry for such absence or failure 
to enroll. 

Repeal of militia law. 

13. The militia laws and the laws concerning volunteers shall continue in force 
except so far as they may be in conflict with the foregoing ordinance, and the mi- 
litia law shall apply to both classes of militia. The existing organisation shall 
continue in each regimental and battalion district until the company officers of the 
active companies in the district are elected. The authority of all officers, regi- 
mental and company, under the existing laws, shall then cease, except for the pur- 
pose of organizing the reserve. General and staff oflicers shall remain in com- 
mission until their successors are appointed. All acts and parts of acts in conflict 
with the foregoing ordinance, are hereby repealed. 

This ordinance shall take effect from its passage, and may be repealed or amended 
by the general assembly. 



/ . No. 94- — An ORDINANCE authorizing that ordinances may be enrolled otherwise than 

now required by law. 

Paased December 4, 1801. 

It having been made known to the convention that it is impossible to procure 
parchment for the enrollment of the ordinances, according to the requirements of 
existing laws : , 

Re it therefore ordained, that the secretary be and he is hereby anthorized to 
enroll the ordinances tffcich have been or may be passed by this convention, on 
substantial paper. 
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No. 95. — An ORDINANCE authorizing the General Assembly to fill Vacancies in that body 

iu certain cast's. 

Passed Deceni’»*er 4, 1661. 

Whereas vacancies may have occurred or may occur in the general assembly, 
and by reason of the presence of the public enemy, it may he impossible to fill 
such vacancies in the mode now provided by the constitution and laws: Therefore, 
Be it ordained, that in all such cases now existing, or that may hereafter occur 
during the present war, the senate and the house of delegates shall each have 
power to elect members to fill such vacancies in its own body, or sucli vacancies 
may bo filled in such other manner as the general assembly may prescribe by law. 



No. 96. — An ORDINANCE concerning Treasury Notes. 

Plumed December 4, 1861. 

Whereas, by ordinances of this convention, number thirty-five, entitled an ordi- 
nance to authorize the issue of treasury notes, passed April 30th, 1861, and an or- 
dinance number seventy-one, cotitled*an ordinance authorizing treasury notes, and 
concerning the bauks, passed June 28th, 1861, authority was given to issue trea- 
sury notes to an amount not exceeding in the aggregate the sum of six millions of 
dollars, of which fonr millions were to bear interest at the rate of six per centum 
per annum, and the remaining two millions were to be without interest; and it be- 
ing desirable to relieve the treasury from the payment of interest on the treasury 
notes used and circulated as a currency: 

Be it ordained, that the auditor of public accounts bo nnd he is hereby autho- 
rized to issue treasury notes, which shall bear no interest, to an amount not ex- 
ceeding four millions of dollars, for the purpose of redeeming at maturity, or at 
such other time as they may be presented for payment, the interest bearing trea- 
sury notes which were issued under the ordinances of this convention, passed as 
aforesaid, respectively, on the 30th day of April 1861, nnd on the 28th day of June 
1861. Tiie said notes shall ho of denominations not less than five dollars; be pay- 
able to bearer at the treasury, on demand ; and when presented for payment in 
sums of five hundred dollars, or any multiple of one hundred dollars above that 
sum, they may he converted into registered bonds of the state, bearing six per cen- 
tum per annum interest. All the provisions of said ordinances numbers thirty-five 
and seventy-one, in this ordinance referred to, and die ordinance entitled an ordi- 
nance requiring the banks to receive the treasury notes of this commonwealth, 
passed July 1st, 1861, shall be held to apply to the notes authorized to be issued 
by this ordinance, except so far only as they may he inconsistent therewith. And 
to enable the auditor of public accounts to execute the provisions of this ordinance, 
he is authorized to employ, for the purpose of dating, numbering, clipping and re- 
gistering said notes, such clerical force, in addition to that now in his office, as may 
be necessary for the object, at an expense not exceeding tho rate of nine hundred 
dollars per annum for the time so employed. All expenses incurred in tho execu- 
tion of this act, shall be defrayed out of any money in the treasury not otherwise 
appropriated. 

This ordinance shall be in force from its passage.

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No. 97. — An ORDINANCE enabling the Bank of the Old Dominion at Pearisburg and the 
Northwestern Bank at Jeffersonville to issue Small Notes. 

Purged December 5, 1861. 

Be it ordained, that the provisions of the ordinance passed on the 26th day of 
April 1861, permitting the issue of notes of a less denomination than five dollars, 
by the banks of this commonwealth, be and the same are hereby extended to the 
Bank of the Old Dominion at PeariBbnrg and to the Northwestern Bank at Jef- 
fersonville. 



No. 98. — An ORDINANCE concerning Returned Natives. 

Passed December fi, 1361. 

Be it ordained, that natives of Virginia who were residents of any other states 
- or countries, prior to the 4th day of March last, and who since that time hare re- 
turned hither, with the intention of permanently resuming their citizenship, or who 
are now here with such intention, shall have and enjoy all the rights and privilege* 
• of citizens of Virginia, ob fully as if they had never resided elsewhere. 

This ordinance shall take effect from its passage. 



No. 99. — An ORDINANCE to authorize the qualified Voters of tho Commonwealth, who 
may be in the Military Service of the State or the Confederate States, to vote for Mem- 
bers of the General Assembly within their Encampments ; and authorizing the General 
Assembly to make such laws as may be requisite to give the qualified voters, in the 
Military Service of the State or the Confederate States, on the day of any election under 
the Constitution, tho right to vote within their Encampments at such elections, and 
authorizing the citizens of any County or Corporation absent therefrom because of the 
presence of the Public Enemy, who would be qualified to vote for Members of the Gene- 
ral Assembly, in such County or Corporation, to vote at any general or special Election 
for Members of the General Assembly for their counties or corporations. 

Passed December 6, 1661. 

1. Be it ordained, that the qualified voters of this commonwealth, who may be 
in the military service of the state or of the Confederate States on the day of 
any general or special election for the general assembly, may vote in said elec- 
tions at such place or places within their encampment as the commander at such 
encampment shall designate, whether the said encampment shall be within the 
limits of thiB state or not. 

2. For each place of voting the commander of the encampment shall appoint 
a superintendent, three commissioners, and as many elerks as shall be necessary, 
who, after being first duly sworn by him, shall perform the duties required of, 
and be liable to the penalties imposed upon, such officers, by the election laws of 
the state. The said commissioners shall open polls for the counties and corpora- 
tions of the state from which there may be voters in the said encampment desiring 
to vote. The qualified voters who present themselves to exercise the right of 
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suffrage, shall be each asked to name the county or corporation of his residence, 
and shall be allowed to vote to represent the connty in which he resides, and his 
name shall be headed in the poll book opened for his county or corporation. 
When the polls taken as aforesaid shall be closed, the commissioners holding said 
election shall make a certified statement of the result of the election in such en- 
campment, for each county for which a poll was opened, and Bhall deliver the 
statement so made and the poll book to the commander of the encampment, who 
shall forthwith appoint some person whose duty it shall be to take the poll hook 
and the statement of the result to the courthouse of the county for which said 
election was held, and to deliver the same to the officer conducting the election at 
the courthouse of Baid county ; but if said oounty is in possession of the public 
enemy, then to deliver the same to the secretary of the commonwealth. All other 
proceedings shall be the. same as prescribed by the election laws of the state. 

3. Power is hereby given the general assembly to make such laws during the 
existing war between the Confederate States and the president of the United 
States, as may be requisite to authorise the qualified voters of the commonwealth, 
who may be in the military service of the state on the day of any election under 
the constitution, to vote within their encampment at such elections. 

4. The citizens of any county or corporation absent therefrom because of the 
presence of the public enemy, who would be qualified to vote for members of the 
general assembly in such county or corporation, may, during the continuance of 
the present war, vote at any general or special election for members of the gene- 
ral assembly for their counties or corporations at the courthouse of any county or 
corporation in the state where they may happen to be on the day of said election : 
and returns shall be mnde and certificates given in the mode now prescribed by 
law. 
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CONSTITUTION 



We, the people of the Confederate States, each state acting in its sovereign and 
independent character, in order to form a permanent federal government, establish 
justice, insure domestic tranquillity and secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves 
and our posterity — invoking the favor and guidance of Almighty God — do ordain 
and establish this constitution for the Confederate States of America. 

ARTICLE I. 

Section l 

All legislative powers herein delegated Bhall be vested in a congress of the Con- 
federate States, which shall consist of a senate and house of Representatives. 

Section 2. 

* 

1. The house of representatives shall be composed of members ehosen every 
second year by the people of the several states ; and the electors in eaeli state shall 
be citizens of the Confederate States, and have the qualifications requisite for elec- 
tors of the most numerous hraneh of the state legislature; bnt no person of foreign 
birth, not a citizen of the Confederate States, shall be allowed to vote for any offi- 
cer, civil or political, state or federal. 

2. No person shall he a representative who shall not have attained the age of 
twenty-fivo years, and he a citizen of the Confederate States, and who shall not, 
when elected, he an inhabitant of that Btate in which he shall be chosen. 

3. Representatives and direct taxes shall be apportioned among the several 
states, which may be included within this Confederacy, according to their respec- 
tive numbers, whieh shall he determined by adding to the whole number of free 
persons, including those hound to serving for a term of years, and excluding In- 
dians not taxed, three-fifths of all slaves. The aetual enumeration shall be made 
within three years after the first meeting of the congress of the Confederate States, 
and within every subsequent term of ten years, in such manner as they shall by 
law direct. The number of representatives shall not exceed one for cveiy fifty 
thousand, hut each state shall have at least one representative: and until such 
enumeration shall be made, the state of South Carolina shall be entitled to choose 
six ; the state of Georgia ten ; the state of Alabama nine ; the state of Florida 
two; the state of Mississippi seven; the state of Louisiana six; and the state of 
Texas six. 

4. When vacancies happen in the representation from any state, the executive 
authority thereof shall issue writs of election to fill such vacancies. 
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5. The house of representatives sliall choose their speaker ami other officers ; 
ami shall have the sole power of impeachment ; except that ajjy judicial or other 
federal officer, resident and acting solely within the limits of any state, may be 
impeached by a vote of two-thirds of both branches of the legislature thereof. 

Seotioh a 

1. The senate of the Confederate States shall be composed of two senators from 
each state, chosen for six years by the legislature thereof, at the regular session 
next immediately preceding the commencement of the term of service; and each 
senator shall have one vote. 

2. Immediately after they shall ho assembled, in consequence of the first elec- 
tion, they shall he divided as equally ns may he into three classes. Tlie seats of 
the senators of the first class shall ho vacated at the expiration of the second year; 
of the second class at the expiration of the fourth year; and of the third class at 
the expiration of the sixth year; so that one-third may he chosen every second 
year; and if vacancies happen by resignation, or otherwise, during the recess of 
the legislature of nny state, the executive thereof may make temporary appoint- 
ments until the next meeting of the legislature, which shall then fill such vacancies. 

3. No person shall- he a senator who shall not have attained the age of thirty 
years, and he a citizen of the Confederate States; and who shall not, when elected, 
be au inhabitant of the state for which he shall be chosen. 

4. The vice-president of the Confederate States shall be president of the senate, 
bnt shall have no vote, unless they he equally divided. 

5. The senate shall choose their other officers; and also a president pro tempore 
in the absence of the vice-president, or when he shall exercise the office of president 
of the Confederate States. 

6. Tho senate shall have the sole power to try all impeachments. When sit- 
ting for that purpose, they shall he on oath or affirmation. When the president 
of the Confederate States is tried, the chief justice shall preside; and no person 
shall he convicted without the concurrence of .two-thirds of the members present. 

7. Judgment in cases of impeachment shall not extend further than to removal 
from office, and disqualification to hold and enjoy any office of honor, trust or 
profit, under the Confederate States ; but tho party convicted shall, nevertheless, 
bo liable and subject, to indictment, trill, judgment and punishment according 

to law. 

Sectiok 4. 

1. The times, places and manner of holding elections for senators and represen- 
tatives, shall bo prescribed in each state by the legislature thereof, subject to 
the provisions of this constitution ; bnt the congress may, at any time, by law, 
make or alter such regulations, except as to the times and places of choosing 
senators. 

2. The congress shall assemble at least once in every year; and such meeting 
Bhall be on the first Monday in December, unless they shall, by law, appoint a 
different day. 
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Section 5. 

1. Each house shall be the judge of the elections, returns and qualifications of 
its own members, and a majority of each shall constitute a quorum to do business; 
but a smaller number may adjourn from day to day, and may be authorized to 
compel the attendance of absent members, in such manner and under Buch penal- 
ties as each house may proride. 

2. Each house may determine the rules of its proceedings, punish its members 
for disorderly behavior, and with the concurrence of two-thjrds of the whole num- 
ber expel a member. 

3. Each house shall keep a journal of its proceedings, and from time to time 
publish the same, excepting such parts as may in their judgment require sccreey; 
and the yeas and nays of the members of either house, on any question, shall, at 
the desire of one-fifth of those present, be entered on the journal. 

4. Neither house, during the session of congress, shall, without the consent of 
the other, adjourn for more than three days, nor to any other place than that in 
which the two houses shall bo sitting. 

Section 6. 

1. The senators and representatives shall receive a compensation for their ser- 
vices, to be ascertained by law, and paid out of the treasury of the Confederate 
States. They shall, in all cases, except treason, felony, and breach of the peace, 
be privileged from arrest during their attendance at the session of their respective 
houses, and in going to and returning from the same ; and for any speech or de- 
bate in either house, they Bhall not be questioned in auy other place. 

2. No senator or representative shall, during the time for which he wag elected, 
be appointed to any civil ofiioe under the authority of the Confederate States, 
which shall have been created, or the emoluments whereof shall have been in- 
creased during such time ; and no person holding any ofiioe under the Confederate 
States shall be a member of either house during his continuance in office. But 
congress may, by law, grant to the principal officer in each of the executive de- 
partments a seat upon the floor of either house, with the privilege of discussing 
any measures appertaining to his department. 

Section 7. 

1. All bills for raising revenue shall originate in the house of representatives; 
but the senate may propose or concur with amendments, as on other bills. 

2/ Every bill which shall have passed both houses, shall, before it becomes a 
law, be presented to the president of the Confederate States ; if he approve, he 
shnll sign it ; but if not, he shall return it, with his objections, to that house in 
which it shall' have originated, who Bhall enter the objections at large on their 
journal, and proceed to reconsider it. If, after such reconsideration, two-thirds of 
that house shall agree to puss the bill, it shall be sent, together with the objections, 
to the other house, by which it shall likewise be reconsidered, and if approved by 
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two-thirds of that house, it shall become a law. But in all such cases, the votes 
of both houses shall be determined by yeas and nays, and the names of the per- 
sons voting for and against the bill shall be entered on the journal of each house 
respectively. If any bill shall not be returned by the president within ten days 
(Sundays excepted) after it shall have been presented to him, the same shall be a 
law, in like manner as if he had signed it, unless the congress, by their adjourn- 
ment, prevent its return ; in which case it shall not be a law. The president may 
approve any appropriation and disapprove any other appropriation in the same 
bill. In such case be shall, in signing the bill, designate the appropriations dis- 
approved ; and shall return a copy of such appropriations, with his objections, to 
the house in which the bill shall have originated ; and the same proceedings shall t 

then be had as in case of other bills disapproved by the president. 

3. Every order, resolution or vote, to which the concurrence of both houses may 
be necessary (except on a question of adjournment), shall be presented to the 
president of the Confederate States ; and before the same Bhall take effect, shall 
be approved by him ; or being disapproved by him, shall be repassed by two-thirds 
of both houses, according to the rules and limitations prescribed in case of a bill. 

.Section 8. 

The congress Bhall have power — 

1. To lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts, and excises, for revenue necessary 
to pay the debts, provide for the common defence, and carry on the government 
of the Confederate States ; but no bounties shall be granted from the treasury ; 
nor shall any duties or taxes on importations from foreign nations be laid to pro- 
mote or foster any branch of industry ; and all duties, imposts, and excises shall 
be uniform throughout the Confederate States : 

2. To borrow money on the credit of the Confederate States : 

3. To regulate commerce with foreign nations, and among the several states, 
and with the Indian tribes ; but neither this, nor any other clause contained in 
the constitution, shall ever be construed to delegate the power to congress to ap- 
propriate money for any internal improvement intended to facilitate commerce ; 
except for the purpose of furnishing lights, beacons, and buoys, and other aids to 
navigation upon the coasts, and the improvement of harbors aud the removing 
of obstructions in river navigation ; in all which cases, such duties shall be laid on 
the navigation facilitated thereby, as may be necessary to pay the costs and ex- 
penses thereof : 

4. To establish uniform laws of naturalization, and uniform laws on the subject 
of bankruptcies, throughout the Confederate States ; but no law of congress shall 
discharge any debt contracted before the passage of the Barne : 

5. To coin money, regulate the value thereof and of foreign coin, and fix the 
standard of weights and measures : 

6. To provide for the punishment of counterfeiting the. securities and current 
coin of the Confederate States : 
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7. To establish post-offices and post-routes; but the expenses of the post-office 
department, after the first day of March in the year of our Lord eighteen hundred 
and sixty-three, shall he paid out of its own revenues : 

8. To promote the progress of science and useful arts, by securing, for limited 
times to authors and inventors, the exclusive right to their respective writings and 
discoveries : 

9. To constitute tribunals inferior to the supreme court : 

10. To define and punish piracies and felonies committed on the high seas, 
and offences against the law of nations ; 

11. To declare war, grant letters of marque and reprisal, and make rules con- 
cerning captures on land and water : 

12. To raise and support armies ; hut no appropriation of money to that use 
shall he for a longer term than two years : 

13. To provide and maintain a navy : 

14. To make rules for the government and regulation of the land and naval 
forces: 

15. To provide for calling forth the militia to execute the laws of the Confede- 
rate States, suppress insurrections, and repel invasions : 

16. To provide for organizing, arming, and disciplining the militia, and for 
governing such part of them as may be employed in the shrvice of the Confederate 
States ; reserving to the states, respectively, the appointment of the officers, and 
the authority of training the militia according to the discipline prescribed by 
congress : 

17. To exercise exclusive legislation, in all cases whatsoever, over such district 
(not exceeding ten miles square) as may, by cession of one or more states and the 
acceptance of congress, become the seat of the government of the Confederate 
States ; and to exercise like authority over all places purchased by the consent of the 
legislature of the state in which the same shall be, for the erection of forts, maga- 
zines, arsenals, dockyards, and other needful buildings : and 

18. To make all laws which shall be necessary and proper for carrying into 
execution the foregoing powers, and all other powers vested by this constitution 
in the government of the Confederate States, ot in any department or officer 
thereof. 

Section 9. 

1. The importation of negroes of the African race from any foreign country 
other than the slaveholding states or territories of the United States of America, 
is hereby forbidden ; and congress is required to pass such laws as shall effectually 
prevent the same. 

2. Congress shall also have power to prohibit the introduction of slaves from 
any state not a member of, or territory not belonging to, this Confederacy. 
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3. The privilege of the writ of habeas corpus shall not be suspended unless 
when in cases of rebellion or invasion, the public safety may require it. 

4. No bill of attainder, ex post facto law, or law denying or impairing the right 
of property in negro slaves, shall be passed. 

5. No capitation or other direct tax shall be laid, unless in proportion to the 
census or enumeration herein before directed to be taken. 

6. No tax or duty shall be laid on articles exported from any state, except by a 
vote of two-thirds of both houses. 

7. No preference shall be given by any regulation of commerce or revenue to 
the ports of one state over those of another. 

,8. No money shall be drawn from the treasury, but in consequence of appro- 
priations made by law ; and a regular statement and account of the receipts and 
expenditures of all public money shall be published from time to time. 

9. Congress shall appropriate no money from the treasury, except by a vote of 
two-thirds of both bouses, taken by yeas aud> nays, unless it be asked and esti- 
mated for by some one of the heads of departments, and submitted to congress by 
the president, or for the purpose of paying its own expenses and contingencies ; 
or for the payment of claims against the Confederate States, the justice of which 
shall have been judicially declared by a tribunal for the investigation of claims 
against the government, which it is hereby made the duty of congress to establish. 

♦ . 

10. All bills appropriating money, shall specify in federal currency the exact 
amount of each appropriation and the purposes for which it is made ; and con- 
gress shall grant no extra compensation to any public contractor, officer, agent or 
servant, after such contract shall have been made or such service rendered. 

11. No title of nobility shall be granted by the Confederate States; and no 
person holding any office of profit or trust under them, shall, without the consent 
of the congress, accept of any present, emolument, office, or title of any kind 
whatever, from any king, prince, or foreign state. 

12. Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment of religion or pro- 
hibiting the free exercise thereof: or abridging the freedom of speech, or of the 
press ; or the right of the people peaceably to assemble, and petition the govern- 
ment for a redress of grievances. 

\ 

13. A well regulated militia being necessary to the security of a free state, the 
right of the people to keep and bear arms shall not be infringed. 

14. No soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in any house without the 
consent of the owner ; nor in time of war, but in a manner to be prescribed by 
law. 

15. The right of the people to be secure in their persons, houses, papers and 
effects, against unreasonable searches and seizures, shall not be violated ; and no 
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warrants shall issue hut upon probable cause, supported by oath or affirmation, and 
particularly describing the place to be searched, and the persons or things to be 
seized. 

16. No person shall be held to answer for a capital or otherwise infamous crime, 
unless on a presentment or indictment of a grand jury, except in cases arising in 
the land or naval forces, or in the militia, when in actual service in time of war or 
public danger ; nor shall any person be subject for the same offence to be twice 
put in jeopardy of life or limb ; nor be compelled in any criminal case to be a 
witness against himself ; nor be deprived of life, liberty, or property, without due 
process of law ; nor shall ptivate property be taken for public use, without just 
compensation. 

17. In all criminal prosecutions, the accused shall enjoy the right to a speedy 
and public trial, by an impartial jury of the state and district wherein the crime 
shall have been committed, which district shall have been previously ascertained 
by law, and to be informed of the nature and cause of the accusation ; to be con- 
fronted with the witnesses against him ; to have compulsory process for obtaining 
witnesses in his favor ; and to have the assistance of counsel for his defence. 

18. In suits at common law, where the value in controversy shall exceed twenty 
dollars, the right of trial by jury shall be preserved ; and no fact so tried by a 
jury shall be otherwise re-examined in any court of the Confederacy, than accord- 
ing to the rules of the common law. 

19. Excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive fines imposed, nor cruel 
and unusual punishments inflicted. 

20. Every law, or resolution having the force of law, shall relate to but one 
subject, and that shall be expressed in the title. 

Sictiok 10. 

1. No Btate shall enter into any treaty, alliance, or confederation ; grant letters 
of marque and reprisal; coin money; make any thing but ‘gold and silver coin a 
tender in payment of debts ; pass auy bill of attainder, or ex post facto law, or 
law impairing the obligation of contracts ; or grant any title of nobility. 

2. No state shall, without the consent of the congress, lay any imposts or duties 
on imports or exports, except what may be absolutely necessary for executing its 
inspection laws ; and the net produce of all duties and imposts, laid by any state 
on imports or exports, shall be for the use of the treasury of the Confederate 
States, and all such laws shall be subject to the revision and control of congress. 

3. No state shall, without the consent of congress, lay any duty on tonnage, 
except on sea-going vessels, for the improvement of its rivers and harbors navi- 
gated by the said vessels; but suoh duties shall not conflict with any treaties of the 
Confederate States with foreign nations ; and any surplus revenue, thug derived, 
shall, after making such improvement, be paid into the common treasury. Nor 
shall any state keep troops or ships of war in time of peace, enter into any agree- 
ment or compact with another Btate, or with a foreign power, or engage in war, 
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unless actually invaded, or in such imminent danger as will not admit of delay. 

But when any river divides or flows through two or more states, they may enter 
into compacts with each other to improve the navigation thereof. 

ARTICLE n. 

8ZCTIOS l. 

1. The executive power Bhnll be vested in a president of the Confederate States 

of America. He and the vice-president shall hold their offices for the term of Bix 
years ; but the president shall not be re-eligible. The president and vice-presi- 
dent shall be elected as follows : , 

2. Each state shall appoint, in such manner as the legislature thereof may di- 
rect, a number of electors equal to the whole number of senators and representa- 
tives to which the state may be entitled in the congress ; but no senator or re- 
presentative, or person holding an office of trust or profit under the Confederate 
States, shall be appointed an elector. 

3. The electors shall meet in their respective states, and vote by ballot for pre- 
sident and vice-president, one of whom, at least, shall not be an inhabitant of the 
same state with themselves ; they shall name in their ballots the person voted for 
as president, and in distinct ballots, ti.c pvrauu voteu ,«r os vice-president, and 
they shall make distinct lists of all persons voted for as president, and of all per- 
sons "voted for as vice-president, and of the number of votes for each, which lists 
they shall sign and certify, and transmit, sealed, to the seat of the government of 
the Confederate States, directed to the president of the senate; the president of 
the senate shall, in the presence of the senate and house of representatives, open 
all the certificates, and the votes shall then be counted; the person having the 
greatest number of votes for president, shall be the president, if such number be 
a majority of the whole number of electors appointed; and if no person have such 
majority, then, from the persons having the highest numbers, not exceeding three, 
on the list of those voted for as president, the house of representatives shall choose 
immediately, by ballot, the president. But in choosing the president, the votes 
shall be taken by states — the representation from each state having one vote. A 
quorum for this purpose shall consist of a member or members from two-thirds of 
the states, and a majority of all the states shall be necessary to a choice. And if 
the house of representatives shall not choose a president, whenever the right of 
choice shall devolve upon them, before the fourth day of March next following, 
then the vice-president shall act as president, as in case of the death, or other 
constitutional disability of the president. 

4. The person having the greatest number of votes as vice-president, shall be 

the vice-president, if suoh number be a majority of the whole number of electors 
appointed ; and if no person have a majority, then, from the two highest numbers 
on the list the senate shall choose the vice-president. A quorum for the purpose 
shall consist of two-thirds of the whole number of senators, and a majority of the # 
whole number shall be necessary to a choice. • 

5. But no person constitutionally ineligible to the office of president, shall be 
eligible to that of vice-president of the Confederate States. 
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6. The congress may determine the time of choosing the electors, and the day 

on which they shall give their votes ; which day shall be the same throughout the 
Confederate States. , 

7. No person except a natural born citizen of the Confederate States, or a citi- 
zen thereof at the time of the adoption of this constitution, or a citizen thereof, 
born in the United States prior to the 20th of December 1860, shall be eligible to 
the office of president; neither shall any person bo eligible to that office who shall 
not have attained the age of thirty-five years, and been fourteen years a resident 
within the limits of the Confederate States, as they may exist at the time of his 
election. 

8. In case of the removal of the president from office, or of his death, resigna- 
tion or inability to discharge the powers and duties of the Baid office, the same shall 
devolve on the vice-president; and the congress may by law provide for the cage 
of removal, death, resignation, or inability, both of the president and vice-presi- 
dent, declaring what officer shall then act as president; and such officer shall act 
accordingly, until the disability be removed or a president shall be elected. 

9. The president shall at stated times receive for his services, a compensation, 
which shall neither be increased nor diminished during the period for which ho 
shall have been elected ; and he shall not receive within that period any other 
emolument from the Confederate States, or any of them. 

• 

10. Before he enters on the execution of his office, be shall take the following 
oath or affirmation : 

“I do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will faithfully execute the office of 
president of the Confederate States, and will, to the best of my ability, preserve, 
protect, and defend the constitution thereof.” 

/ 

Section 2. 

1. The president shall be commander-in-chief of the army and navy of tho 
Confederate States, and of the militia of the several states, when called into the 
actual service of the Confederate States ; he may require the opinion in writing of 
the principal officer in each of the executive departments, upon any subject 
relating to tho duties of their repective offices ; and he shall have power to grant 
reprieves and pardons for offences against the Confederate States, except in cases 
of impeachment. 

2. He shall have power, by and with the advice and consent of the senate, to 
make treaties, provided two-thirds of the senators present concur : and he shall 
nominate, and by and with tho advice and consent of the senate shall appoint 
ambassadors, other public ministers and consuls, judges of the supreme court, and 
all other officers of the Confederate States whose appointments are not herein 
otherwise provided for, and which shall be established by law. But the congress 
may, by law, vest the appointment of such inferior officers as they think proper in 
the president alone, in the courts of law, or in the heads of departments. 

3. The principal officer in each of the executive departments, and all persons 
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connected with the diplomatic service, may be removed from office at the pleasure 
of the president. All other civil officers of the executive department may be 
removed at any time by the president, or other appointing power, when their 
services are unnecessary, or for dishonesty, incapacity, inefficiency, misconduct, or 
neglect of duty; and when so removed, the removal shall be reported to the 
senate, together with the reasons therefor. • 

4. The president shall have power to fill all vacancies that may happen during 
the recess of the senate, hy granling commissions which shall expire at the end of 
their next session ; but no person rejected by the senate shall be reappointed to 

the same office during their ensning<rccc88, 

% 

SlCTIOK 3. 

1. The president shall, from time to time, give to the congress information of 
the state of the Confederacy, and recommend to their consideration such measures 
as he' shall judge necessary and expedient; he may, on extraordinary occasions, 
convene both houses, or either of them; and in case of disagreement between 
them, with respect to the time of adjournment, he may adjourn them to such time 
as he shall think proper; he shall receive ambassadors and other public ministers ; 
he shall take care that the laws be faithfully executed; and shall commission all 
the officers of the Confederate States. 

Buenos 4. 

0 

1. The president, vice-president, and all civil officers of the Confederate States 
shall be removed from office on impeachment for and conviction of treason, bribery, 
or other high crimes and misdemeanors. 

ARTICLE III. 

BrcTios 1. 

1. The judicial power of the Confederate States shall be vested in one supreme 
court, and in such inferior courts as the congress may from time to time ordain 
and establish. The judges, both of the supreme and inferior courts, shall hold 
their offices during good behavior, and shall, at stated times, receive for their 
services a compensation which shall not be diminished during their continuance in 
office. 

SECTIOX 2. 

1. The judicial power shall extend to all cases arising under this constitution, 
the laws of tho Confederate States and treaties made, or which shall be made, 
under their authority; to all cases affecting ambassadors, other public ministers 
and consuls; to all cases of admiralty and maritime jnrisdiction; to controversies 
to which the Confederate States shall be a party ; to controversies between two or 
more states; between a state and citizen of another state, where the state is plain- 
tiff; between citizens claiming lands under grants of different states; and between 

a state or the citizens thereof, ami foreign states, citizens or subjects; but no state . 
shall be sued by a citizen or subject of any foreign state. 

2. In all cases affecting ambassadors, other public ministers and consuls, and 
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those in which a state shall be a party, the supreme court shall have original ju- 
risdiction. In all the other cases before mentioned, the supreme court shall have 
appellate jurisdiction both as to law and fact, with such exceptions and under such 
regulations as the congress shall make. 

3. The trial of all crimes except in cases of impeachment, shall be by jury, 
and such trial shall be held in the state where the said crimes shall have been com- 
mitted ; but when not committed within any state, the trial shall be at such place 
or places as the congress may by law have directed. m 

Section 3. 

1. Treason against the Confederate States shall ronsist only in levying war 
against them, or in adhering to their enemies, giving them aid and comfort. No 
person shall be convicted of treason unless on the testimony of two witnesses to 
the same overt act, or on confession in open court. 

2. The congress shall have power to declare the punishment of treason ; but 
no attainder of treason shall work corruption of blood, or forfeiture, except during 
the life of the person attainted. 



ARTICLE IV- 

SECTION 1. 

1. Full faith and credit shall be given in each state to the public acts, records, 
and judicial proceedings of every other state. And the congress may, by general 
laws, prescribe the manner in which such acts, records and proceedings shall be 
proved and the effect thereof. 

Section S. 

1. The citizens of each state shall be entitled to all the privileges and immuni- 
ties of citizens in the several states ; and shall have the right of transit and so- 
journ in any state of this Confederacy, with their slaves and other property; and 
the right of property in said slaves shall not be thereby impaired. 

2. A person charged in any state with treason, felony, or other crime against 
the laws of such state, who shall flee from justice, and be found in another Btate, 
shall, on demand of the executive authority of the state from which he fled, be de- 
livered up, to be removed to the state having jurisdiction of the crime. 

3. No slave or other person held to service or labor in any state or territory of 
the Confederate States, under the laws thereof, escaping or lawfully carried into 
another, shall, in consequence of any law or regulation therein, be discharged 
from such service or labor ; but shall be delivered up on claim of the party to 
whom such slave belongs, or to whom such service or labor may be due. , 

Section 3. 

1. Other states may be admitted into this Confederacy by a vote of two-thirds 
of the whole house of representatives and two-thirds of the senate, the senate 
voting by states ; but no new state shall be formed or erected within the jurisdie- 
16 
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tion of any other state ; nor any state be formed by the jonotion of two or more 
states, or parts of states, without the consent of the legislatures of the states con- 
cerned, as well as of the congress. 

2. The congress shall have power to dispose of and make all needful rules and 
regulations concerning the property of the Confederate States, including the lands 
thereof 

3. The Confederate States may acquire new territory ; and congress shall have 
power tiF legislate and provide governments for the inhabitants of all territory 
belonging to the Confederate States, lying without the limits of the several states ; 
and may permit them, at such times, and in such manner as it may by law pro- 
vide, to form states to be admitted into the Confederacy. In all such territory, 
the institution of negro slavery, as it now exists in the Confederate States, shall 
be recognised and protected by congress aud by the territorial government ; and 
the inhabitants of the several Confederate States and territories shall have the 
right to take to such territory any slaves lawfully held by them in any of the 
states or territories of the Confederate States. 

4. The Confederate States shall guaranty to every state that now is, or here- 
after may become, a member of this Confederacy, a republican form of govern- 
ment ; aud shall protect each of them against invasion ; and on application of the 
legislature (or of the executive, when the legislature is not in session), against 
domestic violence. 



ARTICLE V. , 

Sectios L 

1. Upon the demand of any three states, legally assembled in their several con- 
ventions, the congress shall summon a convention of nil the states, to take into 
consideration such amendments to the constitution as the snid states shall concur 
in suggesting at the time when the snid demand is made ; and should any of the 
proposed amendments to the constitution be agreed on by the said convention — 
voting by states — and the same be ratified by the legislatures of two-thirds of the 
several states, or by conventions in two-thirds thereof— as the one or the other 
mode of ratification may be proposed by the general convention — they shall 
thenceforward form a part of this constitution. But no state shall, without its 
consent, be deprived of its equal representation in the senate. 

ARTICLE VI. 

1. The government established by this constitution is the successor of the pro- 
visional government of the Confederate States of America, and all the laws passed 
by the latter shall continue in force until the same shall be repealed or modified ; 
and all the officers appointed by the same shall remain in office until their succes- 
sors are appointed and qualified, or the offices abolished, 

2. All debts contracted and engagements entered into before the adoption of 
this constitution shall be as valid against the Confederate States under this con- 
stitution as under the provisional government. 
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3. This constitution and the laws of the Confederate States made in pursuance 
thereof, and all treaties made or which shall he made under the authority of the 
Confederate States, shall he the snpreme law of the land ; and the judges in 
every state shall be bound thereby, any thing in the constitution or laws of any 
state to the contrary notwithstanding. 

4. The senators and representatives before mentioned, and the members of the 
several state legislatures, and all executive and judicial officers, both of the Con- 
federate States and of the several states, shall be bound by oath or affirmation to 
support this constitution ; but no religious test shall ever bo required as a qualifi- 
cation to any office or public trust under the Confederate States. 

5. The enumeration, in the constitution, of certain rights, shall not be construed 
to deny or disparage others retained by the people of the several states. 

6. The powers not delegated to the Confederate States by the constitution, nor 
, prohibited by it to the states, are reserved to the states, respectively, or to the 

people thereof. 

ARTICLE VII. 

1. The ratification of the conventions of five states shall be sufficient for the es- 
tablishment of this constitution between the states so ratifying the same. 

2. When five states shall have ratified this constitution, in the manner before 
specified, the congress under the provisional constitution shall prescribe the time 
for holding the election of president and vice-president, and for the meeting of the 
electoral college, and for counting the votes, and inaugurating the president. 
They shall also prescribe the time for holding the first election of members of con- 
gress under this constitution, and the time for assembling the same. Until the 
assembling of such congress, the congress under the provisional constitution shall 
continue to exercise the legislative powers granted them ; not extending beyond 
the time limited by the constitution of the provisional government.

Congress, March II, 1861. 

On the Question of the adoption of the constitution of the Confederate States of America, 
the vote was taken by yeas and nays ; and the constitution was unanimously adopted, as 
follows : 

Those who voted in the affirmative being Messrs. Walker, Smith, Curry, Hale, McRae, 
Shorter, and Fean), of Alabama (Messrs. Chilton and Lewis being absent) ; Messrs. Mor- 
ton, Anderson, and Owens, of Florida; Messrs. Toombs, Howell Cobb, Bartow, Nisbct, 
Hill, Wright, Thomas R. R. Cobb, and Stephens, of Georgia (Messrs. Crawford and 
Keuan being absent) ; Messrs. Perkins, de Clouet, Conrad, Kenner, Sparrow, and Marshall, 
of Louisiana; Messrs. Harris, Brooke, Wilson, Clayton, Barry, and Harrison, of Missis- 
sippi (Mr. Campbell being absent); Messrs. Rhett, Barnwell, Keitt, Chesnut, Memminger, 
Miles, Withers, and Boyce, of South Carolina; Messrs. Reagan, Hemphill, Waul, Gregg, 
Oldham, and Ochiltree, of Texas (Mr. Wigfall being absent).
